Community

Boy George Sloughs Off Gay Press

Presidential hopeful Sen. 
Bob Kerrey was assailed by 
reporters and lesbian activists 
as he concluded a tour of one 
of the AIDS wards at San 
Francisco General Hospital 
Nov. 19. 

The crowd was angry be¬ 
cause the Nebraska Democrat 
had been overheard telling a 
crude lesbophobic joke just 
the night before. 

The senator claims he was 
simply repeating the joke to 
another presidential candi¬ 
date, Gov. Bill Clinton of 
Arkansas, because Kerrey 
found it ‘ inappropriate and 
offensive.” 

The two were recorded by 
a C-SPAN microphone as 
they exchanged jokes at a po¬ 
litical roast in New Hamp¬ 
shire. 

On Tuesday Kerrey was 
extremely apologetic. “I did 
not like my behavior. It was 
enormously insensitive and 
ignorant,” he said. Kerrey 
added that he realizes he 
must have hurt and offended 
many people by his com¬ 
ments, which is something 
that he deeply regrets. 

According to the San 
Francisco Examiner, two 
people who overheard the 
joke said that it involves a 
third presidential candidate, 


former California Gov. Jerry 
Brown, and two women in a 
bar. In the joke, Brown is in¬ 
terested in one of the women, 
but is informed by a by¬ 
stander that the women are 
lesbians. When he asks how 
the bystander knows this, the 
latter graphically describes a 
sex act that one likes to per¬ 
form on the other. The gover¬ 
nor responds that he, too, 
would like to do that to the 
woman, and asks, “Does that 
make me a lesbian?” 

As Kerrey profusely apolo¬ 
gized for his blunder, some in 
the crowd felt that an apology 
was not good enough. Ac¬ 
tivist Jean Harris, who intro¬ 
duced herself to the senator 
as chair of the Lesbian and 
Gay Caucus of the Democrat¬ 
ic Party, said, “Senator, you 
are in a state where the gov¬ 
ernor just vetoed gay and les¬ 
bian civil rights, and you are 
in a city where a large per¬ 
centage of the population is 
gay or lesbian. Your joke 
was not OK. It’s not funny.” 

She went on to note the 
irony that Kerrey has a 92 
percent approval rating by 
the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force and to demand 
more than a simple apology. 
“This is not good enough. 
We want a statement from 
you endorsing the national 
lesbian and gay civil rights

Flamboyant rock star Boy 
George likes lesbian and gay 
money, but he doesn’t like the 
lesbian and gay press. 

That’s a Bay Area Re¬ 
porter photographer’s opin¬ 
ion of the singer after an al¬ 
tercation with a member of 
George’s entourage after his 
concert at DV8 Nov. 17. 

“There was a verbal agree¬ 
ment that he would meet the 
press after the concert,” Jane 
Cleland said. “After it was 
over, he said, ‘I don’t want to.’ 
It’s just another example of 
an abusive celebrity.” 


Cleland said that she at¬ 
tended a post-concert party af¬ 
ter being told the press was 
welcome, but George re¬ 
mained sequestered in a room 
blocked by a guard and that 
only “fabulous, adorable drag 
queens and really cute boys” 
gained entrance. 

“It was a dress-for-success, 
wear a white penis party,” 
Cleland said. “If you weren’t a 
man, you couldn’t get into see 
him. That’s what really galled 
me.” 

Cleland said that when 
George finally came out of 
the room, he was surrounded 
by an entourage and she be¬ 


gan to take photographs. 

“Someone blocked my lens 
and knocked me out of the 
way,” she said. 

Although Cleland, clearly 
identified by her city-issued 
press credentials, didn’t take 
it personally, she wonders 
why the media were invited 
to the party only to be sub¬ 
jected to harassment. 

According to Cleland, 
George then made a less-than- 
spectacular exit. 

“He was saying, ‘Get out of 
my way, fuck you, get away 
from me,’ and then jumped in 
a car and left,” she said. ▼

Tennis ace Martina 
Navratilova says that if she 
came down with the HIV 
virus, she wouldn’t get a sym¬ 
pathetic public response like 
Magic Johnson because she is 
a lesbian. 

“They’d say I’m gay, I 
had it coming,” she told the 
New York Post. “That’s why 
they’re accepting it with him 
because supposedly he got it 
through heterosexual con¬ 
tact.” 

Even if she were hetero¬ 
sexual, Navratilova says she 
would still be a victim of a

double standard. 

“If it had happened to a 
heterosexual woman who had 
been with 100 or 200 men, 
they’d call her a whore and a 
slut and the corporations 
would drop her like a lead 
balloon,” she said. “And she’d 
never get another job in her 
life.” ▼

AIDS is spread by saliva 
and tears, homosexuality is a 
sexual addiction and gay men 
are selfish and self-centered, 
according to Dr. Lorraine 
Day, the former chief of Or¬ 
thopedic Surgery at San 
Francisco General Hospital. 

She made the claims Nov. 
17 during an appearance on 
The Report, a Christian fun¬ 
damentalist talk show that 
airs locally on Channel 65. 

Severely criticized by 
AIDS experts for her views, 
Day believes that AIDS is 
spread by casual contact and 
supports mandatory HI V test¬ 
ing and quarantine of HIV-in¬ 
fected individuals. She also 


believes that patients should 
know the antibody status of 
their doctors. 

Day’s views were routinely 
condemned by the San Fran¬ 
cisco Department of Public 
Health and she was the sub¬ 
ject of protests and pickets by 
a variety of gay and AIDS ac¬ 
tivist groups during the last 
years of her tenure at SFGH. 

She retired from her post 
last year and relocated to 
Palm Springs, where she pub¬ 
lishes a newsletter and makes 
public appearances lecturing 
about the “govermental cover- 
up” related to AIDS. 

According to Day, gay 
men control the medical and 
public heath establishments

Measure M Won by 42 Votes 


$3,500 Needed for Recount 
Of Concord's Anti-Gay Prop

The Concord initiative that 
dropped sexual orientation 
from the law prohibiting dis¬ 
crimination in employment 
and housing won by 42 votes 
out of 23,000 ballots cast, elec¬ 
tions chief Bob Delevati said. 

Earlier tabulations had the 
measure winning by 63 votes, 
but some additional ballots 
were found during the certifi¬ 
cation process. The City 
Council certified the election 
results Nov. 19. 

Mayor Byron Campbell 
said that opponents of Mea¬ 
sure M will have to come up 
with $3,500 to pay for a re¬ 
count by Nov. 25, in accor¬ 
dance with the requirement 
that recounts be requested 
within five working days of 
the certification of an elec¬ 
tion. 

The No on M Committee 
is raising those funds through 
direct mail solicitations and 
open letters in the local press. 


Campbell, who chaired the 
No on M Committee prior to 
the election, thinks that over¬ 
turning the initiative with a 
recount is the only way to 
avoid the $1 million he esti¬ 
mates the city will have to 
pay in legal fees to defend 
Measure M. 

Legal experts have said 
the measure is unconstitution¬ 
al and in conflict with city la¬ 
bor contracts. 

Separate lawsuits are be¬ 
ing prepared by Concord at¬ 
torney Rena Denham and by 
the ACLU. 

Mark Zapalik, executive 
director of the Contra Costa 
County chapter of the anti¬ 
gay Traditional Values Coali¬ 
tion and a Measure M leader, 
blames the mayor and the 
City Council for the huge le¬ 
gal expenses Concord may 
face. 

“(Mayor Campbell) should 
have thought about that be¬ 
fore he went ahead and put 
gay rights on the books in 


Concord against the will of 
the majority of the people 
who live here,” Zapalik told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “He 
can scream and whine all he 
wants about taxpayer money 
now, but he should have done 
something about this eight 
months ago (when sexual ori¬ 
entation was added to the 
city’s non-discrimination 
clause).” 

The Contra Costa County 
Human Relations Commis¬ 
sion passed a motion by 
Commissioner Allan Shore 
Nov. 13 to notify Concord 
that the county will not con¬ 
duct any financial business 
with the city as a result of the 
passage of Measure M be¬ 
cause of the county’s anti-dis¬ 
crimination ordinance. ^

FDA AIDS Drug Reforms Draw 
Mixed Reaction from Activists

Vice President Dan 
Quayle’s Council on Compet¬ 
itiveness has released a docu¬ 
ment announcing a series of 
reforms of the Food and 
Drug Administration that has 
sparked a firestorm of criti¬ 
cism from consumer protec¬ 
tionists. 

At the same time, all sides 
agreed that the Council’s 
ideas for speeding up devel¬ 
opment and approval of treat¬ 
ments for life-threatening dis¬ 
eases like AIDS are meritori¬ 
ous and deserve rapid imple¬ 
mentation. 

The Council ordered 
changes in FDA requirements 
to reduce the average devel¬ 
opment time for major new 
life-saving drugs from nearly 
10 years to 5>/2 years, 
years. 

Other new medications 
would be given seven years of 


testing and reviews. This “ac¬ 
celerated approval” reform re¬ 
peats a proposal made earlier 
this fall by FDA Commission¬ 
er David Kessler. 

The FDA has six months 
to study the reforms and im¬ 
plement them. 

On the eve of the Compet¬ 
itiveness Council’s announce¬ 
ment, Martin Delaney of Pro¬ 
ject Inform warned, “It 
doesn’t help to have Quayle 
involved. Linking the two cat¬ 
egories of drugs politicizes 
the issues, causing the FDA 
and consumer protectionists 
to dig in.” 

Indeed, just as Quayle was 
announcing his reforms, three 
major liberal members of 
Congress, Reps. Henry Wax- 
man and John Dingell and 
Sen. Edward Kennedy, were 
firing off a joint protest letter 
to Kessler. 

The three wrote, “We 
strongly support steps to ex¬ 


pedite the approval of drugs 
for AIDS and other life- 
threatening diseases. Three (of 
the) proposals, how¬ 
ever, raise particularly trou¬ 
bling questions.” 

The items at issue were 
the use of private contractors 
to review and approve “less 
dramatic” new drugs when 
backlogs occur at the 
FDA, moves toward permit¬ 
ting the United States to coor¬ 
dinate drug reviews with for¬ 
eign governments, and the 
use of local hospital review 
boards rather than the FDA 
to OK human drug trials. 

The congressmen called 
these changes at the FDA 
“thinly veiled efforts to weak¬ 
en the agency.” At the con¬ 
sumer-oriented Health Re¬ 
search Group (a branch of 
Ralph Nader’s Public Citizen 
organization), Bob Dreyfuss 
went further.

Queer Nationals Crash 
Fundies' Church Services

Four Queer Nation mem¬ 
bers secretly entered services 
Nov. 17 at the Community 
Assembly of God, a church 
with past associations with 
televangelist Jimmy Swag- 
gart. 

Dressed in sweaters and 
ties and carrying Bibles stolen 
from hotel rooms, the mem¬ 
bers of a Queer Nation focus 
group called Fundie-Busters 
were able to blend in with 
the church-goers enough to 
get inside without trouble. 

Once inside, two men took 
off their sweaters to reveal 
Queer Nation T-shirts and 
stickers underneath. They 
handed out fliers, including a 
heterosexual questionnaire 
designed to challenge hetero¬ 
sexism with questions like 
“What do you think caused 
your heterosexuality?”; a piece 
entitled “Are you abusing 
your child?” about lesbian 
and gay teen-age suicide; and 
a flier citing nine reasons why 
they were targeting the 
church. 


“The main point is that 
they’re the people who called 
on Gov. Wilson to veto AB 
101, they’re the people who 
are anti-choice, and they’re 
the people who supported 
Prop. K this year,” Queer Na¬ 
tion member Doug Weinberg 
charged. 

Soon after they began 
passing out literature, the ac¬ 
tivists were thrown out of the 
church by congregation mem¬ 
bers. One activist, Alan Car- 
son, was violently pushed out 
of the building by two church 
“ushers” who proceeded to 
start a yelling match with the 
activists in the parking lot. 

The church-goers argued 
that “you go to church to wor¬ 
ship, not spread ideas,” and 
threatened “if you go to the 
wasp’s nest, you’ll get stung.” 

The two “ushers” refused 
to give their names. 

As the crowd grew larger 
outside, the Rev. Edward 
Stewart attempted to soothe 
the congregation inside. He 
asked the group to join him 
in prayer, proclaiming, 
“Sodomy is bad and poor. 


Father, we pray you will 
bring them to salvation. 
Reach out to those who need 
to see your grace, O Lord.” 

After a 15-minute argu¬ 
ment in the parking lot, the 
Queer Nationals left the 
premises under the threat 
that church authorities would 
call the police. 

Meanwhile, congregation 
members were left confused 
and unsettled with fliers in 
their hands that read, “We are 
here to expose your leaders 
for the power-hungry bigots 
they really are. We are here 
to ask you to re-examine your 
belief system regarding homo 
and bisexuality. Question 
what your leaders are telling 
you.” 

The activists felt that de¬ 
spite their rapid ejection from 
the church, the action had 
been a great success. 

John Woods, a Queer Na¬ 
tion member, concluded, “We 
may have made them think 
twice. At least we showed 
them that they can’t hide 
from us in their churches.” ▼

Mum's the Word in USSR 
About Gays in San Francisco

It’s a source of pride — and 
a news story — in the lesbian 
and gay community around 
the country that lesbian Su¬ 
pervisor Roberta Achtenberg 
was acting mayor of San 
Francisco for a couple of days 
this week. 

That simple fact is just one 
example of how far our com¬ 
munity has come in the strug¬ 
gle for justice, equality and 
equal representation. 

But millions of lesbians 
and gays who struggle for 
freedom and liberation in the 
Soviet Union probably will 
never know that Achtenberg 
took over the helm of local 
government if Andrey 
Sidorin has anything to do 
about it. 

Sidorin, the San Francisco 
bureau chief for Tass, the So¬ 
viet wire service, doesn’t 
want to tell them. 

And his recent comments 
in the Nov. 9 Chronicle about 
reporting on the lesbian and 
gay community in San Fran¬ 
cisco have all the earmarks of 
an international flap. 

“In Russia, it’s always been 
a shame to be gay, it’s a taboo 
topic. It would be giving pub¬ 
licity if we wrote a story 
about gay colonies. I don’t 
want to publicize it among 
youth,” Sidorin told reporter 
Robert Collier. 

“That’s really offensive on 
many levels,” Achtenberg told 


the Bay Area Reporter. “Not 
to mention how much of a 
disservice it is to Soviet youth 
to deprive them of informa¬ 
tion.” 

There is a burgeoning les¬ 
bian and gay movement in 
the Soviet Union and based 
on Sidorin’s comments, even 
with recent exchanges in that 
country, struggle for democra¬ 
cy and freedom of expression 
have a long way to go, 

In Russia, 
it's always 
been a 
shame to be 
gay, it's a 
taboo topic. 

Achtenberg said. 

Ten percent of Soviet youth, 
like youth elsewhere, are les¬ 
bian and gay, Achtenberg said, 
and lesbian and gay issues 
need “frank and open discus¬ 
sion.” She expressed concern 
that Sidorin was engaging in 
censorship. 

AchtenDerg said that she 
planned to schedule a meet¬ 
ing with Sidorin to discuss 
his views. 

“Too bad the recent up¬ 
heavals in the Soviet Union 
haven’t reached him” Super¬ 


visor Carole Migden said. 
“We know about the emerg¬ 
ing lesbian and gay move¬ 
ment in the Soviet Union.” 

Migden also said that she 
planned to meet with Sidorin 
as does Supervisor Harry 
Britt. 

Jessea Greenman, a 
spokesperson for the Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation, called Sidorin’s 
remarks “offensive.” 

“It’s so ironic. He’s con¬ 
tributing to the injustice and 
discrimination against his 
own people in the Soviet 
Union,” she said. “In doing 
this sort of thing, he’s creat¬ 
ing a false reality and denying 
the real world to his people.” 

GLAAD said they have 
been trying to contact 
Sidorin, but Tass News Agen¬ 
cy never answers the phone 
at their Fox Plaza location, so 
GLAAD has, instead, contact¬ 
ed the Soviet consulate in 
San Francisco. 

Julie Dorf, director of the 
International Gay and Les¬ 
bian Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion, said that Sidorin had con¬ 
tacted her about six months 
ago for information about the 
local lesbian and gay commu¬ 
nity and that she gave him re¬ 
ferrals. 

Sidorin, she said, like oth¬ 
er Tass representatives living 
outside the Soviet Union, 
may be more conservative 
than their national counter¬ 
parts. ▼ 


Gay Lawyer Appeals 
In Tearoom Busts

A gay rights attorney has 
appealed to the San Mateo 
County Superior Court for re¬ 
lief in a case involving gay 
men who were arrested for 
indecent exposure and other 
public sex charges at an Inter¬ 
state 280 rest stop. 

Attorney Walter Parsley 
has filed an appeal of a San 
Mateo Municipal Court 
judge’s ruling that denied him 
a year’s worth of arrest 
records related to the Ju- 
nipero Serra rest stop. 

Parsley also wants San 
Mateo County to turn over all 
internal communications and 
memoranda of the San 
Mateo County Sheriffs De¬ 
partment related to electronic 
and undercover surveillance 
of the site. 

Municipal Court Judge 
Barbara Mallock denied Pars¬ 
ley’s motion for discovery — 
the legal term for his request 
— last month, saying he did 
not make a sufficient case 
that the records were relevant 
to the defense of his client. 

Parsley’s client was arrest¬ 
ed in July at the 1-280 site on 
charges of indecent exposure 
and lewd conduct. State law 
provides for one year in jail 
for conviction on such 
charges. 

The San Mateo County 
District Attorney’s Office has 
offered to ask for the sen¬ 
tence of a week in jail, a $300 
fine and 18 months of proba¬ 
tion in exchange for a guilty 


plea. 

Parsley contends that gay 
people are being illegally sin¬ 
gled out at the site and set up 
for arrest and prosecution. 

A San Mateo County 
Sheriffs Department spokes¬ 
man told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that there was fre¬ 
quent public sex at the area, 
including open masturbation 
and other sex acts. 

The spokesman said that it 
would not allow the site to 
become a “pervert’s park.” 

“I’m going to take this case 
as far as my client will allow 
me to take it,” Parsley said. 
“You can’t arrest someone for 
no reason and then make up 
false charges.” 

“The judge had disgust in 
her eyes when I introduced 
my motion, and I could tell 
by the way she looked at me 
that it would be denied,” he 
said. 

Parsley’s motion for evi¬ 
dence in the case will be re¬ 
viewed by the Superior Court 
on Dec. 4. 

The B.A.R. has received 
calls from several people ar¬ 
rested at the area. As part of 
an investigation into claims of 
anti-gay harassment and en¬ 
trapment and false arrest 
charges, the B.A.R. will file a 
California Public Records Act 
request seeking arrest records 
for the past year and internal 
communications and memo¬ 
randa of the Sheriff s Depart¬ 
ment related to undercover 
and electronic surveillance of 
the site. ▼

Lesbians of Color Target Legal System

Organizers of the Lesbians 
of Color Project of the Na¬ 
tional Center for Lesbian 
Rights are determined to 
close the gap between les¬ 
bians of color and the legal 
system. 

According to Maria Gil de 
Lamadrid, the director of the 
project, the problem begins 
with a basic insensitivity to 
the existence of lesbians of 
color on behalf of civil rights 
organizations and is com¬ 
pounded by a feeling of dis¬ 
trust of the legal system by 
lesbians of color. 

“The unique experiences 


of and needs of lesbians of 
color have been invisible to 
most service providers,” she 
said. “Even those within the 
civil rights movement have 
been slow to respond to our 
differences from white les¬ 
bians and gay men, and from 
straight people of color.” 

The Project’s first step was 
to hold the first forum of its 
kind in the country, a commu¬ 
nity speak-out that focused on 
gathering information about 
the barriers that prevent les¬ 
bians of color from using civil 
rights and social reform orga¬ 
nizations. 

The forum, which took 
place last July and was attend¬ 


ed by 45 lesbians of col¬ 
or activists and professionals, 
led to a preliminary report 
that was disseminated to 
more than 600 les¬ 
bian and gay, women’s and 
people of color community or¬ 
ganizations. 

Forum participants shared 
their experiences with domes¬ 
tic violence; domestic partner¬ 
ships and partner protections; 
discrimination in employ¬ 
ment, housing, and public ac¬ 
commodations; hate violence 
and police harassment; immi¬ 
gration; lesbians and children; 
health care and public bene¬ 
fits; and language barriers. 

“I am very impressed by 


the diligence and commit¬ 
ment shown by the Lesbian 
of Color Project organizers. 
They are making an impor¬ 
tant contribution toward 
coalition building in the les¬ 
bian community,” said Skye 
Ward, a participant in the 
speak-out and a representa¬ 
tive of Ache, an African- 
American lesbian organiza¬ 
tion. 

De Lamadrid said that al¬ 
though the National Center 
for Lesbian Rights is a legal 
organization, “a vital compo¬ 
nent of the project is to share 
information” with all kinds of 
service organizations.

PWA Hits Airwaves for Agnos

A gay man with AIDS has 
made a moving radio mes¬ 
sage supporting Mayor Art 
Agnos for re-election. 

He also credits the Mayor’s 
Office with making it possible 
for him to vote in Novem¬ 
ber’s election, despite the fact 
that he was hospitalized on 
Election Day with 
pneumocystis pneumonia. 

Bud Hinckle has been a 
fan of Agnos ever since Ag¬ 
nos wrote and sponsored AB 
1 while an assemblyman. The 
historic bill would have out¬ 
lawed anti-gay job bias. It was 
vetoed by Gov. George Deuk- 
mejian. 

“Art Agnos is a major hero 
to me. Here is a straight man 
writing and supporting legis¬ 
lation to end discrimination 


for my people,” Hinckle said. 

Soon after the Briggs ini¬ 
tiative, AB 1 was introduced 
as legislation by Art Agnos. 
My lover and I were political 
activists, about the only two 
in the county as far as gay 
people go. The whole area up 
there is homophobic,” the for¬ 
mer Shasta County resident 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The Briggs initiative 
would have barred lesbians 
and gays from employment as 
public school teachers. 

Hinckle, then a member of 
the Coalition for Human 
Rights of Shasta County, lob¬ 
bied legislators from the area 
to support AB 1. He quickly 
learned that his local elected 
officials were less interested 
in political leadership them in 
maintaining the status quo — 
and not upsetting their con¬ 


stituencies. 

Agnos was a different 
breed of politician, Hinckle 
said, and he’s been a major 
fan ever since. 

Hinckle moved to San 
Francisco about five years 
ago. He learned in July that 
he suffered from Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma, a virulent cancer, 
and began receiving chemo¬ 
therapy and blood transfu¬ 
sions. 

Earlier this month Hinck- 
le’s T-cell count plummeted. 
With an immune system seri¬ 
ously compromised by HIV 
infection and cancer 
chemotherapy, he developed 
pneumonia and was hospital¬ 
ized. 

The pneumonia diagnosis 
confirmed what Hinckle had 
suspected for some time. He

Anti-Bashing Device Leaves 
Attackers Green Without Envy

A new product introduced 
locally last week may revolu¬ 
tionize criminal identification, 
according to its inventor, a 
former police officer. 

DYEWitness fires up to 
seven feet with a 70-pound 
blast and within seconds 
foams all over an attacker’s 
face, obscuring vision while 
not harming the eyes. 

According to A. James Mc¬ 
Creary, the product, which re¬ 
tails for $40 per unit and 
comes in a hand-held Mace¬ 
like dispenser, leaves a green 
stain that remains on the at¬ 
tacker for up to seven days. 

“During the seven years of 
development of DYEWitness, 
there were numerous tests 
done to be sure that the prod¬ 
uct would work as expected,” 
McCreary said. 

Following product tests 
on his back, chest, legs and 
arms, and tests on friends and 


family members, McCreary 
said that his first test of the 
product in a simulated and 
pre-arranged attack was 
videotaped in front of a televi¬ 
sion studio in a small Mas¬ 
sachusetts town. 

“The plan was simple. I 
hid behind some bushes out¬ 
side the rear door to the 
building and waited for the 
“victim” to leave. She left the 
building carrying her brief¬ 
case and keys in her left and 
DYEWitness in her right 
hand.” 

McCreary followed her 
and grabbed her by the shoul¬ 
der. 

“Nothing prepared me for 
what was about to happen. 
Even though I had worked 
with the product for about six 
years at that point, I got more 
than expected,” he said. 

The woman spayed Mc¬ 
Creary as though he were a 
real attacker, the foam cov¬ 
ered his face and temporarily 


clouded his vision. 

“It took me about 30 sec¬ 
onds to be able to see clearly 
enough to make out the shape 
of the woman’s car.” 

As soon as the demonstra¬ 
tion was over, McCreary set 
about trying to get the dye 
off his skin before it had time 
to set. 

“Even though there was 
little setting time, I ended up 
with a stain that faded out 
over a five-day period. I tried 
to remove it using every 
household cleaner available,” 
he said. 

Some of the stain re¬ 
mained for five days. 

Distributor John Safkow 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
that the product is non-toxic 
and the dyes are approved by 
the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration. The container and its 
cap are completely biodegrad- 
able. 

“It’s nature friendly,’’ 
Safkow said. ▼

By 11 p.m. Saturday night 
more than 400 lesbians were 
waiting in line outside 
Amelia’s to commemorate the 
13-year-old lesbian bar’s last 
call.

“RV” Williams, who also not¬ 
ed that she never had to wait 
in line before. 

Some of the younger wom¬ 
en in line had never been to 
Amelia’s before, but wanted 
to check out the legendary 
night spot while they still had 
a chance.

Press-ing Matters 


S everal controversies of the past week need to be 
addressed in a forum outside our regular editori¬ 
als, hence this editor’s commentary. 

On Nov. 19, the Bay Area Reporter was denied 
access to a media pool that toured AIDS wards at San 
Francisco General Hospital with Sen. Bob Kerrey. This 
came after Kerrey’s campaign office had specifically in¬ 
vited us to accompany Kerrey on his tour in a fax sent 
to our office on Nov. 18. 

We find this particularly disturbing because all mem¬ 
bers of the media pool represented straight mainstream 
news organizations. Hospital media representatives told 
us that they wanted to keep the size of the pool small, to 
keep any possible disturbance of patients to a minimum. 
This we can understand. 

We were also told that the pool, which consisted of a 
TV crew, radio broadcaster and print reporter and pho¬ 
tographer, had agreed to share any information or photos 
with other members of the press. The only problem is, 
they meant the mainstream press. 

The hospital denied us, a gay newspaper in San Fran¬ 
cisco, access to a media event dealing with a controver¬ 
sial presidential candidate who sparked controversy in 
recent days for repeating an off-color joke about lesbians 
and who was touring an AIDS ward filled with stricken 
members of our gay community. 

The gay press here and around the nation is frequent¬ 
ly shut out of many such photo opportunities and over¬ 
looked by media representatives, not to mention boy¬ 
cotted by major mainstream advertisers — some of the 
many things that make bringing you, our readers, a bet¬ 
ter and more complete news product more difficult. 

In another matter, our phones have been ringing off 
the hook this week with people complaining about “HIV 
Watch” columnist Michael Botkin’s piece last week on 
Magic Johnson. Botkin said it was to Johnson’s advantage 
to identify himself as belonging in the “heterosexually 
transmitted” category, and insinuated that he may actu¬ 
ally have been infected through a homosexual act. 

I want to point out to our readers the differences be¬ 
tween our editorials, columns and news stories. Since I 
have been news editor of this paper I’ve made an effort 
to weed out opinionated news writing and worked to 
make sure news stories are more objective. I’ve also 
made an effort to let our columnists write, uncensored, 
their opinions, as wild, extreme, off-the-wall and contro¬ 
versial as they might be. That is the role of columnists 
— to spark dialogue about controversial issues. 

Botkin’s piece expressed the resentment some in the 
gay community feel over the tremendous outpouring of 
concern that Magic Johnson’s announcement has trig¬ 
gered. Many feel frustrated that 10 years of the epidemic 
and thousands of gay deaths have been overlooked by 
the same mainstream heterosexual society that seems so 
concerned now by the infection of “one of their own.” 

We believe this frustration is warranted, and that a 
member of the HIV-positive community has the right to 
express it. At the same time, we acknowledge the 
tremendous boost Johnson has given to AIDS educators 
in the African-American and straight community. 

Anyone who wishes to respond to our columns is in¬ 
vited to send us letters for inclusion in our letters to the 
editor or guest opinion sections. 

Finally, a reader in San Jose wrote to complain that 
we didn’t cover a story about an anti-Wilson protest in 
the South Bay. That story happened too late for our 
deadline. You can read about it this week on page 4. 
We’re in the process of making an effort to expand our 
coverage of the South Bay, as well as the East Bay. Bear 
with us.

In Defense of Militello 


I t was with great concern that I read last 
week’s editorial in the Bay Area Reporter. 
Due to that concern, I wish to respond. 
The position of liaison between the San 
Francisco Police Department and San Francis¬ 
co’s lesbian and gay community is exactly what 
the title states. It is a position that is held by a 
police officer who is sensitive to the concerns of 
the lesbian and gay community. 

When an officer in our department takes this 
position, that does not mean that he or she ceases 
to act as a police officer. Nor does it mean that 
they cease to perform their sworn duties. It sim¬ 
ply means that this individual maintains an open 
line of communication between the Police 
Department and the lesbian and gay community. 

It is clear to me that the author of your 
editorial does not have a clear understanding of 
what this job entails nor the difficulties that 
come with it. The clocks will never turn back in 
the San Francisco Police Department to a time 
when lesbians and gay men could not feel com¬ 
fortable with who they are. We will continue 
with progressive recruitment within the lesbian 
and gay community. 

Now let me talk with regard to Officer Lea 
Militello. Never before has this position been 
held by a woman, and it is my opinion that this 
woman is doing an outstanding job. Four days 
after taking the position, she was confronted 
with the Rev. Lynn Griffis matter. She handled 
this matter with the compassion necessary to see 
that the Police Department conducted this inves¬ 
tigation sensitively and compassionately and 
that the end result was one that reflected those 
values. 

Officer Militello also immediately recognized 
the need to increase our HIV/AIDS training from 
15 minutes during our First Aid block to what 
is now four hours of comprehensive training. 

She also created vast changes with regard to 
our departmental sensitivity training. She in¬ 
cludes all segments of the lesbian/gay commu¬ 
nity which has given our academy recruits a 
more well-rounded view of the lesbian/gay com¬ 
munity, not just a surface level training which 



was the case in the past. This training has be¬ 
come a model both statewide and nationally. 

She was instrumental in the department’s 
plans surrounding the Sixth International Con¬ 
ference on AIDS. This gave our Police Depart¬ 
ment praise worldwide and showed that the 
members of the San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment have a good relationship with the lesbian/ 
gay community and AIDS activists. 

She has worked with victims of hate crimes 
to see that their needs are met, as well as made 
herself available to all members of the lesbian/ 
gay community. 

This year I was proud to participate with the 
lesbian and gay members of the San Francisco 
Police Department in San Francisco’s Les¬ 
bian/Gay Parade. We told the citizens of San 
Francisco that its Police Department is honored 
to have openly lesbian/gay officers and that law 
enforcement is a career that lesbians and gay 
men can be proud of holding. 

The State Building civil disturbance earlier 
this year put any lesbian or gay police officer in 
a difficult position. They are sworn to uphold the 
law and have struggled for many years to be ac¬ 
cepted members of this department and were 
simply doing their job. 

I am proud of Officer Militello and the things 
she has accomplished. Get rid of her, you’ve got 
to be kidding!

I hope everyone at the B.A.R. heard of the 
recent decision by the Municipal Court of 
Oklahoma City wherein the judge found me 
guilty of indecency for displaying two posters 
promoting condom usage. Because the posters 
had images of male nudes, I had been given a 
citation for their display in one our free, 
anonymous, community-based volunteer HIV 
testing clinics. 

This case was in the national and 
international news because of its importance in 
promoting appropriate behavior in the face of 
HIV and AIDS. Our clinics are responsible for 
having found half of the persons found so far in 
Oklahoma to have HIV. However, the local police 
are threatening further action and my lawyers 
are therefore planning to file a federal suit to 
enjoin their harassment of our clinic’s 
educational effort. 

In a recent issue or a local paper, the lead 
editorial was a tirade about the necessity of 
“abstinence,” an idea whose time came and went 
with Nancy Reagan’s futile ‘‘Just Say No” 
campaign. It would seem that except in 
Oklahoma, “Just Say Know” is found to be more 
useful, and education about HIV and methods of 
preventing infection remain the best defense 
against HIV.

Re-Elect Mayor Art Agnos 


A s one who has had 
differences with and 
has not always sup¬ 
ported Art Agnos in 
the past, let me tell you why 
I think it is important that the 
gay and lesbian community 
unite behind the mayor in the 
Dec. 10 runoff. 

Like many in our commu¬ 
nity, I see the runoff between 
Agnos and former Police Chief 
Frank Jordan as the 
most important election for 
us in recent memory. 

Although there was total 
support in our community in 
the past for electing people 
like Carole Migden, Roberta 
Achtenberg, Tom Ammiano 
and Donna Hitchens, this is 
the first contest between can¬ 
didates when we’ve faced a 
campaign that is trying to ex¬ 
ploit the fear that somehow 
the city has become “too pro¬ 
gay.” 

No one who has seen the 
Jordan ads about the AB 101 
protest and heard the slogan 
that San Francisco needs “a 
return to decency” should 
doubt that our community is 
the target. 

Whether “they” like it or 
not, Agnos has been the most 
supportive mayor for lesbian 
and gay people that this city 
has ever seen, and there are 
people out there that don’t 
like it one bit. 

Agnos is the guy who dur¬ 
ing his first month in office 
took on the U.S. Olympic 
Committee because of its anti¬ 
gay stance. And he didn’t 
back down anywhere. 

He even gave an impas¬ 
sioned speech before San 
Francisco’s business leaders, 
saying that anyone who be¬ 
lieved the Olympics was 
about a trademark issue also 
had to believe that Rosa 
Parks, the Birmingham, Ala. 
black woman who refused to 
give up her seat to a white 
passenger and started that 
city’s bus boycott, was about 
transportation policy. 

Later that year Agnos was 
out front on two other issues 
important to our community 
— fighting a plan to spend city 
funds to homeport the USS 
Missouri, in part because the 
Navy refused to treat gay job 
applicants equally, and fight¬ 
ing the statewide Dannemey- 
er initiative on AIDS. 

Agnos was, of course, 
again attacked for putting 
rights of gays ahead “of the 
rest of the city.” On the Dan- 
nemeyer AIDS initiative, it 
was the mayor’s personal re¬ 
lationship with former U.S. 
Surgeon Gen. Everett Koop, 
forged from their past work 
together on AIDS issues, that 
led Koop to accept Agnos’ re¬ 
quest to publicly oppose Dan- 
nemeyer, a rare step for a 
Reagan appointee. 

I can remember when a 
number of San Francisco 
politicians used to complain 
privately that this city had the 
reputation for being a “gay 
mecca.” They were usually 
embarrassed to be asked 
about it. Agnos not only has 
never been embarrassed 
about San Francisco’s reputa¬ 
tion, the guy has actually 
gone on the attack when 
politicians and the media else¬ 
where tried to use our com¬ 
munity as a whipping boy. He 
has consistently stood up for 
our community. 

Last year Agnos went to 
Texas after the GOP candi¬ 
date for governor there pub¬ 
licly attacked Democratic can¬

didate Ann Richards for be¬ 
ing pro-gay, saying that “she 
must think she is running for 
mayor of San Francisco” in¬ 
stead of governor. 

Agnos gave numerous in¬ 
terviews to the Texas press, 
spoke at a political dinner, 
and wrote an op-ed piece at¬ 
tacking the Republican candi¬ 
date as an ignorant bigot, 
which ran in the state’s major 
newspapers. He did the same 
thing this year when the may¬ 
or of Santa Maria attacked 
the gay community, just as he 
has when speaking to encour¬ 
age gay groups in Orange 
County, Chicago and other 
cities. 

In his first speech to the 
U.S. Conference of Mayors, 
Agnos told them that they 
ought to indeed listen to ACT 
UP’s message that “Silence 
Equals Death” on AIDS pro¬ 
grams in their cities. 

There is a single thread in 
all this. Agnos had tried very 
hard to make prejudice 
against us just as unaccept¬ 
able as prejudice against 
blacks, Asians, Jews or any 
other minority group. We’ve 
all heard that prejudice 
against gays is the “last ac¬ 
ceptable prejudice,” and Ag¬ 
nos has taken that on whether 
it was the Olympics, the U.S. 
military, or politicians using 
us as a scapegoat. 

Agnos has also challenged 
the belief that government 
can get away with neglect or 
indifference to us, and he has 
made more changes that in¬ 
clude us in government than 
any mayor in this city’s histo¬ 
ry. Agnos and his staff spent 
days negotiating the agree¬ 
ment with unions that result¬ 
ed in getting domestic part¬ 
ners health insurance for city 
workers, and at the same 
time produced a report that is 
being used to win the same 
benefits in the private sector 
and in other cities. 

Just last week, Atlanta an¬ 
nounced it was reviewing Ag¬ 
nos’ report on health insur¬ 
ance for domestic partners. 
He also is responsible for win¬ 
ning family-care leave, be¬ 
reavement leave, hospital vis¬ 


itation rights, and housing 
rights for lesbian and gay do¬ 
mestic partners. 

While in the state Legisla¬ 
ture, Agnos was known for 
being the state leader on 
AIDS. He wrote the law ban¬ 
ning mandatory testing that 
LaRouche and Dannemeyer 
tried to overturn, and he won 
the first-ever state funds for 
education back in 1982, and 
the first state funds for the 
bleach program to clean nee¬ 
dles. 

No American big-city may¬ 
or has fought the AIDS epi¬ 
demic harder than Agnos. As 
mayor, he told every city de¬ 
partment that he wanted to 
make AIDS a priority, and 
suddenly, there was funding 
for housing, for social ser¬ 
vices, and for patient care, 
when it used to be just the 
Health Department that took 
the AIDS issue seriously. 

At the Health Department, 
in fact, the Agnos administra¬ 
tion has doubled city spend¬ 
ing on the AIDS epidemic in 
the past four years. Agnos 
started the mayor’s HIV Task 
Force, which drew support 
because it included people 
like Archbishop John Quinn. 
The HIV Task Force and its 
report became the model for 
Ryan White CARE Bill, 
which finally broke loose 
some federal funds for San 
Francisco. 

Agnos used his position as 
chair of the Mayor’s Confer¬ 
ence AIDS Task Force to put 
together the first lobbying by 
big-city mayors to keep push¬ 
ing funding higher. Just those 
funds alone now nearly match 
what San Francisco spends 
from our money in the fight 
against AIDS. 

Agnos has consistently 
been with us and does not 
give up. When Gov. George 
Deukmejian vetoed AB 1, the 
gay rights bill Agnos repeat¬ 
edly carried, the mayor wrote 
to the state attorney general 
asking if the state labor codes 
could be interpreted as pro¬ 
tecting gay rights. The attor¬ 
ney general replied yes, and 
that was the opinion the Cali¬ 
fornia courts recently upheld. 

Though we all now know 
the fate of AB 101, Agnos per¬ 
sonally went to Sacramento to 
lobby every assemblymember 
and state senator that he knew 
to gain support for the legisla¬ 
tion earlier this year. 

In politics promises are 
rarely kept but Art Agnos, like 
him personally or not, has 
kept his promises to our com¬ 
munity. Some people in the 
gay and lesbian community 
are telling me that they “don’t 
like” Agnos and are “afraid of 
going back to the good old 
white boy days” under Jordan, 
but are still, for one reason or 
another, sitting this election 
out. No one in our community 
should “sit this one out.” Trust 
me — those in this city who t 
think that Art Agnos has been 
“too pro-gay” don’t plan to sit 
this one out. These people 
who would take us back to 
“the good old days” will get 
out and vote — for Mr. Jordan. 

Whether you personally 
like Art Agnos or not is no 
longer important. Agnos has 
always been there for us, and 
he deserves our support on 
Dec. 10. Whether you sup¬ 
ported Angela Alioto, Dick 
Hongisto or anyone else on 
Nov. 5, our community must 
get out and vote in this runoff. 

Though I have met Frank 
Jordan a number of times, I

Now I don’t mean sex as 
in merely the physical act it¬ 
self, but in the ways that our 
sexuality affects many aspects 
of our daily lives, from party¬ 
ing in nightclubs to the liter¬ 
ature we read to the boom in 
sexually explicit dyke ’zines. 

And because I somehow 
was invited to speak at the 
conference on a panel about 
lesbians and sex, I was forced, 
(against my will of course) to 
think about the topic even 
more than usual for the past 
few weeks. 

Gearing up to talk about 
sexuality is never an easy 
task for most of us, and I am 
no exception. So in contrast 
to my recent culturally 
packed trip to the East Coast, 

I spent the days before the 
conference wondering what 
in the world I, humble ’zine 
publisher and B.A.R. colum¬ 
nist, was going to talk about. 

Good Vibrations 

Luckily, Good Vibrations, 
the wonderful sex toy store 
here in San Francisco, had 
provided me with lots of hand-

outs, and even loaned me var¬ 
ious rubber, leather and latex 
items with which to share 
with my audience. I only had 
to go from there. 

Luckily, too, the panel was 
focusing on the wider aspects 
of our sexual climate, as evi¬ 
denced by Urvashi Vaid’s 
choice of my partial co-pan¬ 
elists, Jocelyn Taylor and Julie 
Tolentino, co-founders of 
New York’s Clit Club. 

And because we three 
were chosen to provide evi¬ 
dence of this supposed “new 
wave” of dykedom debauch¬ 
ery, I figured the more I re¬ 
searched it all right before the 
conference the better. 

So while days I lay around 
my housebound friend Eliza’s 


Brooklyn apartment dis¬ 
cussing the state of the les¬ 
bian nation and eating Polish 
food, by nights buddy Daula 
and I ripped around New 
York City. All in the name of 
research, of course, we took 
in Crazy Nanny’s, Mother- 
lode, Pandora’s Box, Tattooed 
Love Child, the Clit Club and 
the Labia Lounge. After all, 
how else were we going to 
know if the Wonder Bar’s fa¬ 
bled back room, documented 
so well in N.Y’s Pussy Graz¬ 
er ’zine, was fact or fiction? 

Well, Daula and I didn’t 
find too much action in any of 
the few New York spots 
where women allegedly have 
public sex. But no matter, for 
we did have the thrill, on a 
different night, of spotting 
Madonna, looking in very fine 
form indeed, at a perfor¬ 
mance of the Real Live 
Brady Bunch Show. And 
knowing how much dykes 
love Madonna, I figured my 
New York research was, at 
that point, about as complete 
as possible. 

It's a Small Queer World 

And so it was onto D.C to 
mingle with the politically 
motivated, if not the political¬ 
ly correct. Of course, fresh 
from the airport, who did I 
see immediately upon stum¬ 
bling into Creating Change 
than San Francisco’s own lu¬ 
minous Ggreg Taylor, 
sprawled on the hotel’s floor 
and asking pointed questions 
about the state of my sex life.

For Creating Change Meeting

ALEXANDRIA, Va. - 
More than 1,100 hard-core ac¬ 
tivists from 41 states amassed 
at a suburban Washington, 
D.C. hotel Nov. 7-11 for the 
National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force’s 4th annual Cre¬ 
ating Change Conference, 
shattering attendance records 
for the event. 

Gay campaigners were 
also on hand from Mexico, 
Nicaragua, the Soviet Union 
and England, which was rep¬ 
resented by International Les¬ 
bian and Gay Association Co- 
Secretary General Lisa Pow¬ 
er. 

NGLTF sees the confab as 
a networking and skills-build- 
ing weekend for both major 
activists and those who are 
just getting their feet wet. 
More than 60 workshops tar¬ 
geted everything from “drag 
activism,” “hot male sex” and 
“global activism” to “queers in 
textbooks,” “gay marriage,” 
“isms and schisms” and “ma¬ 
nipulating the media.” 

As at most conferences, 
hallway chats were as, if not 
more, important than formal 
presentations. 

“The gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity is at a crossroads,” 
said NGLTF Public Informa¬ 
tion Director Robert Bray. 
“We’ve had some dramatic 
accomplishments but we’ve 
had some very serious set¬ 
backs. This conference, a 
combination of political 
strategizing and gay trade

show, brings people in to plan 
our future, assess our accom¬ 
plishments and mourn our 
losses.” 

NGLTF Executive Direc¬ 
tor Urvashi Vaid wanted del¬ 
egates “to come away with a 
sense that they are connected 
— not just because issues are 
similar but because they have 
support.” 

“I hope people come away 
with friendships, with names 
and (phone) numbers, and 
with encouragement,” Vaid 
said. “Activists in such places 
as Omaha and St. Louis have 
a small number of people sus¬ 
taining their organizations, 
and this kind of conference 
pumps us all up.” 

Perhaps the conference’s 
most unexpected delegate 
was Queer Nation/D.C. co¬ 


founder Michael Petrelis, the 
loudest critic of Washington’s 
suit-and-tie gay-lobby organi¬ 
zations. NGLTF gave Petrelis 
a “scholarship” to attend even 
though he has repeatedly de¬ 
nounced NGLTF and similar 
groups for allegedly refusing 
to support street-activist orga¬ 
nizations, such as ACT UP 
and Queer Nation. 

“I have an agenda to pro¬ 
mote,” Petrelis said. “Outing 
has to be seen for what it is, a 
practical, hard-ball, political 
tactic that’s here to stay. I also 
want to drum up support to 
get an active, visible presence 
going for the New Hampshire 
(presidential) primary (elec¬ 
tion).” 

Petrelis carries the distinc¬ 
tion of having single-handedly 
launched the recent outings of 
chief Pentagon spokesman 
Pete Williams and U.S. Rep. 
Steve Gunderson, R-Wis., 
both of whom later “came 
out” to reporters by declining 
multiple opportunities to la¬ 
bel themselves “heterosexu¬ 
al.” 

Outing inventor Michelan¬ 
gelo Signorile, now a colum¬ 
nist for The Advocate, was 
surprised that NGLTF did 
not program a workshop on 
outing this year, as it did last 
year. 

NGLTF formally opposes 
outing as “an invasion of pri¬ 
vacy” and has become in¬ 
creasingly aggressive this 
year in denouncing the tactic.

er, Sue Turtletaub, expressed 
her dismay. 

“This floors me,” Turtle¬ 
taub said. “It shouldn’t close if 
all these people are here. 
Look at the line. There’s ob¬ 
viously a demand.” 

Many lesbians pointed to 
the irony in the fact that the 
crowd was so large Saturday 
night. 

“I think it’s interesting that 
there are so many women 
here tonight. I wonder where 
they’ve been all these years. 
This is like going to a memo¬ 
rial service,” Deborah Wright 
said. 

Some women in line 
thought that the end of 
Amelia’s was a symbol of a 
much larger problem: the 
lack of female power in San 
Francisco. 

According to Aleesha 
Pruett, “The problem with 
the lesbian community is that 
we don’t unite. Everything in 
San Francisco is geared to¬ 
ward men. This is the last 
real dyke bar and it’s gone. 
Are we just being beaten 
down and trodden under 
again?” 

There seemed to be 
widespread consensus that 
dykes with dollars need to in¬ 
vest in lesbian bars. 

“Nobody will buy this 
place,” Red Jordan Arobateau 
said. “What’s that saying, that 
rich dykes won’t get in¬ 
volved? If we don’t control 
things, then where are we go¬ 
ing to be?” 

“If there’s a woman out 
there who can buy a lesbian 
bar, do it! You’ll get rich. 
Only a woman would know 
how to make a woman’s bar 
right — woman to woman,” 
“RV” said. 

Everyone agreed that the 
one-night dance clubs are sim¬ 
ply not an adequate substitute 
for lesbian bars. “The one- 
night places are so cold,” 
Aleesha complained. “There’s 
so much attitude.” 

The general feeling that 
the lesbian social scene is un¬ 
der siege led some to fear 
changes in male-owned but 
predominantly lesbian-patron¬ 
ized Cafe San Marcos. 

A woman named Chenda 
warned, “They had better not 
turn Cafe San Marcos into a 
boy bar. Let them know that 
we refuse to succumb!” 

A group of four women 
expressed their anger at the 
imbalance between numbers 
of men’s and women’s estab¬ 
lishments. 

“There are more men’s 
bars than we can shake a clit 
at!” they said. ▼

Extremely concerned 
about the proposed repeal of 
Proposition K (the domestic 
partners ordinance) and the 
mayoral election, Hinckle 
feared he wouldn’t be able to 
get out of his hospital bed to 
vote. 

“I was in the hospital, and 
I was afraid I wasn’t going to 
be able to get to the polls,” he 
said. 

A call was made to the 
Mayor’s Office, he said, and 
someone came and helped 
him to vote. 

He calls the experience an 
example of the assistance that 
lesbians and gay men have re¬ 
ceived from Agnos and an in¬ 
dication of Agnos’ leadership.

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Sex Club Raids Being Probed

LOS ANGELES — Mem¬ 
bers of the Gay and Lesbian 
Police Advisory Task Force 
and several gay civil rights at¬ 
torneys are investigating re¬ 
cent raids against private sex 
clubs by the Los Angeles Po¬ 
lice Department. 

After speaking with 
sources within the LAPD and 
in City Attorney James 
Hahn’s office, GLPATF Co- 
Chair Sandra Farrington- 
Domingue has tentatively 
concluded that a filing deputy 
in Hahn’s office is responsible 
for dispatching the Vice 
Squad to the raids. 

The LAPD raided the Ex¬ 
ile in Silverlake and the Zone 
in Hollywood in the past two 
months, arresting at least 13 
patrons on charges of lewd 
conduct. 

“According to what I’ve 
been told by a police source,” 
Farrington-Domingue said, “a 
filing deputy in the City At¬ 


torney’s Office is having vice 
go out under the impression 
that the clubs are public, not 
private.” 

According to Farrington- 
Domingue, the City Attor¬ 
ney’s Office is apparently un¬ 
der the impression that the 
ease of buying membership in 
these clubs and the fact that 
the clubs don’t scrutinize 
prospective members the way 
most private clubs do means 
that they’re really public 
clubs. 

“I think what (the City At¬ 
torney’s Office is) doing is 
overzealous, especially in 
view of the fact that the Po¬ 
lice Department has its own 
established policy for making 
lewd conduct arrests.” 

Besides, she said, referring 
to the filing deputy, “Who 
crowned this guy Queen?” 

Lewd conduct is typically 
understood as conduct being 
performed in a public place 
where an offended observer 
did not know or agree that 


the conduct would occur. 

The sex clubs, on the other 
hand, were private member¬ 
ship clubs where the patrons 
knew that gay sex would be 
conducted and did not consid¬ 
er it offensive, civil rights at¬ 
torneys argue. 

In testimony before state 
Sen. Art Torres’ Subcommit¬ 
tee on Police Misconduct, gay 
civil rights attorneys John Du¬ 
ran and Jon Davidson both 
suggested that the raids were 
conducted in retaliation for 
the protest marches that fol¬ 
lowed Gov. Wilson’s veto of 
AB 101. 

In an interview, GLPATF 
member John Ferry said that 
during one of the arrests at 
the Exile, an officer told the 
man he arrested that the ar¬ 
rests were being made in re¬ 
taliation for those protests. 

Ferry also suggested that 
some of the raids were con¬ 
ducted illegally, setting the 
city up for possible 
lawsuits. ▼ 


Major AIDS Legislation Planned

SACRAMENTO - State 
Sen. Diane Watson plans to 
push major AIDS legislation 
in January aimed at increas¬ 
ing education, research and 
use of new drugs to combat 
the spreading epidemic. 

Watson, a Los Angeles 
Democrat who chairs the 
Senate Committee on Health 
and Human Services, said the 
legislation will have biparti¬ 
san support, including that of 
the Wilson administration. 

Gov. Pete Wilson an¬ 
nounced an expansion of the 
AIDS drug program Nov. 12 
that will make available 11 
new drugs to combat the 
virus, including the federally 
approved ddl, which has been 
shown to inhibit progression 
of the disease. 

Wilson said nearly 26,000 
Californians have died of 
AIDS and 38,000 more have 
been diagnosed. The drugs 
will cost from $14 million to 
$16 million a year more to the 
AIDS Drug Program, which 
is supported by federal and 
state funds. 

Watson said she was work¬ 
ing closely with the Wilson 
administration on the legisla¬ 
tion, but is not sure the state 
can afford to enlarge the ex¬ 
isting AIDS budget from

$20 million to $25 million be¬ 
cause of a mounting new 
deficit. 

Some AIDS funds can be 
shifted to education and re¬ 
search, preventive measures 
that will prove cost-effective 
in the long run, Watson said. 

She said the announce¬ 
ment by basketball superstar 
Magic Johnson that he has the 
AIDS virus has put a spot¬ 
light on the need for greater 
emphasis on prevention. 

“The global interest gener¬ 
ated by Johnson’s personal 
tragedy has created a new op¬ 
portunity for progress against 
this affliction. His loss can 
only be redeemed if we can 


use this opportunity to reduce 
the terrible toll of AIDS,” 
Watson said. 

Watson also is promoting a 
statewide letter-writing cam¬ 
paign through churches and 
organizations to President 
Bush and members of 
Congress to urge “a new ener¬ 
gized effort to discover an ef¬ 
fective vaccine to prevent the 
spread of this disease.” 

Senate leader David 
Roberti, D-Los Angeles, said 
the legislation should focus on 
education and prevention, 
and also address hospice care, 
which is woefully scarce. 

“We have to double our ef¬ 
forts. AIDS is an epidemic. 
The enormity of it is stagger¬ 
ing,” Roberti said. 

Watson said AIDS was es¬ 
pecially prevalent among 
blacks, especially black men, 
who are 3.5 times more likely 
to be infected than white 
men. 

“We must extend the fight 
against AIDS beyond the tra¬ 
ditional sources such as 
schools, drug treatment cen¬ 
ters and family clinics and 
reach communities not con¬ 
tacted by these sources,” 
Watson said. “We must reach 
young of all races. AIDS edu¬ 
cation has to come out of the 
closet.” ▼

Even though the legal sys¬ 
tem has its own particular 
barriers to effectively serve 
lesbians of color, like the high 
cost of services and the con¬ 
servatism of the courts, de 
Lamadrid believes that the 
findings from the community 
forum are translatable to a 
wide variety of service organi¬ 
zations, and she is hoping that 
many civil rights and social 
reform groups will begin to 
implement some of the Pro¬ 
ject’s recommendations. 

Forum participants con¬ 
cluded that there exists an 
overall insensitivity to race, 
culture, class, language, immi¬ 
gration status, and sexual ori¬ 
entation in the information 
that is available to lesbians of 


color about their rights. 

They recommend that or¬ 
ganizations prioritize the re¬ 
cruitment and retention of 
lesbians of color in key board 
and staff positions, and that 
they provide services and dis¬ 
tribute printed materials that 
reflect the existence of les¬ 
bians of color. 

De Lamadrid adds that 
outreach is crucial. # 

“There is a long history of 
people of color being exclud¬ 
ed from the legal system, and 
of lesbians of color being in¬ 
visible,” she said. “Civil 
rights organizations need an 
affirmative plan to reach les¬ 
bians of color. We have an 
obligation to go out and give 
them information that is sen¬ 
sitive to their needs. We 
can’t just wait for lesbians of 
color to walk through our 
door. It just won’t happen.” 

According to Doreena 
Wong, a member of NCLR’s 


Lesbians of Color Community 
Advisory Board and represen¬ 
tative of Asian/Pacifica Sis¬ 
ters, the next step is to hold 
workshops specific to each 
different lesbian of color com¬ 
munity. 

She said that lesbians of 
color “haven’t seen NCLR as 
an organization that’s for 
them, but hopefully with 
these workshops, they will 
see that we’re working on 
their issues and they can use 
us as a resource.” 

The National Center for 
Lesbian Rights has already 
begun implementing the re¬ 
port’s recommendations from 
within. They reached racial 
parity on their board of direc¬ 
tors six months ago, and are 
creating brochures that will 
reach out to lesbians of color 
in many different languages. 
They hope that other civil 
rights organizations will fol¬ 
low their lead. ▼

Wilson-Davis Demo 
Sparks Violence 
From L.A. Police

LOS ANGELES - A 
peaceful demonstration 
against Gov. Pete Wilson and 
state Sen. Ed Davis in Wood¬ 
land Hills Nov. 15 ended in 
unprovoked police violence 
when scores of Los Angeles 
Police Department officers 
rushed into a parking lot to 
“protect” a heterosexual cou¬ 
ple from protesters who were 
outraged at having been 
called “faggots.” 

In the process, several 
protesters were forcefully 
shoved and at least one 
protester was hit by police. 

Los Angeles Area National 
Coming Out Day Coordinator 
Peter Mackler and Stonewall 
Democratic Club President 
Steve Martin were leaving 
the parking lot as ordered 
when Mackler stopped to 
protest unnecessary shoving 
by a police officer. 

Mackler said he asked the 
offending officer, “Why are 
you doing this? We’re going, 
we’re going.” 

Mackler asked for the offi¬ 
cer’s badge number. 

“I could see the anger in 
his face,” Mackler said later. 
“He raised his baton up over 
his head and struck me on 
the head. I fell to the ground 
in pain. He broke my glasses. 
I don’t mind telling you I was 


wailing. It reminded me of 
getting beaten up on the 
schoolyard 30 years ago after 
this bully called me ‘faggot.’ 
But this time I’m fighting 
back.” 

Martin took Mackler to the 
hospital for examination. He 
was found to have no injuries 
to his head other than a huge 
lump and some cuts. Mackler 
said he intends to file a police 
report. 

The incident followed a 
confrontation Mackler and 
Martin witnessed between a 
heterosexual couple and sev¬ 
eral of the lesbian and gay 
protesters. Mackler said that 
the male half of the couple 
called a lesbian a “faggot,” 
which provoked a heated ex¬ 
change with several pro¬ 
testers. Police, apparently be¬ 
lieving that the couple was 
under attack, escorted the 
couple to their car. Accord¬ 
ing to Mackler, protesters fol¬ 
lowed, pounding and spitting 
on the car. The couple subse¬ 
quently struck a protester 
with the car before leaving 
the scene, Mackler said. 

No police action was taken 
against the couple. 

Mackler said that when he 
and Martin asked police why 
they let the couple go, a po¬ 
lice officer said, “If you guys 
weren’t here in the first place, 
that would have never hap-

of the way as they arrested 
the group, roughing up one 
protester in the process. Five 
other protesters dressed in 
evening clothes were arrested 
at the ballroom entrance after 
they started chanting slogans. 

Only minutes before, po¬ 
lice had chased back a swarm 
of protesters who spilled into 
the streets and temporarily 
blocked traffic into the hotel. 

In a particularly chilling in¬ 
cident, a squad of police 
rushed into the crowd, and en¬ 
circled and arrested Queer Na¬ 
tionals Mickey Wheatley and 
Brett McGuire and ACT 
UP/LA media representative 
Liz Friedman. The three 
were released shortly after 
ACT UP/LA’s legal observer 
David Etizadi talked with 
LAPD Capt. Val Paniccia. 

Another affinity group of 
nine men and one woman 
called the “Sex Criminals” 
staged a “kiss-in” and “love- 
in” before they were arrested 
for blocking traffic. They 
were taken to a mobile book¬ 
ing unit set up nearby, then 
on to the Van Nuys Station 
Jail. 

There were 33 arrests alto¬ 
gether. ▼ 


pened.” 

The police officers then 
started shoving the protesters 
out of the parking area where 
they had been allowed to 
gather for the 41/2 hour 
demonstration. 

Prior to this series of 
events, the protest against 
Wilson and Davis went 
smoothly, according to partic¬ 
ipants. Police estimated the 
crowd size at about 250, while 
David Smith of the Gay and 
Lesbian Community Services 
Center estimated the crowd 
size at about 500. More than 
180 riot police on foot and 
horseback were also on hand. 

Protesters included state 
employees and feminists an¬ 
gered by Wilson’s veto of a 


sexual harassment bill, and 
lesbians and gays still angry 
at Wilson’s veto of AB 101. 

But the primary focus of 
the demonstration was Sen. 
Davis’ introduction of SB 982, 
which ACT UP/LA’s Mark 
Kostopolis called “a nightmar¬ 
ish bill that seeks to legislate 
our sex lives.” 

The bill would make it a 
felony for anyone who is 
HIV positive to knowingly 
have unprotected sex with an¬ 
other person, and imposes a 
life sentence on anyone who 
intentionally infects another 
person with the disease. 

Though many in the gay 
community support efforts to 
stop anyone who “intentional¬ 
ly” infects another with HIV, 
more questions are raised 
than solved by the bill. 

“What SB 982 also does is 
create new HIV crimes which 
require absolutely no intent to 
injure,” said Roger Coggan, 
legal director for the Gay 
and Lesbian Community 
Services Center. 

“We have to oppose this 
bill in any form,” Queer Na¬ 
tional Cory Roberts said. “It 
causes hysteria so that people 
don’t get tested. It’s just part 
of the right-wing agenda to 
make us stop having sex.” 
Roberts said that some Queer 
Nationals intend to work with 
LIFE Lobby to stop the bill. 

Davis told the Los Angeles 
Times that he does not expect 
the bill to make it through 
the Assembly “because the 
gays in San Francisco don’t 
like it and they control the 
Assembly.” He told the 
Times he might turn the bill 
into a state initiative. 

The occasion for the 
demonstration was a $250-a- 
plate fundraiser at the Mar¬ 
riott Warner Center for 
Davis’ 75th birthday. 

In a pre-planned action, 
about 14 protesters from the 
affinity group “Eat the Rich” 
staged a die-in in front of the 
registration desk near the 
ballroom after having infil¬ 
trated the hotel by renting a 
room.

No Probe Into LAPD Excessive Force 

LOS ANGELES — Despite the sometimes emotional testi¬ 
mony of more than 20 people charging the Los Angeles Po¬ 
lice Department with the use of excessive force at the Oct. 
23 anti-Wilson demonstration in Century City, the Los An¬ 
geles Police Commission has concluded that it does not 
have enough evidence to warrant an investigation. Commis¬ 
sion President Stanley Sheinbaum said Nov. 12 that after 
reviewing a videotape and photographs supplied by gay 
protesters, there was not enough solid evidence to go for¬ 
ward. Sheinbaum did seem to leave the door open should 
new evidence emerge. Meanwhile, ACT UP/LA’s Cindy 
Croggan is collecting names and any visual materials as 
well as working with the ACLU to consider a lawsuit. 
“Quite clearly the commission is in the middle of a very se¬ 
rious political situation and, as it appears at this point, they 
are buckling to the pressure of (LAPD Chief) Daryl Gates,” 
said David Smith, director of communications for the Gay 
and Lesbian Community Services Center who was also an 
eyewitness to the events of Oct. 23. “The evidence in my 
view is that Oct. 23 was a setup. The contradiction of 
Gates in the media versus (Deputy Chief Glenn) Levant in¬ 
dicates there is a behind-the-scene power struggle under 
way and we as law abiding protesters are coming out losers 
in the process.” Assistant Chief Robert Vernon has called 
for an investigation into the allegations that he called for 
“blood on the streets” prior to the Oct. 23 demonstration. 
Vernon, who is the subject of an internal investigation to 
find out whether his fundamentalist Christian beliefs effect 
his job performance, said he wanted to clear his name.

LA Establishes Gay Education Panel 

LOS ANGELES — The Los Angeles Board of Education on 
Nov. 19 adopted a resolution to establish a Gay and Les¬ 
bian Education Commission. The new commission will join 
six other community-member Education Commissions that 
serve the board. School Board President Warren Furutani 
voted against the creation of the commission, which was 
proposed by openly gay board member Jeff Horton. 

The purpose of the Gay and Lesbian Education Commis¬ 
sion is to act as an advocacy agent on behalf of lesbian and 
gay students, Horton said. The commission will examine ex¬ 
isting programs, such as Project 10, the nationally recog¬ 
nized counseling program for lesbian and gay youth at 
L.A.’s Fairfax High School, create new programs, and come 
up with public policy recommendations about gay students, 
which will then be presented to the board for consideration. 
Each board member will select two appointees and each of 
those appointees will then select someone else from the 
community. The commission will be made up of 14 mem¬ 
bers all together. The Education Commissions serving the 
board are from the black, Mexican-American, Asian/Pacif- 
ic/Islander, American Indian, special education and wom¬ 
en’s communities. —Karen Ocamb 


Marks Targets Excessive Interest Rates 

Sen. Milton Marks plans to launch a drive to cap consumer 
interest rates when the state Legislature reconvenes in Jan¬ 
uary. Marks is exploring several options such as tying con¬ 
sumer interest rates to the federal prime lending rate — lim¬ 
iting consumer interest to 10 points above the prime rate, 
for example, Marks expects stiff opposition from the busi¬ 
ness community and many of his legislative colleagues, but 
expects strong support from consumer advocates and work¬ 
ing Californians whose paychecks are “being swallowed up” 
by massive credit card debt. 


UCSF Retracts Study

BOSTON — The Universi¬ 
ty of California at San Fran¬ 
cisco has retracted a federally 
funded AIDS study because 
the chief author allegedly 
withheld data that invalidated 
its findings, university offi¬ 
cials said Nov. 20. 

The study, which purport¬ 
ed to show why certain peo¬ 
ple with AIDS or AIDSrelat- 
ed conditions had low levels 
of blood-clotting substances, 
was published in The New 
England Journal of Medicine 
in 1985. 

In a letter appearing in this 
week’s edition of the journal, 
the researcher’s co-authors 
and UCSF Vice Chancellor 
Karl Hittelman said a univer¬ 
sity investigation turned up 
evidence that data from labo¬ 
ratory tests did not support 
the results, as the study 


claimed. 

In an interview, Hittelman 
emphasized that the study, 
which was based on analyses 
of blood samples, “did not di¬ 
rectly involve any human sub¬ 
jects and did not result in any 
changes in treatment for 
AIDS patients.” 

He said the invalid conclu¬ 
sions also “did not result in 
changes in understanding of 
the way the (AIDS) virus 
works. The hypothesis was 
never developed that far.” 

Hittelman said the two- 
year investigation focused on 
the work of Dr. Raphael 
Strieker, a young hemotolo- 
gist who in 1985 was an assis¬ 
tant professor of laboratory 
medicine at the university. 

“What can you do when 
someone is not telling the 
truth?” Hittelman said. “He 
misled his collaborators and 
he misled the university.” ▼ 


L.A. City Councilmember 
Wants Waiters Tested for HIV

LOS ANGELES - City 
Councilmember Nate Holden 
filed a motion Nov. 15 propos¬ 
ing mandatory HIV testing 
every six months for all wait¬ 
ers, waitresses, cooks and bus- 
boys in Los Angeles. 

He said that the testing 
was needed because not 
enough is known about the 
disease and how it is spread. 

“Imagine some guy work¬ 
ing in the kitchen of a restau¬ 
rant and he’s HIV positive 
and he cuts himself,” Holden 
said in an interview with the 
Los Angeles Times, “and his 
blood is on the glass he serves 
you water in — you’re dead as 
a doughnut.” 

City Councilmember Joel 
Wach said he told Holden 
that the motion was “proba¬ 
bly the worst I’ve seen in 
20 years and I will do every¬ 
thing I can to kill it.” 

The proposal now falls to 
Wach’s Arts, Health and Hu¬ 
manities Committee. 

The proposal is “totally 
based on false premises,” 
Wachs said in an interview, 
and “feeds the flames of fear 
and bigotry” by creating 
scapegoats, and undercutting 
AIDS education and compas¬ 
sion. 

“This hurts rather than 


helps.” 

Wachs said that he is “ap¬ 
palled” that Holden, as a pub¬ 
lic official with a “higher 
duty” to be informed, is oper¬ 
ating under such misconcep¬ 
tions. 

But, Wachs said, “I have 
faith in Nate that he doesn’t 
know better. He’s a decent 
person” who can be educated. 
Demi-gods like Congressman 
William Dannemeyer know 
better but are looking for a 
“whipping boy.” 

Wachs also said that sever¬ 
al people came uninvited to 
the Nov. 19 City Council 
meeting to support the mo¬ 
tion “out of ignorance, fear 
and homophobia.” People 
shouldn’t take things for 
granted, Wachs said. “I am 
not confident that every¬ 
body’s on our side out there.” 

Los Angeles City AIDS 
Coordinator Phill Wilson, 
who also developed the Black 
Gay and Lesbian Leadership 
Forum’s AIDS Prevention 
Team, said he did not know 
what motivated Holden to 
make the motion, but “I’m 
not surprised at all.” 

“People continue to re¬ 
spond from a very personal 
level (to HIV), even people 
who impact public policy. 
Some people who perceived 
they had zero risk (of getting 


infected) now believe they 
have some risk and that is 
overwhelming,” Wilson said. 
“Unfortunately because of the 
denial around HIV people act 
out on this new perception in 
inappropriate ways.” 

Instead of changing their 
own risky behavior, Wilson 
said, people would rather di¬ 
vert attention to a “remote 
risks like foodhandlers” to 
make them feel like they’re 
“doing something.” 

Wilson also points out that 
people are now in “denial 
overdrive” since Magic John¬ 
son’s announcement of his 
HIV status. 

After the first few days of 
shock, denial started setting 
in with rhetoric about manda¬ 
tory testing and “life in the 
fast lane.” 

“This is a diversion,” Wil¬ 
son said, “so people can say, 
‘It’s not about me, I’m not a 
queer, an addict or promiscu¬ 
ous. That is tragic. If that de¬ 
nial is a success, it is a death 
sentence for hundreds of 
thousands who do not have to 
get infected. Anyone who 
loves Magic Johnson should 
be angry that people didn’t 
care when gays were being 
infected. If people had cared 
then, then this man they 
loved would not have gotten 
infected.” ▼

Sailor Convicted for Failing 
To Tell Dentists of HIV+ Status

NORFOLK, Va. - A Navy 
court-martial has convicted a 
28-year-old sailor on a charge 
of disobeying orders because 
he failed to disclose to mili¬ 
tary dentists that he is in¬ 
fected with the virus that 
causes AIDS. 

The verdict against Fire¬ 
man Charles W. Culver ap¬ 
parently is the first of its kind 
for military or civilian courts. 

Earlier cases have in¬ 
volved people infected with 
the AIDS virus who were 
prosecuted for continuing to 
have sex without condoms or, 
in one instance, for throwing 
body fluids. 

A panel of eight officers 
deliberated for five hours be¬ 
fore finding Culver guilty, 
then sentenced him to six 
months confinement and 
fined him $400 a month for 
six months. He was not dis¬ 
charged and will not forfeit 
his rate, pay or benefits. 

He could have received up 
to 35 years in prison, reduc¬ 


tion to the lowest rate, and 
forfeiture of all pay and ben¬ 
efits, including medical care. 

The panel found Culver in¬ 
tentionally had misled the 
dentists by not telling them 
he had tested positive for 
HIV. 

He was convicted of one 
charge of making a false offi¬ 
cial statement by not indicat¬ 
ing on a dental health ques¬ 
tionnaire that he is HIV 
positive, and six additional 
charges of failing to tell Navy 
dentists that he is infected. 

Lt. Lynn Slowkowski, the 
officer prosecuting the case, 
said Culver had been ordered 
Aug. 22, 1990, to tell health 
workers of his condition 
when he received care so they 
could take precautions. 

Three Navy dentists per¬ 
formed root canal work on 
Culver in February and 
March at a clinic at Norfolk 
Naval Shipyard. None was in¬ 
fected. 

Culver’s trial ended Nov. 
15 with his attorney, Lt. John 
Ray, telling the panel his 


client had nothing to gain by 
concealing the fact that he had 
tested positive for the virus. 

The court-martial also 
raised questions about the ef¬ 
ficiency of the Navy’s record¬ 
keeping. 

The questionnaire Culver 
was told to complete before 
being treated for an abscessed 
tooth asked whether he had 
AIDS or had tested positive 
for “HTLV-III.” 

Culver testified he did not 
have AIDS and did not know 
what HTLV-III was. Physi¬ 
cians said later that HTLV-III 
was an old name for HIV. 

A leading AIDS litigator 
called the ruling “ridiculous” 
and said it was a case of 
“overreaction.” 

“Statistically, it is insignif¬ 
icant,” Kenneth Labowitz, an 
Alexandria lawyer specializ¬ 
ing in AIDS cases, said of the 
risk Culver posed of infecting 
the dentists. “There is a far 
greater risk of getting hurt 
while driving on 1-64, and we 
won’t find a law against that.”

National Briefs 


AMA Offers AIDS Insurance 

CHICAGO (UPI) — The American Medical Association an¬ 
nounced that in response to doctors’ concerns it will offer 
AIDS insurance to doctors. The AMA said its insurance 
subsidiary began offering an indemnity policy Nov. 15. The 
insurance offers a predetermined lump sum benefit when a 
doctor tests HIV positive. “Possible exposure to HIV infec¬ 
tion has become a fact of life for today’s practicing physi¬ 
cian,” said Dr. James S. Todd, AMA executive vice presi¬ 
dent. Todd said while the chances of a doctor contracting 
AIDS from a patient are remote, 66 percent of doctors are 
concerned about the possibility. Todd cited statistics from 
the Centers for Disease Control that show there were 7,250 
reported cases of AIDS among health-care workers since 
the early 1980s, only 814 of them doctors. Todd noted when¬ 
ever a doctor has admitted being HIV positive, the financial 
results have been devastating. “Across the country, we have 
witnessed physicians who have come forward and said that 
they are HIV positive. And in nearly every case they have 
been ostracized from the profession and financially de¬ 
stroyed, “ he said. The benefits will range from $150,000 to 
$500,000 for practicing doctors and $150,000 to $250,000 for 
residents. Medical students will be eligible for $50,000 in 
coverage. 

Court: Bookstore Can Keep Booths 

CAMDEN, N J. (UPI) — A Superior Court judge has ruled 
that an adult bookstore may keep its private peep show 
booths despite a community’s claim that the booths could 
help spread the AIDS virus. “AIDS hysteria is not a reason 
to revoke constitutional rights,” Judge Theodore Davis said 
in his ruling Nov. 15. In a two-hour hearing, the borough of 
Stratford argued that patrons of Cupid’s Corner masturbate 
in the coin-operated booths and that could lead to health 
hazards, even the transmission of the AIDS virus. Attorneys 
for owners Carl Papa and Carvelle Distributors contended 
that there is no evidence to prove that AIDS can be spread 
by masturbation. Cupid’s Corner had operated peaceably in 
Stratford for 17 years, and the borough had no right to re¬ 
voke the bookstore’s license in January, said attorney Lewis 
Robertson. Davis agreed, saying the borough failed to pro¬ 
vide sufficient evidence of a health hazard. Borough attor¬ 
neys plan to appeal the action by seeking evidence from 
other states where private booths screening sexually explic¬ 
it movies have posed health and safety problems. Angry 
residents who claimed to have found condoms, syringes and 
pages torn from pornographic magazines near the store 
prompted the borough to take action. The bookstore has 
continued operating under a temporary restraining order, 
made permanent by Davis’ ruling. 

Quayle Courts Right-Wingers 

VIRGINIA BEACH, Va. (UPI) — Vice President Dan 
Quayle, in a political strategy session with conservative 
evangelicals, urged them Nov. 15 to make next year’s elec¬ 
tion a referendum on pro-family values. Quayle, who trav¬ 
eled to the religious retreat of televangelist Pat Robertson, 
with U.S. Sen. Jesse Helms, R-N.C., sought to strengthen 
White House ties to the Christian right, invoking themes of 
faith, family and freedom. Greeted warmly by 1,100 of 
Robertson’s followers, he said President Bush would count 
on their support for re-election. “And here’s the first step 
we can take,” Quayle said. “Let us make 1992 the year of 
pro-family values.” Helms praised Quayle for saying that 
AIDS should be fought through sexual abstinence rather 
than “safe” sexual practices, such as using condoms. The 
media is peddling “nonsense” when it promotes “safe” sex 
as effective AIDS prevention, Helms said. “It is Russian 
roulette with only one empty barrel (sic),” said Helms. 

Helms couldn’t resist getting in a jab at Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, D-Mass. He joked that he and Quayle had thought 
of inviting Kennedy, “But he couldn’t come. He couldn’t 
find his pants.” Robertson’s evangelical followers are likely 
to figure prominently in the Bush campaign. His organiza¬ 
tion, called the Christian Coalition, is conducting a two-day 
conference this weekend called the “Road to Victory” that 
aims to mobilize 20 million rightist Christian voters. 

Lesbian Loses Custody Battle 

CHICAGO — The U.S. Supreme Court has declined to re¬ 
view the case of a Chicago lesbian fighting for custody of 
her 5-year-old son. The Nov. 4 action let stand two Illinois 
decisions that granted custody of Sharon Brown’s son Lau¬ 
rence to her father and stepmother. The child was con¬ 
ceived in a rape. The Illinois courts ruled that Laurence 
would be better off with Gene and Glenda Brown after 
hearing evidence that Sharon Brown was a diabetic, a for¬ 
mer alcoholic and cocaine user, a lesbian who made no at¬ 
tempt to hide her same-sex relationship, and had experi¬ 
enced chronic financial difficulties. In petitioning the high 
court, Brown’s attorney pointed out that she had overcome 
her substance-abuse and financial difficulties. He charged 
that her constitutional right to due process under the law 
had been violated because she never had been found legally 
“unfit” for custody. Illinois law does not require a finding of 
unfitness when parents do not live together, allowing 
judges to award custody to a third party merely “for good 
reason.” Brown did not know of the Supreme Court’s ac¬ 
tion until she received a telephone call from the Bay Area 
Reporter. “(The courts) just seem to consider all these old 
things (from my past),” she said. “I feel so bad for my son. I 
see so much damage in him already. He’s being brought up 
by this same man that raised me. And the woman that lives 
with his father is just not a very good person, I don’t think. 
She has problems.” — Rex Wockner

Gay, Abortion Issues Divide 
Church Council Members

INDIANAPOLIS - Contro¬ 
versies over abortion rights 
and homosexuality have cre¬ 
ated rifts among members of 
the National Council of 
Churches that also have af¬ 
fected the organization, a 
spokesman for the council 
said. 

The council, meeting in In¬ 
dianapolis last week, repre¬ 
sents 23 Protestant and nine 
Orthodox denominations, but 
five of the nine Orthodox 
churches have suspended 
their participation in the 
group, citing differences in so¬ 
cial policy. 

Carol J. Fouke, representa¬ 
tive for the council, said the 
primary concern seems to 
center around member 
church’s actions. 


“Can they continue to sit at 
the same table with church 
bodies that have taken very 
different positions from 
theirs?” Fouke asked. 

The Orthodox churches 
stand against abortion and the 
ordination of lesbian and gay 
clergy. Some of the member 
denominations have accepted 
these practices. The council 
has no position on the sub¬ 
jects, except to assert full civil 
rights for lesbian and gay peo¬ 
ple, Fouke said. 

The Indianapolis-based 
Christian Church (Disciples of 
Christ) recently rejected a 
nominee for general minister 
and president of its General 
Assembly. Opponents cited, 
in part, the nominee’s support 
for the ordination of lesbians 
and gays. 

The outgoing president of 


the National Council of 
Churches, Leonid Kish- 
kovsky, is from one of the de¬ 
nominations that have pulled 
their support. The election 
last year of Kishkovsky to be 
the council’s first Orthodox 
president had been expected 
to help mend the gap be¬ 
tween the Orthodox and 
Protestant churches. 

Kishkovsky told the execu¬ 
tive coordinating committee 
of the council, “I am here be¬ 
cause I am committed to this 
council.” 

During its meetings Nov. 
12, the general board of the 
council planned to approve a 
letter for the leaders of the 
five suspended churches. 

The council already has 
planned meetings between its 
representatives and Orthodox 
theologians, Fouke said. ▼

Mich. Lawmaker Dislikes PWAs 

LANSING, Mich. (UPI) - Declaring “I don’t like people who 
have AIDS,” Michigan’s longest-serving lawmaker refused 
to support a resolution of tribute to native son Magic John¬ 
son, who announced earlier this month that he had tested 
positive for HIV. The tribute, passed by the House on Tues¬ 
day, honors the Lansing native and former Michigan State 
University basketball star for his contributions to basketball 
and his community service. “I don’t honor anyone — whether 
it be Magic Johnson, my neighbor or a member of my fami¬ 
ly — anyone that has AIDS. I don’t honor them,” said Rep. 
Dominic Jacobetti when asked why he wasn’t backing the 
resolution. “I’m against AIDS and I’m against homosexuali¬ 
ty,” the Negaunee Democrat said. “You can stop AIDS. You 
know what it is. It comes from sex. That can be stopped. I 
don’t like the disease. I don’t like people who have AIDS. I 
don’t like the way it comes about.” 

Jacobetti, currently serving his 19th two-year term, is Michi¬ 
gan’s senior state legislator and chairman of the powerful 
House Appropriations Committee. 


Angry at Gay Ordinations, 
Pittsburgh Diocese Cuts Funds

PITTSBURGH - Officials 
of the Episcopal Diocese of 
Pittsburgh, upset with the 
failure of the national church 
to discipline two of its bish¬ 
ops for ordaining gay priests, 
announced Nov. 12 that they 
will allow parishes to reallo¬ 
cate funds from the national 
church. 

The Diocese of Pittsburgh 
is the first known diocese in 
the Episcopal Church to 
make such a move. 

Officials of the diocese said 
the move was made because 
of trouble over what it per¬ 
ceived as “a failure to follow 
doctrine, discipline and wor¬ 
ship of the church in regard 
to the ordination of active gay 
and lesbian priests.” 


Gays have been ordained 
as Episcopal priests in dioce¬ 
ses in Washington, D.C, and 
Newark, N.J. 

Members of the diocese 
voted 2-1 at its convention in 
Monroeville to allow parishes 
to withhold funds from the 
national church. The parishes 
instead may give the money 
to two national charitable 
funds or to the diocese’s mis¬ 
sion in Chile. 

The convention was made 
up of clergy and lay represen¬ 
tatives from each parish in 
the diocese. 

The diocese said it will 
send a statement to every 
bishop in the Episcopal 
Church in the United States, 
who together make up the 
House of Bishops, one of two 
governing legislative bodies 


of the church. 

The statement said while 
the churches in the Diocese of 
Pittsburgh have done their 
best to live within the “doc¬ 
trine, discipline and worship 
of this branch of the Body of 
Christ,” they feel some of the 
members of the house have 
chosen to ignore policy and 
discipline. 

By ignoring the discipline, 
the diocese feels the House of 
Bishops, at least in part, has 
violated the unity of the na¬ 
tional church, the statement 
also said. 

“Many other members of 
the House of Bishops have 
been silent about this and 
thereby have given, at least, 
tacit permission for variant 
practices,” the resolution also 
said. ▼ 


ACT UP Members 
Disrupt Bishops

WASHINGTON - The Na¬ 
tional Conference of Catholic 
Bishops ended a low-key, in¬ 
trospective four-day meeting 
Nov. 14, focusing primarily 
on internal church matters 
and looking only glancingly at 
the world around them. 

The world intruded into 
the church in the form of a 
brief but boisterous interrup¬ 
tion of Archbishop Daniel Pi- 
larczyk’s news conference by 
two members of the anti- 
AIDS group ACT UP, who 
accused the church of con¬ 
tributing to the spread of 
AIDS by refusing to teach 
about safe sex and promote 
the use of condoms. 

The two were detained by 
hotel security officers and 
turned over to District of 
Columbia police. 

Pilarczyk of Cincinnati, 
president of the National Con¬ 
ference of Catholic Bishops, 
likened the meeting of some 
300 Roman Catholic bishops

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to a family gathering. 

He noted that the church 
continues to struggle with 
“how to maintain a Catholic 
identity in a secular age.” 

Pilarczyk, at the news con¬ 
ference, cited that problem as 
central to the heated debate 
among the bishops over 
whether to drop or change 
four holy days of obligation — 
days other than Sundays on 
which Catholics are obligated 
to attend Mass. 

After sharp debate, during 
which several bishops noted 
that attendance by lay 
Catholics at such Masses 
tends to be low and perfunc¬ 
tory, the prelates voted to re¬ 
tain the obligations. 

The action means that 
Catholics will continue to be 
required to attend Mass on 
the Ascension (40 days after 
Easter); Jan. 1, the feast of 
Mary, the Mother of God; 
Nov. 1, the feast of All Saints; 
and Aug. 15, the feast of the 
Assumption. 

Another internal matter 
that sharply divided the bish¬ 
ops included a statement on 
their role as teachers of 
church doctrine, a document 
sparked in part by growing 
dissent from basic church 
teachings on human sexuality 
over the past three decades 
by a number of theologians. 

Both conservatives and lib¬ 
erals among the bishops ex¬ 
pressed their unhappiness 
with the document but the 
statement was approved by 
voice vote. 

The bishops did reject a 
proposal to clarify the circum¬ 
stances under which lay 
Catholics can preach during 
worship services, leaving the 
matter up to the discretion of 
the local bishop. 

“But the family has to be¬ 
long to the neighborhood, 
which in the case of the 
church is the world,” Pilar¬ 
czyk said, noting the bishops 
acted on a number of more 
secular matters. 

On secular issues, the bish¬ 
ops voted on a major policy 
statement on children and 
family life that brings togeth¬ 
er in one place a host of 
church concerns, ranging 
from abortion to child care 
and family and medical leave. 

Proponents noted the con¬ 
solidated statement could be 
used to counter those who ar¬ 
gue that opponents of abor¬ 
tion care little about children 
after they are born. ▼

Shareholders Meeting Targeted 

Activists Buy Stock 
In Anti-Gay Firm

Queer Nationals in Atlanta 
and Nashville, Tenn., have 
purchased shares in a chain 
of “family” restaurants that 
discriminates in hiring against 
lesbians and gays to gain ac¬ 
cess to a shareholders meet¬ 
ing. 

Activists have targeted 
Cracker Barrel headquarters 
in Lebanon, Tenn., for a 
protest of that meeting Nov. 
26, according to Bill Turner 
of Queer Nation/Nashville. 

“Not very much stock was 
purchased,” Turner said. 
“Most people just bought one 
share, which is enough to get 
them into the meeting. The 
ones who get in will try to 
force the shareholders to vote 
on the issue. Those of us 
who can’t get in will be 
demonstrating outside.” 

This will be only the latest 
skirmish in a fight that began 
last January when Cracker 
Barrel issued a policy stating 
that it would not continue to 
employ individuals “whose 
sexual preferences fail to 
demonstrate normal hetero¬ 
sexual values.” 

After some initial protests, 
Cracker Barrel issued a re¬ 
vised policy in February that 
allows each store to make its 


own decision in the matter. 
Since then, lesbian and gay 
activists have protested the 
chain in various Eastern and 
Central states. 

The New York City Em¬ 
ployees Retirement fund, 
with assets of $20 billion and 
Cracker Barrel stock worth 
$2.8 million, may be the ac¬ 
tivists’ most formidable ally. 
According to Andrea Bern¬ 
stein, press secretary for NYC 
Comptroller Elizabeth Holtz- 
mann, the Board of Trustees 
of NYCER voted this fall to 
file a shareholder resolution 
asking Cracker Barrel to 
adopt a policy of non-discrim¬ 
ination toward lesbians and 
gay men. 

The vote was taken as a 
last resort after several letters 
from two NYCER trustees to 
Cracker Barrel CEO and 
Chairman Dan Evans went 
unanswered. 

“NYC pension funds have 
an excellent track record of 
getting companies to change 
their policies through share¬ 
holder resolutions,” Bernstein 
said. 

Holtzmann is trying to fit 
the upcoming shareholders 
meeting into her schedule but 
isn’t sure she can go, Bern¬ 
stein said. ▼ 


Would-Be HIV-Positive Santa 
Sues Macy's Over Job Bias

A gay HIV-positive New 
York man who is also a re¬ 
covering substance abuser is 
suing Macy’s department 
store because the company 
would not let him be a Santa 
last Christmas. He wants his 
job back. 

A judge is expected to rule 
on the temporary injunction 
sometime this month. Mark 
Woodley’s suit is expected to 
begin next year. He seeks $2.5 
million in punitive damages 
and an additional $750,000 for 
mental suffering. 

Woodley, 42, also suffers 
from depressive illness, which 
is successfully controlled 
through the use of the anti-de¬ 
pressant medication Prozac. 

Woodley has been HIV 
positive for five years, al¬ 
though he did not disclose his 
condition when he first be¬ 
came a Santa for Macy’s in 
1989. 

Asked by the firm to re¬ 
turn in 1990, Woodley did, ac¬ 
knowledging during a pre-em¬ 
ployment physical that he 
took Prozac and AZT. 

Woodley was assigned a 
shift, but when he showed up 
he was refused admittance by 
a guard and after several days 
of negotiations told by 
Macy’s that he would not be 
rehired. 

Offered a job supervising 
Santas at a higher salary, 
Woodley turned the position 
down because it precluded

contact with kids. 

By the time Woodley’s 
complaint to the New York 
State Department of Human 
Rights was ready for hearing 
it was moot because the sea¬ 
son was over. 

Woodley’s attorney then 
filed suit against Macy’s for a 
preliminary injunction in the 
New York State Supreme 
Court. 

Concern about a gay man 
in recovery whose health is 
precarious is “misplaced and 
based on misinformation,” 
said A. David Brown, a 
Macy’s vice president. 

Woodley turned down the 
supervisory position and med¬ 
ical experts recommended 
that he not be around young 
children because of the kinds 
of drugs he was taking, 
Brown said in a form letter. 

“Subsequently, in the 
course of fact finding in the 
lawsuit Mr. Woodley brought 
against Macy’s, he disclosed a 
number of other things that 
made it even more clear that 
he is not qualified for the 
Santa Claus position,” Brown 
said. 

That fact finding included 
the revelation that Woodley 
was a recovering substance 
abuser. 


Brown cited Woodley’s use 
of “illegal narcotics including 
heroin, cocaine, metham- 
phetamines and marijuana, 
two suicide attempts and alco- 
holism.” 

“Moreover, Mr. Woodley 
lied about these things on his 
employment application,” 
Brown said. “I trust you will 
understand why we could not 
employ Mr. Woodley as a 
Santa Claus and, further, un¬ 
derstand that our not doing so 
has nothing to do with dis¬ 
crimination.” 

According to the Washing¬ 
ton Post , Macy’s is expected 
to claim that individuals suf¬ 
fering from depressive illness 
who are treated with Prozac 
suffer reactions that make 
them prone to agitation, per¬ 
sonality changes and violent 
mood-swings. 

Woodley said that 
Brown’s letter is full of “inac¬ 
curacies and misstatements” 
and that an October dep¬ 
osition by the Macy’s person¬ 
nel administrator who refused 
to rehire him reveals she 
made the decision because an 
“HIV-positive Santa might 
give pneumonia, meningitis 
or tuberculosis to children at 
Macy’s.” 

“The real issue is AIDS 
discrimination and Macy’s is 
now trying to obscure it with 
mudslinging contained in 
David Brown’s letter,” 
Woodley said. ▼

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Apathy About AIDS Rampant 
In Sexually Active Thailand

BANGKOK, Thailand - 
Health-care workers fighting 
AIDS in Thailand watched 
with frustration last week as 
the news of Magic Johnson’s 
positive HIV test passed with 
little of the shock or public 
anguish that gripped the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

Battling an apathy toward 
the disease that threatens to 
claim more than four million 
lives in Thailand before the 
end of the decade, the health 
workers said they urgently 
need the kind of publicity 
boost Johnson’s declaration 
had provided their U.S. coun¬ 
terparts. 

“We really do need some¬ 
one to come out in the open,” 
said Jon Ungpakorn, who 
runs a private AIDS coun¬ 
seling service. 

“It’s that kind of push we 
need otherwise Thais are not 
going to wake up to the dan¬ 
gers of AIDS until it is too 
late,” he said. 

“It will be like San Fran¬ 
cisco a few years ago where 
nearly everybody knew some¬ 
body who had died of the dis¬ 
ease and only then they begin 
to modify their behavior,” 
Ungpakorn said. 

AIDS came late to Thai¬ 
land. By 1986 only 30 people 
had tested positive for the 
virus that causes the disease 
and most of these people 
were homosexuals who had 
lived overseas. 


By October the figure had 
climbed to 34,354 according 
to the Health Ministry figures 
but private groups estimate 
the figure is probably ten 
times higher. 

Doctors and scientists 
point to the country’s huge 
sex industry as the main rea¬ 
son for the rapid spread of 
the disease. 

Visiting brothels has long 
been considered a male pre¬ 
rogative in Thailand and an 
estimated 450,000 men visit 
prostitutes every day. 

This custom is now a form 
of suicide. In some northern 
areas the rate of infection 
among prostitutes is as high as 
80 percent. Nationwide it is ex¬ 
pected to be 40 percent. Such 
alarming figures, however, 
have failed to make Thai men 
change their ways, Ungpakorn 
said. 

“You can tell people that a 
survey has found 2 percent of 
primary school children in a 
certain area have the AIDS 
virus and this is a frightening 
figure but it will have no im¬ 
pact on them,” Ungpakorn 
said. 

“You need a personal sto¬ 
ry. People tend not to believe 
statistics,” he said. 

“They think it can’t hap¬ 
pen to them and they will 
continue to go to sex estab¬ 
lishments,” he said. 

Because of the brothel-link, 
unlike the United States 
where homosexuals and drug 
addicts account for most 


AIDS and HIV carriers, in 
Thailand AIDS is predomi¬ 
nantly a heterosexual disease. 

This, however, has done 
little to diminish the stigma 
attached to the disease. 

Dr. Praphan Phanupak, di¬ 
rector of the government-run 
Anonymous AIDS Clinic, said 
he doubted Thai people 
would be as sympathetic as 
the United States appears to 
have been in the Magic John¬ 
son case. 

“It is unlikely any Thai 
person would be willing to 
make a similar statement. 
People would think he or she 
must have been promiscu¬ 
ous,” he said. 

Ungpakorn said a bigger 
problem is ignorance and fear 
of the disease in Thailand. 

“People equate AIDS with 
death and they don’t under¬ 
stand that it is actually a very 
hard disease to catch,” Ung¬ 
pakorn said. 

“There are cases of prosti¬ 
tutes whose money has been 
used to build large houses for 
their families but they are 
kept in small huts out the 
back because they have tested 
positive for the AIDS virus,” 
he said. 

Ungpakorn said worry 
about what going public 
would do to their families 
would also be an inhibitive 
factor. 

“Perhaps if Mr. Johnson 
could come here, it would 
help a lot,” Dr. Praphan said.

their own home, they become 
criminals,” he said. 


The post-march party in 
the park featured organiza¬ 
tional booths, food, beer, a 
puppet show, singing, danc¬ 
ing, “and a general re-affirma¬ 
tion of our identity,” accord¬ 
ing to one lesbian. 

Last year 800 people 
turned out for Johannesburg’s 
first pride parade. Both 
marches were organized by 
GLOW, the Soweto-based gay 
group founded by internation¬ 
ally known anti-apartheid and 
gay activist Tseko Simon 
Nkoli.

Protesters Disrupt 
Mass at Notre Dame

Two thousand gays and 
lesbians took to the streets 
Oct. 12 in the country’s — and 
Africa’s — second ever gay/les¬ 
bian pride parade. 

In bright sunshine, 
marchers stepped off from 
the Great Hall at Witwaters- 
rand University and headed 
through the Braamsontein 
and Hillbrow neighborhoods 
to Peter Roos Park. 

There were contingents 
from Cape Town, Durban, 
the Orange Free State and 
Pretoria — from Gazankulu, 
Rop and neighboring Swazi¬ 
land, Lesotho and Zimbabwe. 

The marchers, 40 percent 
black, 60 percent white, repre¬ 
sented gay political groups, 
gay sports teams, AIDS care 
providers, the Johannesburg 
Health Department, unions, 
student political organiza¬ 
tions, the African National 
Congress, and the gay news¬ 
paper Exit, Africa’s only gay 
newspaper. 

Police behaved well — go¬ 
ing so far as to provide a mo¬ 
torcycle escort. Riot squads 
were sprinkled along the 
route to protect marchers. 

“This is a protest march,” 
said Tanya Chan-Sam of the 
Gay and Lesbian Organisa¬ 
tion of Witwatersrand 
(GLOW) at the kick-off rally. 

“What’s the good of being 
proud for one day a year 
only? We protest our status 
and we are proud of who we 
are.” 

Activist Edwin Cameron 
called for the decriminaliza¬ 
tion of homosexuality. 

“Every time two gay men 
make love in the privacy of

PARIS — Several dozen 
demonstrators condemning 
the Catholic Church’s stand 
against the use of condoms 
disrupted the All Saints’ Day 
Mass at Notre Dame Cathe¬ 
dral Nov. 1, witnesses said. 

The demonstrators, who 
belong to ACT UP, chanted 
“AIDS — the church is an ac¬ 
complice” and interrupted the 
sermon during the Mass be¬ 
fore being escorted out by se¬ 
curity guards. 

“The church and the pope 
have condemned the use of 
condoms many times by pre¬ 
senting them as the enemy of 
love and the best friend of 
AIDS,” a spokesman for ACT 
UP said. 


Hundreds of demonstra¬ 
tors gathered on the square in 
front of Notre Dame before 
the Mass, where they chanted 
slogans and distributed tracts 
and several thousand con¬ 
doms. 

ACT UP, which has been 
active defending persons with 
AIDS in the United States 
and is trying to organize itself 
in Europe, said the Catholic 
Church had a “blind, con¬ 
temptible, and criminal” atti¬ 
tude toward the issue. 

The group said that by car¬ 
rying out its protest on All 
Saints’ Day it hoped to “con¬ 
front the immobility of the 
church and its hold on social 
thought in France and around 
the world.” ▼

The HIVer Glossary, Part III

T his installment of the 
Glossary will cover the 
terms “HIVer,” “Inno¬ 
cent Victim,” “Magnet¬ 
ic Couples” and that contro¬ 
versial bogeyman, the “Nega¬ 
tive Seeking Negative.” 

I coined the term “HIVer” 
to fill the largish zone left 
empty by the generally ac¬ 
cepted acronym “PWA” for 
“Person With AIDS” and its 
derivative “PWARC” for 
“Person With AIDS Related 
Complex,” pronounced 
“peewark,” which I think 
makes it sound like a city in 
New Jersey. 

PWA eventually van¬ 
quished its predecessor 
“AIDS victim” by virtue of 
Political Correctness; instead 
of framing those with the dis¬ 
ease as “victims,” which has 
overtones of helplessness, it 
focuses on the often over¬ 
looked fact that we are, still, 
“people.” 

The mainstream media 
and anyone not particularly 
interested in affirming HIVer 
rights still use the term 
“AIDS victim” or the even 
more graphic “AIDS suffer¬ 
er.” 

The more positive-sound¬ 
ing term “PLWA” for “Person 
Living With AIDS” never 
caught on, perhaps because it 
drips with just a little too 
much smarmy optimism. 

And how would you de¬ 
cide when a given “PLWA” 
got too decrepit to maintain 
that title? Would you then 
start calling them “People Dy¬ 
ing From AIDS?” Sure, its 
technically accurate, but there 
is such a thing as being too 
truthful. 

My gripe with PWA and 
PWARC was that they fo¬ 
cused entirely on those with 
highly progressed HIV. Most 
HIVers are, in fact, pretty 
healthy and far from qualify¬ 
ing for an AIDS or ARC clas¬ 
sification. So although most 
people with HIV dwell in the 
healthy zone, AIDSspeak fo¬ 
cused only on those in the 
sick zone, reinforcing the 
Dead Meat Special effect (see 
part II of the Glossary), the 
presumption that HIVers 
have one foot in the grave. 

“HIVer” is a short, obvious 
term that includes everyone 
with HIV regardless of offi¬ 
cial disease status, including 
PWAs but not limited to 
them. It bears the same rela¬ 
tionship to the term “PWA” 
that “Queer” does to “Gay,” in 
that it is a broader, more in¬ 
clusive phrase and also in that 


it has nationalistic overtones. 

I saw the much ballyhooed 
opposition to the rise of the 
term “Queer” as bizarre and 
unjustified. Sure, it can be 
used to mean something ugly; 
but words change and are 
changed. “Gay” can mean just 
men, or gay men and les¬ 
bians, depending on context, 
and whether it includes 
transvestites, transsexuals, bi¬ 
sexuals, etc. is rarely clear. 
But “Queer” obviously in¬ 
cludes the entire spectrum of 
sexual outlaws in a way no 
other term does. 

Still, I have to admit that, 
unlike “Queer,” “HIVer” is 
used mostly as a written 
rather than a spoken term. I 
personally prefer the phrase 
“Diseased Pariah” for verbal 
usage. 

Innocent Victim 

This is the creepiest 
phrase in AIDSspeak. Aside 
from being redundant (you 
can’t be a “victim” unless 
you’re already “innocent”) it 
reeks of moralism and 
hypocrisy. It’s really a eu¬ 
phemism for “AIDS victims 
we care about” and attempts 
to whip up this somewhat 
strained sympathy at the ex¬ 
pense of the large masses of 
guilty slime the mainstream 
is hoping will drop dead soon. 

An example of this can be 
seen in the way the media ex¬ 
press concern about children 
with AIDS. Technically, any 
infant infected in the womb 
is, clearly, “innocent.” But, ac¬ 
cording to a paper published 
at the recent International 
Conference on AIDS, the me¬ 
dia focuses almost entirely on 
children bom to mothers acci¬ 
dentally infected by contami¬ 
nated blood, and ignores the 
offspring of moms who got 
HIV from sex or drugs. 

The subliminal message is 
that the sins of our mothers 
last, at least, one generation. 
The label “Innocent Victim” 
really applies to how much 
society values the given “vic¬ 
tim,” and not to how you got 
the virus. 

In strictly legal terms, “In¬ 
nocent Victim” refers to any 
HIVer who can successfully 
sue somebody else for infect¬ 
ing them. 

Magnetic Couples 

This refers to couples 
where one partner is HIV pos¬ 
itive and the other is HIV 
negative; that is, linking pos¬ 
itive and negative like a mag¬ 
net. There are more of us 
around than most people real¬ 
ize. 


Other terms for the same 
phenomenon include “mixed 
couples” and “mixed antibody 
status couples.” The first is 
simply too vague; it could re¬ 
fer to “mixed” anything; race, 
gender, religion. The latter, 
while technically accurate, is 
often confusing. Some people 
assume that it refers to those 
whose HIV tests are inconclu¬ 
sive, i.e., neither positive nor 
negative but some little 
known “mixed antibody sta¬ 
tus.” 

The phrase “Magnetic Cou¬ 
ples” is usually obvious when 
used in context, and has 
pleasant overtones of “animal 
magnetism.” 

Some Magetic Couples 
start from scratch, as it were; 
an HIVer and an HIV-nega¬ 
tive meet and become part¬ 
ners. But most of the Magnet¬ 
ic Couples I know were estab¬ 
lished long before either par¬ 
ty knew of their HIV status. 
How the negative partner 
managed to remain that way 
is often something of a mys¬ 
tery. 

Do some HIV-negatives 
dump their HIVer partners 
like a hot potato when they’re 
diagnosed? I suspect this is 
pretty rare. Aside from the 
guilt this would entail, the 
threatened loss of a partner 
generally makes us yearn for 
them all the more. 

On the other hand, I’ve 
seen lots of HIVers suddenly 
dump their HIV-negative 
partners of umpteen years 
standing. Staring mortality in 
the eye makes you a harsh 
judge of yourself and how 
you spend your time. A 
marginal relationship that 
you’ve been coasting along in 
for years can suddenly seem 
like a pointless trap once you 
start counting your remaining 
days. 

Magnetic Couples remain 
largely invisible because the 
mainstream — projecting its 
own prejudice — can’t believe 
that any sane HIV-negative 
would have anything to do 
with an HIVer. As usual, 
they’re wrong. 

Negative Seeks Negative 

The flip side of this issue 
are the “Negative Seeking 
Negatives,” those (usually 
“personals” advertisers) who 
assert their “right” to avoid 
HIVers as dates and/or part¬ 
ners. In a recent issue of Bay 
Times, about half of the gay 
men advertising in the per¬ 
sonals made it clear that they 
were HIV negative and that 
they were “seeking the same.”

AIDS Foundation Launches 
Youth Safe-Sex Campaign 


REINFORCE

The San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation this week began 
an advertising campaign tar¬ 
geting gay and bisexual 
young men. 

The Foundation launched 
the campaign because “last 
spring we saw data that the 
risk for HIV among young 
gay men was staggering and 
frightening,” Executive Direc¬ 
tor Pat Christen said. 

The campaign initially in¬ 
volves posters showing two 
young men tenderly embrac¬ 
ing, with one holding up a 
condom packet. Spread across 
the figures is the legend “Re¬ 
inforce Your Love.” 

Three different versions of 
the poster, in English, Span¬ 
ish and Tagalog, have been 
produced and are being put 
up in 50 bus shelters around 
the city. 

The campaign is also try¬ 
ing to make arrangements to 
have its materials, which in¬ 
clude T-shirts and cards, dis¬ 
tributed in schools and at 
youth group events. Brief pre¬ 
sentations may also be given 
to the lines waiting outside 
gay dance clubs. 

The Foundation’s effort 
follows survey results show¬ 
ing that gay and bisexual men 
between the ages of 18 and 29 
were twice as likely (36 per¬ 
cent) to have engaged in un¬ 
safe sex as older gay men (18 
percent). 

In a city report released 


last June, one-eighth of the 17- 
to 25-year-old gay and bisexu¬ 
al men tested were HIV posi¬ 
tive. 

“We must make condoms 
a standard, normative part of 
sexual behavior,” said San 
Francisco Health Department 
Director Raymond Baxter in 
endorsing the campaign. 

But many agree that the 
AIDS Foundation’s $50,000 
effort is just a first step. Most 
gay adolescents live in a so¬ 
cial environment that is intol¬ 
erant to their sexuality, with 
support services to help them 
cope with personal issues 
nearly nonexistent. 

AIDS is frequently not 
their most pressing concern 


as a result, and it is difficult 
for educational programs to 
reach them effectively. 

Speaking at the press con¬ 
ference announcing the cam¬ 
paign, school board member 
Tom Ammiano advocated the 
establishment of a recreation 
center for gay youth where 
they could develop the social 
skills that straight teen-agers 
are able to acquire openly. 

Citing the New York expe¬ 
rience with such a center, 
Ammiano said, “Having a so¬ 
cial hangout produces a big 
drop in promiscuity and more 
safe behavior.” 

John Fleming, a member 
of the Mayor’s Youth Adviso¬ 
ry Group, emphasized the 
overall importance of doing 
more AIDS prevention work 
with young gay men. 

“We have to show that 
there is hope: You can protect 
yourself and have a future,” 
Fleming said. 

In the post-Magic Johnson 
era, it remains to be seen 
whether positive messages to 
gay teen-agers is more accept¬ 
able and fundable than be¬ 
fore. 

One reason gay and bisex¬ 
ual men in their late teens are 
now a high-risk group is that 
attention to their needs has 
been chronically absent 
throughout the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic’s first decade. ▼

and have prevented AIDS 
from being treated like any 
other contagious disease. 

They have successfully 
controlled the public health 
response to AIDS and that is 
unfortunate, Day claimed, be¬ 
cause it puts the public at risk 
for contracting the virus. 

“This is the only virus with 
civil rights,” she said. 

The response of the gay 
community to the epidemic is 
narcissistic, according to Day. 
And if you couldn’t tell it by 
their decade-long response to 
the health-care disaster, you 
can tell it by how they 
protest. 

“They’re a very immature, 
self-centered group of people 
in general, with maybe a few 
exceptions,” Day said. “If you 
watch how they carry on 
when they’re protesting and 
picketing, it’s like they are a 
small child (sic). They’re ex¬ 
tremely emotional and ex¬ 
tremely immature.” 

Homosexality is an un¬ 
healthy lifestyle, she said, 
most gay men have drug 
problems and “hundreds and 
thousands” of sex partners in 
public parks and restrooms, 
porno bookstores and bath¬ 
houses. 

Day said she was not a ho¬ 
mophobe or a gay basher and 
that some gay people agree 
with her views. 

One in particular, a former 
staffer who is gay, helped her 
write the third chapter of her 
book AIDS: What the Gov¬ 
ernment Isn’t Telling You. 

She expressed surprise 
that the staffer remained 
HIV-negative and cited as an 
example of gay sexuality a 
gay man she knew that had 
72 sex partners in a 24-hour 
period. 

Day decried the practice of 
sodomy and spoke of a Muse¬ 
um of Sex Toys at General 
that consisted of foreign ob¬ 
jects removed from gay men’s 
rectums.

Day said that gay men 
routinely practice fisting and 
use sex toys such as dildos 
and live gerbils.

In the interests of discre¬ 
tion, Day declined to name 
the individual on the air. She 
also said that she knew the 
surgeon who successfully 
completed the rodentectomy.

“God’s law” is “sin that brings 
forth death.”

Biotech Stocks Take a Bath 

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Skittish investors pulled out Nov. 
15 from biotechnology stocks, driving the volatile sector 
down following two months of impressive gains and buy¬ 
ing. The drop in biotech stocks was cited as one of the rea¬ 
sons the Dow plunged 120 points on Nov. 15 and even fur¬ 
ther this week. The move in Congress to set a limit on cred¬ 
it card interest rates was also blamed. “This group has been 
overdue for a correction,” said John McCament, editor of 
the Medical Technology Stock Letter of Berkeley. “This 
will probably bring some sanity back to the sector.” The 
slide in biotech stocks was deepened by the expiration Nov. 
15 of options and by several published reports expressing 
concern by analysts that some of the stocks may have been 
overvalued. One estimate said the value of 45 large biotech 
stocks had doubled in the past two months. McCament said 
the stocks of Immune Response Corp. of San Diego and 
Synergen Inc. of Boulder, Colo., are particularly notable ex¬ 
amples of issues that have been inflated by investor opti¬ 
mism even though they are several years away from getting 
products to market. Immune Response is working on an 
AIDS vaccine, while Synergen says it expects to have a 
blockbuster anti-septic shock drug on the market by mid- 
1994. Several AIDS-related issues had jumped last week 
and early this week following basketball star Magic John¬ 
son’s disclosure that he has the HIV virus for AIDS. But 
those stocks fell amid worries that the companies will need 
more time than previously expected to get key products to 
market. 

Magic Starts AZT Treatment 

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Earvin “Magic” Johnson, forced to 
retire from the Los Angeles Lakers after he was infected 
with the AIDS virus, has begun taking the drug AZT de¬ 
spite the absence of symptoms of the deadly disease, one of 
his doctors said Tuesday. Johnson, 32, started AZT treat¬ 
ment Monday during an examination at UCLA Medical 
Center, according to a spokesman for Dr. Ronald Mitsuya- 
su, the director of the UCLA Center for Clinical AIDS Re¬ 
search. Johnson was found to be in excellent health during 
Monday’s visit to the UCLA Medical Center, Mitsuyasu 
said. Johnson did not stay overnight and will return periodi¬ 
cally as an outpatient. The dosage and frequency of John¬ 
son’s AZT therapy were not disclosed. Lon Rosen, John¬ 
son’s agent, said Sunday night the Magic Johnson Founda¬ 
tion, which will fund research, education and treatment for 
HIV and AIDS, has already received $500,000 in unsolicited 
donations.

“These points are out of a 
drug industry wish list,” he 
said, “and will lower stan¬ 
dards for drug approval in the 
U.S., which were arguably 
the highest in the world.” 

Like the Congressional 
trio, Dreyfuss stressed his 
support for speeding the de¬ 
velopment of AIDS drugs, 
which he regarded as a sepa¬ 
rate issue. 

This support for putting 
AIDS therapies on a special 
fast track is a major conces¬ 
sion. In the past, AIDS ac¬ 
tivists have had to argue long 
and hard to get pro-regulatory 
forces to adopt a more flexi¬ 
ble stance in medical emer¬ 
gencies like the AIDS epi¬ 
demic. 

AIDS activists are now fo¬ 
cusing attention on support¬ 
ing the accelerated approval 
concept while paying little at¬ 
tention to the rest of the re¬ 


forms ordered by the Council 
on Competitiveness. 

“The accelerated approval 
part is fine, and I’m eager to 
see it implemented as quickly 
as possible,” said Jeff Levi, a 
lobbyist for the Washington- 
based AIDS Action Council. 
As for the rest of the docu¬ 
ment, Levi said, “We have 
concerns but no official posi¬ 
tion yet.” 

In a similar vein, ACT 
UP/New York’s David Barr 
stressed the benefit of the ac¬ 
celerated approval aspects of 
the reforms, while terming 
many of the other changes 
“tricky.” 

“They’re good ideas, but it 
depends on how they are car¬ 
ried out,” he said. 

The ideas about which 
there is most agreement in¬ 
clude the use of laboratory in¬ 
dicators of disease progres¬ 
sion rather than changes in 
physical symptoms to give 
quick evidence of a drug’s ef¬ 
fectiveness. 

An effective drug could 
then be quickly approved by 


the FDA, which could require 
additional testing after the 
product was on the market to 
further establish usefulness. 

These provisions are also 
contained in a bill authored 
by Rep. Tom Campbell. That 
bill, which would force 
speedy approval procedures 
on the FDA for life-saving 
drugs, now has 55 co-sponsors 
in the House, ranging from 
Reps. Dellums to Dannemey- 
er. It also was just introduced 
in the Senate by Sen. 
Alphonse D’Amato. 

The bill’s original drafter 
was Jim Driscoll of San Fran¬ 
cisco, who became the center 
of an increasingly bitter con¬ 
troversy in the AIDS commu¬ 
nity over his anti-regulatory, 
legislative approach to drug 
reform. Driscoll now says, “I 
hope all factions can get to¬ 
gether to make it clear we 
support the Quayle proposals 
even if they don’t go far 
enough with respect to life- 
threatening diseases and 
maybe too far in other areas.”

AIDS-Hepatitis C Link Found

HERSHEY, Pa. — Re¬ 
searchers said Nov. 14 they 
have shown a link between 
the sexual transmission of 
hepatitis C virus and HIV. 

The research was conduct¬ 
ed at Penn State’s Milton S. 
Hershey Medical Center and 
the National Institutes of 
Health. 

Dr. M. Elaine Eyster of 
the Hershey Medical Center 
and other researchers found 
five of 194 women, or 2.6 per¬ 
cent, who were the sexual 
partners of men with hemo¬ 
philia and who carried both 


HCV and HIV became infect¬ 
ed with HCV. 

The findings support previ¬ 
ous reports by other re¬ 
searchers suggesting hepatitis 
C is transmitted sexually, 
Eyster said. 

Although the incidence of 
sexually transmitted HCV ap¬ 
pears quite low, Eyster said 
the research also points up a 
new public health concern. 

“From a public health 
standpoint, it’s another thing 
people — particularly women 
— have to worry about,” 
Eyster said. 

The study also involved 
patients from 10 other medi¬ 


cal centers throughout the 
world. 

The research showed 
among the 162 co-infected 
men, 18 transmitted only HIV 
and two transmitted only 
HCV. But three of the co-in- 
fected men transmitted both 
viruses, which was five times 
more than would have been 
expected by chance, said 
Eyster. 

The women’s 2.6 percent 
infection rate is at least 2-1/2 
times greater than normally 
would be expected in a low- 
risk control population and in 
healthy blood donors, she 
said, w

Bad Buchanan

R ight-wing columnist 
(and rumored presiden¬ 
tial candidate) Pat 
Buchanan has been 
busy exploiting the news that 
Magic Johnson is HIV positive 
to promote homophobia and 
AIDSphobia. 

On the weekly TV show 
The McLaughlin Group (shown 
locally on KQED, Channel 9 
on Nov. 10), Buchanan declared, 
“The problem is not simply un¬ 
safe sex or promiscuity; the 
problem is perverted sex. 
What (is) the origin of all these 
AIDS cases, if you go back to 
it, is homosexuality and the 
defining act of anal inter¬ 
course.” 

“From the homosexuals you 
get the blood supply tainted, ... 
wives and girlfriends get it 
who give it to the babies, you 
get the hemophiliacs’ blood 
supply and all the rest of it, 
and until people start talking 
that this is wrong and ought to 
stop, the idea of safe sex to me 
is nonsense.” 

Mr. Buchanan’s view was 
“balanced” by Paul Gigot of the 
Wall Street Journal, who said, 
“I hope Magic Johnson tells 
people that you just don’t have 
to practice safe sex, you have 
to get away from practicing 
certain kinds of behavior.” 

In his weekly newspaper 
column, Mr. Buchanan made it 
clear that he condemns all peo¬ 
ple with AIDS (except Kimber¬ 
ly Bergalis), not just homosex¬ 
uals. In a piece charmingly ti¬ 
tled “Promiscuity is the road to 
hell,” Buchanan made the case 
that most people with AIDS, 
including Magic Johnson, are to 
blame for their illness. In re¬ 
sponse to the idea that HIV in¬ 
fection can happen to anyone 
Buchanan said, “Sorry, but 
this is the Myth of Heterosex¬ 
ual AIDS ... AIDS does 
discriminate. All the trendy 
propaganda aside, we are not 
all equally at risk.” 

Buchanan distinguished 
Bergalis from Johnson thusly: 
“It is the difference between a 
young woman who has been 
mortally crippled by a reckless 
driver, and a reckless driver 
smashing into a tree.”

Drug-Resistant TB Spreading in N.Y. 


Meanwhile, lesbian and 
gay activists protested outside 
the senator’s office in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. A statement re¬ 
leased by the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force 
pointed to the potential im¬ 
pact of Kerrey’s comment. It 
said, “In our homophobic soci¬ 
ety, gays and lesbians are de¬ 
fined solely by what we do 
sexually. Defamatory “jokes” 
— made surprisingly often in 
social and political circles — 
rob us of our humanity and 
render us one-dimensional in 
the eyes of the public.” 


The NGLTF statement 
went on to ask the senator for 
an apology, denunciation of 
all homophobic defamation 
and co-sponsorship of the 
Federal Gay and Lesbian Civ¬ 
il Rights Bill. 

Kerrey’s tour of the hospi¬ 
tal unit was covered by a 
press pool that, ironically, 
shut out the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, which had received a 
fax from the Kerrey cam¬ 
paign announcing the tour. 
But, when the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter contacted the hospital 
to say it was coming, it was 
told that the tour was full. 

“The hospital administra¬ 
tion did not issue any direc¬ 
tive to exclude the Bay Area 
Reporter” said Phyllis Hard¬ 
ing, associate administrator of 
San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal. 

The press pool, according 
to Gloria Rodriguez, a SFGH 
spokesperson, contained only 
one print category press rep¬ 
resentative — Associated Press 
— and all members of the pool 
had agreed to share pho¬ 
tographs and reporting cover¬ 
age. But no representative 
from the gay press was in the 
pool. 


bill, and we want a statement 
from you endorsing the les¬ 
bian and gay civil rights ini¬ 
tiative in California that will 
be on the ballot in November 
of 1992,” she said. 

The senator did not make 
any commitments, but said he 
would look over the text of 
both measures and get back 
to her.

Harris assured him she’d 
be back to follow up. She 
concluded, “The positive 
thing to come out of this is 
that all of the candidates [run¬ 
ning for president in 1992] are 
going to know that they have 
to get educated” about lesbian 
and gay issues. 

Supervisor Carole Migden 
felt the senator did not go far 
enough in his apology. “I 
would have preferred him to 
acknowledge that he needs to 
be educated on issues that af¬ 
fect women and lesbians. We 
should seek greater sensitivity 
and contrition from those 
who demean us,” she said. 

Supervisor Roberta Acht- 
enberg questioned the legiti¬ 
macy of Kerrey’s candidacy. 
“If it’s true that he said this, it 
would definitely put into 
question whether he has the 
kind of leadership qualities 
that are needed to be presi¬ 
dent of the United States,” 
she said.

ALBANY, N.Y. - Twelve 
state prison inmates and one 
corrections officer died this 
summer of a new drug-resis¬ 
tant strain of tuberculosis, 
forcing the Health Depart¬ 
ment to issue new guidelines 
for isolating the disease, offi¬ 
cials said Nov. 15. 

The Bay Area Reporter 
first reported on the spread of 
this drug-resistant TB in 
September. 

Eight inmates of the 
Queensboro State Correction¬ 
al Facility in Long Island 
City, Queens, died as did four 
others from the Auburn Cor¬ 
rectional Facility in Syracuse, 
said Correctional Services De¬ 
partment representative 
James Flateau. 

An Auburn guard assigned 
to supervise inmates also died 
of the disease, Flateau said. 

Health officials said the 
epidemic in the state’s prisons 
reflected the epidemic hitting 
society at large, where report¬ 
ed cases of TB has increased 
31 percent since 1989. 

But the increase among in¬ 
mates has soared 900 percent 
since 1976, officials said. 

“TB has been a growing 


problem for some time now, 
with the increase in cases of¬ 
ten related to homelessness, 
poverty and the HIV virus,” 
said Health Department rep¬ 
resentative Peter Slocum. 

The inmates and the cor¬ 
rections officer were killed by

what’s called multiple drug- 
resistant tuberculosis, Slocum 
said. 

“We’ve had this strain of 
TB crop up before,” Slocum 
said. “This is a strain that 
does not respond to the drug 
therapy, so it’s more expen¬ 
sive and complicated to 
treat.” 

People with the HIV virus, 
which causes AIDS, are more 


susceptible to the new strain, 
health officials said, with 
many dying within 72 hours 
of being exposed to the TB 
virus. 

The inmates and correc¬ 
tions officer who died had 
“compromised immune sys¬ 
tems,” which could have been 
caused by HIV infection, but 
Slocum said the guard’s im¬ 
mune system was weakened 
by a medical condition unre¬ 
lated to HIV. 

Unions representing work¬ 
ers at state prisons, while 
complimenting the state for 
its handling of the situation so 
far, have called for action to 
contain the outbreak. 

“What we’re dealing with 
is a non-treatable, airborne in¬ 
fection that has deadly and fa¬ 
tal consequences. What we’re 
dealing with right now is a 
matter of life and death,” said 
Tom Kennedy, the president 
of Council 82, which repre¬ 
sents state corrections offi¬ 
cers. 

Joseph McDermott, presi¬ 
dent of the Civil Service Em¬ 
ployees Association, which 
represents 150 employees at 
the Auburn correctional facil¬ 
ity, said “a number” of 
staffers at the Upstate Medi¬ 


cal Center in Syracuse, where 
the Auburn inmates died, 
have tested positive for the 
TB strain after being exposed 
to infected inmates. 

McDermott called on the 
state, which has only six isola¬ 
tion rooms, to build more, 
and demanded semi-annual 
screening, particularly in facil¬ 
ities with a high incidence of 
TB, of inmates and staff. 

Phil Seelig, president of 
the New York City Correc¬ 
tion Officers Benevolent Asso¬ 
ciation, said the city Correc¬ 
tion Department has failed to 
deal with the epidemic. 

He said inmates suspected 
of having TB were being kept 
with other inmates in the gen¬ 
eral jail population, and that 
at least one correction officer 
had come down with active 
TB in recent weeks. 

Seelig said many inmates 
in the state prison system 
who have TB first passed 
through the city jail system. 

“It’s clear that there is an 
epidemic in the New York 
City jail system, which is like¬ 
ly to spread rapidly, because 
many inmates’ immune sys¬ 
tems have been weakened by 
the AIDS virus,” Seelig said. 


Rodriguez denied the Bay 
Area Reporter was excluded 
from the event, yet a free¬ 
lance reporter for the paper 
who was assigned to cover 
the event arrived at the hospi¬ 
tal to be told the “press pool 
was prearranged” and was

These Years 

Modern Times Celebrates 
20th Anniversary

W here can you find 
a pair of dykes 
from Nicaragua, a 
poetry reading by 
a drag queen and a leather 
dyke, a heated conversation 
on the politics of Central 
America in several languages 
and a cameo appearance by 
Mother Theresa? In Modern 
Times Bookstore on Valencia 
Street and nowhere else! The 
Modern Times Collective’s 
bookstore will be 20 years old 
this month, and there’s a big 
shindig planned at the Wom¬ 
en’s Building for Saturday, 
Nov. 23. 

Tede Matthews is a mem¬ 
ber of the Modern Times Col¬ 
lective. He’s a local writer 
with a piece coming out in 
this December’s Out/Look. 
He’s a leftist activist, radical 
queer and drag queen extraor¬ 
dinaire — a former member of 
the Angels of Light. I spoke 
with Matthews to get the sto¬ 
ry on both the bookstore and 
the celebration as they relate 
to the lesbian and gay world 
of the Bay Area. 

The store opened in 1971, 
run by people involved with a 
magazine called The Socialist 
Revolution (now The Social¬ 
ist Review). “People wanted 
to do something more con¬ 
nected with the community as 
opposed to simply an intellec¬ 
tual mag,” said Matthews. At 
the time, he explained, the 


left was split on both wom¬ 
en’s lib and gay lib. “There 
was one faction that worried 
about who would do the 
cooking if women were liber¬ 
ated — they were the same 
folks who thought homosexu¬ 
als were products of an effete 
bourgeoisie.” The original col¬ 
lective had, and still main¬ 
tains, a strong emphasis on 
feminism and gay lib. 

First Gay Lit Section 

Modern Times had a gay 
book section from the day it 
opened its doors, the first 
bookstore in the city to sport 
a full section of gay and les¬ 
bian literature. “The books 
were Simone de Beauvoir, 
Doris Lessing, Anais Nin and 
newsprint-printed copies of 
Our Bodies Our Selves, Sap¬ 
pho and Well of Loneliness 
for the women,” recalled 
Matthews. “For the men it 
would have been Jean Genet, 
John Rechy, Maurice by E.M. 
Forster and Giovanni’s Room 
by James Baldwin.” 

And there were pamphlets. 
“Everyone had a manifesto, 
and when their groups split, 
those groups would publish 
their manifesto.” Members of 
the collective took it upon 
themselves not only to pro¬ 
cure the books and pam¬ 
phlets, but also to disseminate 
them beyond the borders of 
the U.S.A. 

“I remember a gay lib 
packet, with all the mani¬

festos in a package, which I’d 
have to smuggle into Cana¬ 
da,” said Matthews. He was 
traveling with “two very 
butch lesbians” at the time. 
“The border guard called me 
‘Miss,’ and he called the butch 
lesbians ‘Mister.’ He couldn’t 
deal, so he finally waved us 
through.” 

When Matthews first ar¬ 
rived in San Francisco, Mod¬ 
ern Times was then at 17th 
and Sanchez, and was just 
moving to its current location 
on Valencia. “I came into 
town with tons of jewelry, 
makeup and what’s now 
called a Queer Nation atti¬ 
tude,” he laughed. “I got my 
very first room share off the 
store’s bulletin board.” 

Like other members of the 
collective, Matthews was com¬ 
mitted to the politics of free¬ 
dom. His connection with the 
Modern Times Collective be¬ 
gan in 1974 when he started a 


study group on male homo¬ 
sexuality. “Modern Times al¬ 
ways had lesbians, but I was 
the first gay man,” he ex¬ 
plained, “and / was a lesbian 
separatist trapped in a fag¬ 
got’s body, to quote myself.” 

The collective was then a 
storefront for GIs avoiding 
the war. It was where pro¬ 
gressive rags and radical pa¬ 
pers were available. “We had 
conferences, meetings, 
demonstrations — we did zaps. 
Our words of choice of out¬ 
rage were ‘fags” and ‘dykes.’ ” 
They had a sissy caucus for 
men, where each man had to 
wear a dress to read his poet¬ 
ry. “Once you got over the 
shock of not being the only 
queer in the world, you could 
find more information at 
Modern Times.” 

During the height of the 
feminist/pomography debate, 
the collective came down on 
the side of the radicals. “We 


carried both sides of the dia¬ 
logue, of course, but out of 
that period grew our sexuali¬ 
ty and gender section.” 

The store is the only book¬ 
store in the country, and the 
first in the world, to have a 
lesbian and gay section in 
Spanish. “One of our 
strongest ties is and most of 
our best-selling titles deal 
with gay and lesbian Latinos.” 
At least a third of their events 
are gay and lesbian. “One 
woman told me indignantly 
she didn’t want to rejoin be¬ 
cause we were dominated by 
gays and lesbians,” said 
Matthews with a sigh. 

A Kodak Moment 

“Next door to our current 
location is Mother Theresa’s 
House for Unwed Girls,” be¬ 
gan Matthews, obviously 
warming up to a favorite sto¬ 
ry. “One day, two nuns came

Relishing the Forbidden 

Three Generations of the Explicit at Cinematheque

T he San Francisco Cin¬ 
ematheque has boxed 
together an excellent 
program of three sex¬ 
ually explicit films from three 
different generations to be 
shown once only on Sunday, 
Nov. 24. These films each 
caused a hoopla of indigna¬ 
tion and subsequent defense, 
being banned, confiscated, 
censored and/or destroyed, 
but — more to the point — all 
three are genuinely effective 
works of film or video art. 

This program, titled “For¬ 
bidden Films: Sexual Subver¬ 


sions,” is a must-see for all 
lovers of kineticism as well as 
for those concerned about the 
Power Brokers’ attempts to 
prescribe what may be seen 
and what may not be. 

The granddaddy of homo¬ 
erotic cinema remains Jean 
Genet’s perennially feisty Un 
Chant d’Amour (1947), a 
work to which Helms & Co. 
would still take umbrage. 
This silent, black-and-white 
jack-off dream combines “ob¬ 
scene” images with a passion¬ 
ate eloquence that is both 
moving and charged with ten¬ 
sion. The canny juxtaposi¬ 
tions of humor, shock and 


genuine romantic emotion 
push Chant d’Amour toward 
greatness while at the same 
time putting to shame, with 
both its imagination and hard- 
on intensity, all the porn you’ve 
ever seen. 

Merry 'Christmas' 

Barbara Rubin’s Christmas 
on Earth (1963), while not of 
the exalted class of Chant, 
nevertheless captures the any¬ 
th ing-goes ambience of the 
’60s with a depth and assur¬ 
ance that rightly places a 
sham like Oliver Stone’s The 
Doors in the dustbin of fatu¬ 
ousness.

ty in spite of themselves.”

Doomed to Failure,’ we 
were recently treated to a 
report from New York by 
Daily Mail hack George 
Gordon, about Queer Nation 
and its supposed ‘witch hunt 
of desperation — a vicious 
hypocritical and smearing 
propaganda stunt,’ and so 
on. From the outset it has 
been clear just who is being 
hypocritical in such report¬ 
ing, given that The Daily 
Mail is given to predictable 
bouts of extreme homopho¬ 
bia.”

T he godfather of gay lit 
is sitting across from 
me in a little bar-cum- 
coffee shop. We both 
order seltzers or something in 
that vein. Edmund White is 
in from France, pushing his 
anthology, The Faber Book 
of Gay Short Fiction ($24.95). 
An irate, well-known writer 
who wasn’t included insisted 
to me the night before that 
you had to fuck White to get 
into this collection. 

White denies this and, af¬ 
ter a few minutes’ thought, re¬ 
alizes that he probably hasn’t 
slept with anyone in the an¬ 
thology. That means Robert 
Gluck, Tennessee Williams, 
James Baldwin, Henry James, 
David Leavitt and James Pur¬ 
dy had saved money on con¬ 
doms and all got included on 
merit alone. Another rumor 
White puts to rest is that he has 
AIDS (he’s only HIV positive 
and looking very sturdy). 

White, when not teaching 
at Brown University in Prov¬ 
idence, R.I., lives in Paris 
with his lover who has AIDS. 
He’s working on a biography 
of Genet, and is also having a 
major biography written 
about himself. When White 
asked the chronicler of his life 
if the book would come out 
in the next three years — 
while he is alive — the guy 
replied, “No, probably four.” 

To find out why the author 
of The Beautiful Room Is 
Empty and A Boy’s Own 
Story put together the Faber 
anthology, B.A.R. cornered 
the literary giant in New 
York City. 

★ ★ ★ 

You upset more than a few 
authors when you wrote in 
the foreword to your anthol¬ 
ogy, “The enormous body 
of fiction that has sprung up 
in the United States and the 
rest of the English-speaking 
world about AIDS in the 
last few years reveals that 
literature is still the gay 
community’s strongest re¬ 
sponse to the crisis.” 

Well, I was dozing when I 
wrote that because obviously 
that is ridiculous. I don’t 
know what I was thinking of 
when I wrote that, but what I 
mean, though, is that fiction 
certainly is a strong response. 

I think that one of the things 
you can do is that you can go 
out and demonstrate and be 
an activist, an AIDS activist, 
and all that is a very good 
way of holding off the de¬ 
spair. 

But when year after year 
goes by, and all your friends 
die, and you remain virtually 
the only person alive you 
know, the despair is so great 
that fiction is one of the few 
ways of, first of all, memorial¬ 
izing your friends who die. 
The second thing is that one 
way of trying to master an 
unmasterful situation is 
through writing about it. 

Usually when these disas¬ 
ters come along like World 
War II or the Holocaust, there 


is a 20- or 30-year delay before 
it is written about, but what 
we’re seeing is an almost in¬ 
stantaneous response, and I 
think that’s what I’m talking 
about really. I certainly don’t 
mean to suggest that the most 
important and even visible re¬ 
sponse to AIDS hasn’t been 
activism. Obviously, I was 
dozing when I said that. 

Apparently so, since you 
yourself were a founding 
member of the Gay Men’s 
Health Crisis. I sometimes 
feel as I walk around New 
York and see young people 
walking around wearing T- 
shirts that say “How Dare 
You Assume I’m Straight?” 
that gay liberation is pass¬ 
ing me by. What about 
yourself? 

That doesn’t bother me. 
What bothers me, especially 
with my students, is the polit¬ 
ically correct bit. Trying to 
censor what everyone is say¬ 
ing and writing to see if it’s 
politically correct. In other 
words, they have a rather nar¬ 
row notion of — a kind of Stal¬ 
inist notion of — the correct 
party line that you should 
take if you are gay or feminist 
or whatever. If you depart 
from that party line, they rap 
your knuckles. And I’ve had 
students storm out of my 
classes because of remarks I 
have made, and I’m actually a 
very open person who’s de¬ 
lighted to debate questions. 

Why don’t they stay in 
class and say, “You’re full of 
bullshit, let’s talk about it”? 
Instead, they just storm out 
and create a great scene. ... I 
taught a course in gay and 
lesbian fiction, but I’ll never 
teach it again because I didn’t 
get literature students. I got 
social studies students and 
American civ. students. You 
know — people who were in¬ 
terested in politics, not inter¬ 
ested in literature. 

Literature is always sub¬ 
versive. It’s never suited for 
the party line, and I think 
that’s why Soviet literature 
became so terrible for so 
many years. It just doesn’t 
work. You can’t enforce the 
party line on writers. Their 
basic response to any truth is 
to say, “Oh, yeah?” which is 
healthy and interesting and 
probably the great function of 
literature. 


You also wrote in your fore¬ 
word, “Homosexuality de¬ 
mands an explanation, and 
gay fiction is often an at¬ 
tempt to provide it.” 

Yeah, I think that what 
happens is that somebody at 
age 16 or 60 suddenly real¬ 
izes he’s gay, and he didn’t 
bargain for that. He doesn’t 
know why that happened to 
him. Oftentimes, it’ll be a per¬ 
fectly conventional person in 
every other respect, who’s 
wrenched out of all of his no¬ 
tions about the direction his 
life will take, that he’ll get 
married and have children. 

In other words, he has to 
reinvent himself. I think that 
sentence comes in the context 
where I’m trying to figure out 
why so many good writers 
are gay. I think it is because I 
feel that being gay takes peo¬ 
ple who would otherwise be 
insiders, let’s say like Gore 
Vidal, who should have been 
by all rights, given his social 
position and everything else, 
a total insider. If he became 
something of an outsider and 
a radical, I think it’s mainly 
because he was gay. It made 
him suddenly at odds with

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Dubious Claims to Fame 

The Holly Woodlawn Story: A Low Life in High Heels 
by Holly Woodlawn with Jeff Copeland; St. Martin's Press, $19.95

I s it worth shelling out 
$19.95 for The Holly 
Woodlawn Story: A 
Low Life in High Hills, 
penned by the drag-queen su¬ 
perstar herself (“with” Jeff 
Copeland)? Is it too, too fab¬ 
ulous for words? Divine be¬ 
yond grasp? Well, I’m afraid 
it falls a little short of stupen¬ 
dous, or even a keen read. 

If you’re impressed by the 
madcap antics of a besotted, 
drug-infested transvestite, 
you’ll be in seventh heaven. 
Elsewise, these endless ac¬ 
counts of the hyper high jinks 
of a shameless egomaniac 
wear a mite thin. 

Chiefly remembered as the 
garbage lady dragster star of 
Paul Morrissey’s Trash , Ms. 
Woodlawn’s more dubious 
claims to fame include ap¬ 
pearances in a handful of oth¬ 
er, now forgotten, under¬ 
ground films; in off-off-Broad- 
way skit theatre; and at the 
ephemeral Manhattan night 
and supper clubs of the 70s. 

By no stretch of the imag¬ 
ination is Ms. Woodlawn an 
artiste, a mover or shaker or 
even an astute observer of the 
trends and social etiquette of 
her day. But she certainly 
never tires of staking a claim 
at being at the forefront of 
history in the making. 

There she is at the barri¬ 
cades of the Stonewall Riots, 
in the vanguard of New 
York’s pop world, reigning 
supreme at the round table in 
the back room of Max’s 
Kansas City, parting crowds 
at the entrance to Studio 54, 
detaching herself at a tasteful 
distance from the hoi polloi 
at Andy Warhol’s funeral ser¬ 
vice at St. Patrick’s Cathe¬ 
dral. 

There’s nowhere this girl 
hasn’t been, no place she 
hasn’t made by bestowing it 
with her Presence. She even 
claims to have mingled with 
the original real-life inspira¬ 
tions for the film Dog Day 
Afternoon. 

Singularly Uninteresting 

The book is definitely dili¬ 


gent in chronicling where she 
goes and what she thinks, 
what she wears and what she 
eats. The problem is that it’s 
entirely devoted to such a sin¬ 
gularly uninteresting person¬ 
age. And as far as capturing 
the Zeitgeist of the New York 
pop art world of the ’60s, it’s 
done from such a limited per¬ 
spective (“Rauschenberg 
who?”) that this particular 
supposedly insider tome 
seems all for naught. 

What a shame a female im¬ 
personator’s legacy seems so 
fleeting and of such quicksil¬ 
ver intensity. I guess we’ll all 
just have to learn to live with 
the legend and content our¬ 
selves with that. 

But those phonies in her 
book — Warhol, Divine, Jackie 
Curtis, all mere flotsam and 
jetsam compared to Miss Hol¬ 
ly’s truly creative aura — 
somehow made their mark 
and produced works of per¬ 
haps somewhat more lasting 
value than Woodlawn’s Bro¬ 
ken Goddess home movie or 
her The Sound of Muzak re¬ 
vue, both of which are given 
lengthy chapters of excruciat¬ 
ingly detailed patter as if they 
rival in worth the combined 
merit of Madame Bovary and 
The Raft of the Medusa. 


Someone should refresh 
Ms. Woodlawn’s equally 
ephemeral memory (or is it 
Mr. Copeland’s?). Max’s 
Kansas City is hardly in “a re¬ 
mote corner of Manhattan” 
(you can’t get much more cen¬ 
tral than Park Avenue South 
and 18th St.), and it’s not “di¬ 
rectly across from Union 
Square.” Serendipity 3 did 
not reside on “the Upper 
West Side”; its very point was 
the tony environs of the East 
Sixties. 

When geographical confu¬ 
sion isn’t all aflutter in Miss 
Holly’s gelatinous brain, 
whimsical variations on 
spelling of proper names 
stride to the fore: Minnelli is 
more frequently shorn of its 
second “n” than not, while

Back to Life 


Intimate Nights: The Golden Age of New York Cabaret 
by James Gavin; Grove Weidenfeld, $24.95

Y ou don’t have to be a 
fan of cabaret to be 
fascinated by Inti¬ 
mate Nights: The 
Golden Age of New York 
Cabaret, a wonderfully rich 
book by James Gavin. From 
cabaret’s roots in Prohibition 
speakeasies and brothels 
where singer-pianists special¬ 
ized in risque songs, through 
its heyday of 1950s chic to the 
rock-era decline, this chroni¬ 
cle brings the stylish enter¬ 
tainment of bygone days 
vividly to life. It introduces 
the personnel, from producers 
and performers to publicists 
and flacks, recreates acts, and 
paints the ambience of leg¬ 
endary clubs like the Le 
Ruban Bleu, the Bon Soir and 
the Blue Angel so strongly 
you’ll feel like you are there. 

With nimble insight, Gavin 
describes the social conditions 
which lead to cabaret’s flour¬ 
ishing in different eras. He 
presents, with all their preju¬ 
dices, bottom lines and 
earnest dedication, those 
sometimes nefarious behind- 
the-scenes men whose stories 
have been largely untold — 
the producers and club own¬ 
ers, including “The Prince of 
Darkness,” Herbert Jacoby; 
the impeccably dressed and 
incomprehensibly speaking 
Julius Monk; the pioneer 
against prejudice Max Gor¬ 
don; and the much-quoted 
Ben Bagley. 

Gavin pays special atten¬ 
tion to the dawning careers of 
Barbra Streisand and Bette 
Midler, with Nichols and 
May, Carol Burnett, Woody 
Allen, Lenny Bruce, Dorothy 
Loudon, Charlotte Rae and 
Kaye Ballard assuming their 
key positions 

Yet even more intriguing 
than the stories of the per¬ 
formers we know and love 
are the tales of the once-pop- 
ular or important people who 
have become history. Gavin 
doesn’t merely ferret out their 
biographies and quote their 
acts, but shows us their place 


in the performing tradition. 
He finds in their sometimes 
tortured lives or conflicted 
personalities the reasons for 
their lack of longevity, which 
makes this a most human his¬ 
tory. 

For despite the unending 
plums of entertainment lore, 
funny anecdotes and fondly 
recalled performances, it is 
Gavin’s love for the field and 
his alert understanding for his 
cast of characters and their 
skills which make the book so 
alive. Especially important, 
too, is his gay identity. 

More than merely aware 
of a pronounced gay presence 
in the cabaret world, he’s ca¬ 
pable of dealing with its per¬ 
sonal and political ramifica¬ 
tions. And unlike most show¬ 
biz books written by gay au¬ 
thors — fawning, sycophantic, 
underresearched and badly 
written — Gavin has the in¬ 
sight to use his gay identity to 
further inform our knowledge 
of cabaret in New York. He 
pinpoints its homophobia and 
charts the ever-changing toler¬ 
ance toward issues surround¬ 
ing homosexuality in the arts. 
The booking of artists, for in¬ 
stance, can affect a club’s rep¬ 
utation and clientele, as noted 
in one producer’s refusal to 
book singer/comic Kay Bal¬ 
lard because “she brings in 
the fags.” Yet while other gay 
aspects of the biz are noted, 
the author’s sexual identity 
assumes its proper place, in¬ 
forming his text where appro¬ 
priate; it’s never overriding. 

There are certainly stories 
in Intimate Nights which 
should be part of gay history, 
too. Foremost among these is 
the bewilderingly sad tale of 
drag performer Rae Bourbon, 
which screams to be a major 
motion picture. 

With its handsome jacket, 
generous collection of period 
photographs and, above all, 
the excellent work by author 
Gavin, Intimate Nights is a 
highly recommended, ency¬ 
clopedic visit to a glittering 
world that has been all but 
lost. ▼

The Truly Perverse J. Edgar 

J. Edgar Hoover: The Man and His Secrets 

by Curt Gentry; W.W. Norton, $29.95 

Curt Gentry’s J. Edgar Hoover: The Man and His Secrets 
is a massive, daunting tome — and endlessly fascinating. Al¬ 
though it can’t reveal that Hoover was gay (if he was, he re¬ 
pressed it completely), the book chronicles the man’s life 
thoroughly enough to show his pervasive, damaging influ¬ 
ence on gay people. 

Gentry’s meticulous research re¬ 
veals how Hoover consolidated and 
wielded the power that made him the 
nation’s top cop and allowed him to 
indulge his obsession with policing 
the country’s morals and politics. Ma¬ 
nipulating 10 presidents from FDR to 
Nixon, Hoover dominated govern¬ 
ment policy concerning individual 
and sexual rights. His attitudes trick¬ 
led down to the general public 
through the court system and local 
police forces — and through media 
and the movies — distorting the na¬ 
tion’s perception of gay people. 

Hoover double-crossed his own employees, blackmailing 
gay men and then announcing that gays were unemployable 
in government positions because of their susceptibility to such 
an act. The FBI director maintained his power with the 
help of a network of ideological soulmates — ruthless, homo- 
phobic, anti-Communist, and loudly “patriotic” conserva¬ 
tives. In recounting the country’s history for over half a cen¬ 
tury, Gentry exposes Hoover’s lack of conscience in fulfill¬ 
ing his ends. The dirty laundry, unbelievable incidents and 
potboiler intrigue in this book are incredible. Hoover was 
truly perverse, a prurient powermonger whose real-life 
story is stranger, and sadder, than fiction. — John F. Karr

Insights Into Black Lesbian Life 


In the Game 

by Nikki Baker; Naiad, $8.95

I n the Game is Nikki 
Baker’s debut novel, a 
mystery that provides 
some appealing insights 
into the world of the contem¬ 
porary black lesbian. 

Ginny Kelly sells “invest¬ 
ment opinions on mutual 
funds for a living, telling peo¬ 
ple stories I make up.” She 
admits that her “gifts lie 
chiefly in a pleasant personal¬ 
ity and wholesome good 
looks spread over a hard shell 
of cynicism like oak veneer is 
laid over plywood.” 

She lives in Chicago with 
her lover, Em, also Ginny’s fi¬ 
nancial planner. Ginny’s best 
friend from business school, 
Bev, also has a white girl¬ 
friend, Kelsey, of whom Gin¬ 
ny is not particularly fond, 
but for the sake of her old 
friend, she has tried not to be 
judgmental. 

Both women have learned 
to live with “the derision that 
comes to black people with 
white spouses.” 

It seems that Kelsey, 
whose “interests spanned only 
two topics; what she had just 
bought and what she was go¬ 
ing to buy,” has been embez¬ 
zling, and she is found shot to 


death behind an upscale 
women’s bar. Ginny discov¬ 
ers, with her chain-smoking 
political opportunist friend, 
Naomi, that Kelsey had an¬ 
other girlfriend in Boston. 

Kelsey’s deception of Bev 
is an odd parallel to Ginny’s 
own involvement with a de¬ 
fense lawyer — an affair that 
becomes much more than 
Ginny anticipated. The con¬ 
stant dilemma throughout is 
that of choosing between “or¬ 
der and peace or passion and 
craziness”; the protagonist 
seesaws between the two — 
her peaceful long-term rela¬ 
tionship or a crazy fling — and 
there are attractions to both 
sides. 

Sharp Commentary 

Baker’s sharp commentary 
and sense of humor raise In 
the Game above the level of 
what might otherwise be a 
solid, if standard, entry into 
the dyke detective field. 
Some examples of her obser¬ 
vations that expand the scope 
of this work include the fol¬ 
lowing, about the politics of 
women’s bars: 

It came down to color, 
class and money. ... If you 
have enough money and 
you’re middle class, it’s okay 
to be black or Latina. It’s not 
OK to be a working-class 



woman of color in an upscale, 
white, northside bar, but if 
you’re white, nobody cares 
what your class is as long as 
there is money enough in 
your pocket for the five-dollar 
cover. 

And on black women in 
relationship to the rest of the 
lesbian “community,” Baker 
observes: 

It had always pained and 
amazed me that a woman as 
beautiful as Bev was dumped 
so often. Between girlfriends, 
Bev could sit up in the bars 
all night with not even a free 
drink or a phone number to 
show for it. White girls who 
looked like they hadn’t

When Husbands Come Out of the Closet 

by Dr. Jean Schaar Gochros; Harrington Park Press, $19.95 

Until recently, when gay married men came out, all the 
attention was on them. What impact did the revelation have 
on them? How were they handling it? Why did they ever 
marry in the first place? In the hullabaloo of disclosure and 
its aftermath, the effect on the wife was often callously 
overlooked. No more. Honolulu therapist Jean Gochros has 
published a thorough study of how women with homosexu¬ 
al or bisexual husbands have dealt with the sudden news 
that their husbands were attracted to other men. 

Gochros started her study with a few of her own pa¬ 
tients, using extensive and repeated interviews to accumu¬ 
late data. Her next step was a bit of advertising. 

The response was astounding. Rapidly, an avalanche of 
replies, many of them in letters of several pages, streamed 
in from across the country. Their resemblance to each other 
began to sound like a litany, and the reactions demonstrat¬ 
ed all possibilities from discovery of unsuspected strength 
to reluctantly enlarged capacities for acceptance to murder¬ 
ous rage. 

Out of this extensive body of evidence, Gochros draws 
some highly sensible conclusions and makes many practical 
suggestions for the wives and their husbands, plus others 
associated with the couple, and probably most important of 
all, for professionals who will deal with these situations. 

Because fundamentally the book is a collection of closely 
related testimony, it is liberally loaded with case history in¬ 
formation and commentaries. These make for absorbing 
reading. Probably the most surprising single sentence in the 
book is this: “No wife appears to have divorced her hus¬ 
band solely because of his homosexual interest or activity.” 

This book is highly recommended for its candid, sympa¬ 
thetic, practical, fair treatment of a previously neglected but 
highly important subject. — Marv. Shaw

The Bunny Book

E arly in his extraordi¬ 
nary book, author 
D’Hondt says this di¬ 
rectly to the reader: 
“Of course you don’t under¬ 
stand a word I’m saying, but I 
still want to tell you every¬ 
thing.” And tell he does in a 
tale combining the natural 
and the fantastic in ways oc¬ 
casionally exasperating but 
usually beguiling — if the 
reader suspends disbelief just 
enough and allows the origi¬ 
nality of the style to float him 
or her through the episodes. 
Here, understanding necessi¬ 
tates surrender. 

Amber, an (apparently) 
male bunny and the central 
character, is as tangible as 
any rabbit or hare that ever 
lived and died but is also im¬ 
mortal. He has relations with 
the mortal bunnies but is 
Bunny Eternal. As such, he 
stands for an essentially wild 
spirit that must survive and 
that can inspire humans with 
a rebellious defiance which 
even erupts as witchcraft. 

Just such a thing happens 
to Rosemary, a middle-aged 
widow who encounters Am¬ 
ber after a drunken accident 
by his wood. Though she 
struggles against what ap¬ 
pears to be idiocy, an inner 
compulsion gets her in deep¬ 
er, and eventually, she in¬ 


volves her Aunt Connie, her 
daughter Darleen and the oth¬ 
er three members of the Fab¬ 
ulous Four, her bridge quar¬ 
tet. 

Among the various results 
of her encounter are pagan 
rituals on a front lawn and 
the defeat of a hexed, brutal 
husband. Meanwhile, Amber 
learns how to use a computer 
and communicate enthusiasti¬ 
cally with his human counter¬ 
parts. 

However, he is not just an 
anthropomorphized animal. 
Amber is an inspiration and a 
collaborator who stays decid¬ 
edly animal, albeit a magical 
one. The links to Bre’er Rab¬ 
bit are there, as are those to 
the legendary Flopsy, Mopsy 
and Cottontail. But we are 
not dealing here with the 
likes of A.A. Milne and his 
Christopher Robin, or Ken¬ 
neth Grahame and Wind in 
the Willows. We are in¬ 
volved with bunnies who are 
identified as the gods/goddess¬ 
es protecting inverts and wor¬ 
shiped by them. 

Prominent among the wor¬ 
shipers is Peter, a brilliantly 
creative young artist suc¬ 
cumbing to rapidly accelerat¬ 
ing KS. The lover caring for 
him tells the entire story of 
The Bunny Book. Serious 
gay dimensions figure. 

So while D’Hondt’s cre¬ 
ation has its own referents

and similarities, it is its own 
unique self. Also decidedly 
his own is the book’s style. 
One feature of it is the varie¬ 
gated inventory, which gath¬ 
ers disparate but evocative el¬ 
ements. At the start of Chap¬ 
ter Nine, for instance, there is 
just such a rich paragraph of 
“wondrous treasures and glo¬ 
rious pitfalls,” including “the 
rubbery sound of new sneak¬ 
ers hitting pavement, choco¬ 
late ice cream with raspber¬ 
ries blended in and seductive 
Boy Scout manuals.” 

It is much too early to tell if 
this novel will become the 
classic that some are already 
prophesying, but its sheer orig¬ 
inality will soon draw a sizable 
and deserved following. ▼

E xtraordinary People, 
Paul Gervais’ first 
novel, is a tale of 
alienation artfully ren¬ 
dered through a series of im¬ 
pressionistic vignettes. In a 
completely non-clinical way, 
Gervais presents the Great 
American Dysfunctional Fam¬ 
ily through the eyes of the 
Beeler’s youngest child, Sam. 

Sam grows up in North 
Tewksbury, Mass., with his 
older brother Cliff; his alco¬ 
holic mother Meg; and his fa¬ 
ther Gerald, a strict disci¬ 
plinarian who earns his living 
as a liquor dealer. Gervais 
tells the Beeler family saga in 
a series of episodic short sto¬ 
ries that span 30 years. 

The opening chapter pre¬ 
sents Meg’s adultery, which 
she follows with a heavy dose 
of Oedipal attention lavished 
on young Sam. By the end of 
the book, Meg is living in a 
nursing home, the loony vic¬ 
tim of alcohol-induced senili¬ 
ty; her husband is dead from 
lung cancer; and her eldest 
son Cliff is dead from AIDS. 

At first glance, it may 
seem that Gervais is telling 
the story of Sam’s survival. 
But while his first-person nar¬ 
ration provides clear and 
evocative representations of 
Sam’s parents and brother, 
the reader must dig further 
for insight into Sam, the nov¬ 
el’s most important and elu¬ 
sive character. 

Early in the book, Sam de¬ 
scribes his brother Cliff as a 
“tattletale,” then he asserts, 
“When I knew something 
about Cliff, I kept it to myself; 

I never told my parents on 
him.” Four pages later, we 
find Sam snitching on Cliff to 
their mother, exposing his 
brother’s secret $56 bankroll. 
It is apparent that Sam’s self- 
concept is not simply precar¬ 
ious, but occasionally delu¬ 
sional. 

Worst Characteristics 

Beginning as a quiet and 
sensitive young boy, Sam ul¬ 
timately assimilates his par¬ 
ents’ worst characteristics.

He becomes as selfish as his 
mother and as rigid and in¬ 
flexible as his stern, autocrat¬ 
ic father. Even Sam’s lover 
Fred refers to him as “the 
colonel.” Sam remarks, “He 
feels I rule our lives with an 
iron fist.” 

Sam can only summon his 
emotions in the face of per¬ 
sonal tragedy; at other times 
he reverts to a zombielike de¬ 
tachment. An early warning 
sign comes from a college 
friend who says, “You know, 
the children of alcoholics are 
often painful perfectionists. 
Look out for that, Sam.” This 
comment subsequently as¬ 
cends to prophesy when, 
many years later, we find 
Sam and Fred taking a nap 
on top of their bedspread, re¬ 
moving their shoes and trying 
“not to squirm and make 
creases in the dry-clean-only 
fabric.” 

Emotionally disengaged, 
Gervais’ Sam is the perfect 
observer of those around him. 
His recollections provide a 
vivid and evocative portrait of 
the dysfunctional family liv¬ 
ing in denial. The adult Sam, 
whose dream home is, appro¬ 
priately enough, a former 
monastery, carries the scars 
of his early years throughout 
adulthood. When, in the final 
chapter, he counts himself 
“among the saved,” the reader 
can only question, from what 
and for what? Sam has 
learned to endure, but not to 
live, and his emotional inca¬ 
pacitation makes Extraordi¬ 
nary People an American 
tragedy of the most contem¬ 
porary kind. ▼ 
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Gay Author 
Outs Herself 
In Novel

llrTW^his book is my 
” I ’walk in the streets,” 
I Jacquelyn Holt 
JL Park said when 
told of the newly politicized 
lesbian and gay activists 
marching in the streets to pro¬ 
test Gov. Pete Wilson’s veto of 
AB 101. 


Park’s novel, A Stone 
Gone Mad , is her official an¬ 
nouncement to the world that 
she is gay and proud of it — 
now. 

Park has not always been 
a happy homosexual. Indeed 
as A Stone Gone Mad some¬ 
times painfully details, Park 
grew up during a time when 
“queer ... was the filthiest, 
most rotten thing alive; and 
that’s what I was: diseased. ... 
Obviously I was a bad seed.” 
So Park’s protagonist Emily 
realizes after being “caught” 
with her girlfriend Mattie 
“that October in 1948 — there 
in a ripple of falling leaves 
while Sheila watched.” 


On one level, the novel ar¬ 
ticulates what it felt like to be 
a queer from the late 1940s to 
the mid-1970s. On another, A 
Stone Gone Mad deals with 
how denial and deceit affect 
love. 


Park confesses that the bar 
scenes in New York City 
come from direct experience. 
Emily’s favorite bar 
“Pandy’s,” for instance, is re¬ 
ally a pool-bar called Paula’s, 
now defunct. The bar life 
helped both Park and Emily 
adjust to being different. 


“I had my share in those 
days, women dotting the 
wicked ‘i’s’ of my libido,” 
Emily says. “And after a 
while I quit thinking queer 
was a virus. Somewhere un¬ 
der the dark stone of my 
guilt, on the subliminal banks 
of my consciousness, I be¬ 
lieved queer was wrong, I hat¬ 
ed myself. But I didn’t think 
about that and (unless recov¬ 
ering from some romantic fa¬ 
tality) I had a ball. My double 
life quite frankly intrigued 
me.” 

In a telephone interview 
from her New Milford, Conn, 
home, Park said she lived a 
“robust double life.” 


Born in New York, Park 
grew up in Kingston, Tenn., 
and attended college in North 
Carolina. She then moved to 
Washington, D.C., where she 
worked for the State Depart¬ 
ment and taught English, lat¬ 
er leaving to pursue a gradu¬ 
ate degree at Columbia Uni¬ 
versity. But when a business 
venture called “Dilly Beans” 
took off, Park found herself 
far away from what she loved 
— writing and literature. 

Finally, when the literary 
lure was too strong, Park sold 
her share of Dilly Beans and 
moved around teaching, until 
she finally settled in San 
Diego, where A Stone Gone 
Mad was born. 

Park is now an adjunct 
professor of English at West¬

ern Connecticut State Univer¬ 
sity, where, until now, her 
students had no idea she is 
gay. (Park does not call her¬ 
self dyke or lesbian.) There is 
a big cut-out picture standing 
in the hall of Park promoting 
her book. She said she has 
already felt some repercus¬ 
sions. 

“I outed myself in the nov¬ 
el,” she said. 

In the book, Park portrays 
Emily as “a fish swimming 
upstream.” 

“It was the ‘normal’ exter¬ 
nal order placed on her that 
created the conflict,” Park 
said. “It’s like being a left- 
handed student when every¬ 
body else is right-handed. 
Even the furniture is made 
for right-handed people. And 
then the teacher tries to 
change the student. This is 
wrong. It goes against the 
child’s nature.” 

“I didn’t know how to be a 
queer,” Park said. “Take the 
breast issue.” (In the book 
Emily has to figure out what 
to do with her large breasts.) 
“I had to learn the basics — 
who leads, who does what in 
bed. That kind of thing. I 
knew I didn’t want to be a 
man, but I had to perform 
better than a man. It all got 
down to sex.” 

Park said that in the pre- 
Stonewall days, bars were the 
only place to meet women. 

“There was an anguish to 
connect,” Park said. “Every¬ 
thing came down to finding 
someone before last call. The 
glue was sex.” 

A Stone Gone Mad ends 
with Emily in a 10-year rela¬ 
tionship, but more important¬ 
ly, unable to tell a dying 
friend that she is gay, “com¬ 
ing out” on the New York 
City subway. 

Park exquisitely describes 
the cost of the closet: “All the 
shame and guilt and terror 
she had stored up in some 
room in her brain, a room air¬ 
less and dirt-laden and un¬ 
used, a room of cracked and 
peeling paint and broken fur¬ 
niture that smelled of neglect 
and age: such was the room 
of her inhibition.” 

After coming out, Emily 
“had this smile on her face. 
She felt it. It had wiggled 
loose from some dark burial 
place inside and floated up¬ 
ward, grabbing the light of 
her lips. A butterfly worked 
free of the grime.” 

Anyone who wants to 
know what being queer felt 
like then, and why so many 
are trying to “reclaim” the 
word now, should read Park’s 
book and rejoice in the recov¬ 
ery. ▼

O ne of the great 
hopes (or great fan¬ 
tasies, depending 
on your point of 
view) among gay and lesbian 
writers and publishers is the 
cross-over book. This is the 
novel that, while truly reflect¬ 
ing a queer sensibility, ap¬ 
peals to — and therefore in¬ 
forms, enlightens, persuades— 
the straight audience (the rest 
of the fantasy has to do with 
the book being a runaway 
best-seller that is sold to the 
movies for bucks deluxe, star¬ 
ring ... well, you get the pic¬ 
ture). One problem with the 
fantasy, of course, is that the 
kind of book that actually re¬ 
flects our communities is un¬ 
likely to appeal to masses of 
straight folks. Another, 
more insidious, perhaps, is 
that an ostensibly queer piece 
that is promoted by the main¬ 
stream is more likely to rein¬ 
force prejudices than to en¬ 
lighten or inform. 

A Stone Gone Mad, 
Jacquelyn Holt Park’s first, 
and one hopes last, novel, is 
being promoted by Random 
House as “the poignant story 
of one woman’s emotional 


journey as she learns to ac¬ 
cept her sexuality.” Now, 
what kind of sexuality does 
someone have to learn to ac¬ 
cept, according to the main¬ 
stream? You can’t tell by 
reading the press release or 
the book jacket, from which 
the 1-word, the h-word, even 
the bi-word are conspicuously 
absent. But we know, don’t 
we? And the straight, main¬ 
stream reader will know, too. 
Ah, yes, it’s the love that dare 
not speak its name all over 
again. 

Relentlessly Dismal 

Just as well, though, since 
the lesbian life depicted in 
Stone is so relentlessly dis¬ 
mal, so seedy, so icky, that if 
my only knowledge of les¬ 
bianism came from this book, 
I would certainly find death 
preferable to queerness. Do I 
need to tell you that all the 
dykes are unhappy or 
alcoholic (or unhappy and al¬ 
coholic), closeted, miserable, 
self-destructive or secretly 
straight; or that, in an in¬ 
spired bit of victimization, the 
one straight woman, who ac¬ 
cepts our (closeted) hero for 
what she probably guesses

our hero is, dies of cancer? It 
is no wonder the straight 
press is pushing this piece of 
dreck, offering as it does, a 
bigot’s eye view of the hor¬ 
rors of lesbianism. 

Stone traces the life of 
Emily Stolle, from her teens 
in the late ’40s and her first 
love through her father’s dis¬ 
covery of her perversion, psy¬ 
chiatrists, exile, college, the 
Village bar scene in the ’50s, 
Stonewall (which has no ef¬ 
fect whatsoever on the solidi¬ 
ty of Emily’s closet door), 
ending in 1977. Every time 
Emily comes out, to a hereto¬ 
fore kind and understanding 
friend, the friend’s response is 
(literally or figuratively) to 
run screaming into the night

in and announced that Moth¬ 
er Theresa herself would like 
to see the bookstore. Next 
thing I know, she storms in 
like a dyke and shakes my 
hand — strong woman! She 
said that all the books should 
be bibles, and they all should 
be free. I said I didn’t know 
about the bibles, but that if 
she got us a grant from the 
Vatican, we’d give them all 
away. She laughed and said, 
‘God bless you.’ I said, ‘ God¬ 
dess bless you,’ and she left. 
It was one of those Kodak 
moments.” It was about that 
time that Matthews put all his 
lesbian nun books in the win¬ 
dow. 

Matthews likes working at 
the store. “I want to make an 
impact as a gay person in a 
neighborhood that isn’t exclu¬ 
sively gay,” he explained. “I 
have a strong affinity for Lati¬ 
no culture, and as I’m from 
the South, it reminds me of 
Southern hospitality — it’s 
friendly.” Matthews is part of 
the Mission community. He 
and his lover are both well- 
known and accepted as family 
there, much like Modern 
Times itself. 

After 20 years of service to 
both the radical left and to 
the more conservative ele¬ 
ments of the neighborhood, 
the collective plans to cele¬ 
brate with a fundraising event 
to assist with a move to more 
spacious quarters.

hardly heighten one’s antici¬ 
pation of the next page. 

We are regaled with the 
dubious information of Di¬ 
vine’s sumptuous eating 
habits, what cast-off designs 
Halston opts to bestow on his 
minions and the pathetic, 
crowing story of how Holly — 
by virtue of her great fame — 
got Andy’s entourage into an 
“exclusive” London disco 
when the doorman failed to 
recognize the group. 

One must admit that Hol¬ 
ly’s prison experiences have 
more self-mocking humor 
than the recent overly sober 
account of gossip monger 
Taki. The description of rival 
Candy Darling’s funeral is 
surprisingly moving. This un¬ 
derlines the chief defect of 
the book: it’s so relentlessly 
flip and superficial, using ev¬ 
ery situation and event as an

registers or lingers. It’s all 
tawdry glares and blares, no 
half-tints or wistful subtleties. 


feeling that there was this ob¬ 
scene older generation, yours 
or mine, that had no self-disci¬ 
pline and that had to have all 
this wild, abandoned sex ... 
they brought on this terrible 
AIDS crisis which everybody 
else has to pay for now. 

That’s the impression I get 
among younger people, and 
one of the things I tried to do 
with my anthology was to be 
very sex affirmative. There’s 
a lot of sex in that anthology. 

You had at least 20 years of 
great sex. Knowing that 
just one of those great en¬ 
counters was going to make 
you HIV positive, would 
you, if you had the chance, 
retrospectively give it up? 

I don’t think so. In my 
case, I think that sex has been 
such an important part of my 
life, in terms of even my iden¬ 
tity, it’s not just a pleasure, 
but a really whole sense of 
who I am. I can’t imagine hav¬ 
ing forgone all that. I’ve seen 


people who remain sort of 
professional virgins, both men 
and women friends of mine, 
and I feel that twists the per¬ 
son up so much, I wouldn’t 
have wanted to pay that 
price. 

You also wrote in the 
Grumley foreword, “It’s rare 
that we read a book by a 
handsome man; most writ¬ 
ers are so homely that only 
the best of the lot rate being 
called ‘distinguished.’ ” 

(Laughs heartily.) 

How seriously should we 
take that? 

I think I got inspired to say 
that by Mary McCarthy who 
once said, “Most writers are 
so homely that only amongst 
them am I considered beauti¬ 
ful.” I think that if you actual¬ 
ly go to writers’ conferences, 
you’re rather shocked by the 
way they look. In general, 
they’re not as nice-looking as 
the population at large. ▼ 


way of insight or wisdom de¬ 
spite her position as omni¬ 
scient observer. Her observa¬ 
tions are more reiterations of 
the preceding scene than any¬ 
thing else, as if her contempo¬ 
rary understanding of an 
event is somehow being vali¬ 
dated on later reflection. 

Throughout the traumas, 
there is Lil, the true friend to 
whom Emily lies unceasingly, 
even to the point of inventing 
boyfriends and giving male 
names to her female lovers. 
Holt mentions significant cul¬ 
tural events in the course of 
the narrative, but they have 
no effect on the characters. 
The language and attitudes of 


the ’40s are unchanged in the 
’50s, ’60s or 70s. The result is 
an unpleasant sense of being 
trapped in an unchanging, un¬ 
changeable universe, one in 
which enlightenment or even 
empathy are quite impossible. 

Stone is a badly written 
novel mired in an unalterable 
world that seems to have as 
its purpose the explication of 
the tragedy of lesbianism. I 
suppose if I were a straight 
parent who wanted to terrify 
a daughter who seemed to be 
leaving the straight and nar¬ 
row, Stone might be the nov¬ 
el I would choose. I can’t 
think of another reason to 
read it. ▼ 


ing hole. And in our own 
places, where we can find 
each other expecting nothing 
short of perfect understand¬ 
ing, there is the serial disap¬ 
pointment of a reflection that 
is both different and the 
same. It is staggering how 
deeply we must know and 
love ourselves as black wom¬ 
en to kiss the mirror with 
open eyes.

C razy Cock was one 
of the early 
manuscripts among 
Henry Miller’s papers 
that remained unacknowl¬ 
edged and uncataloged for 
years in the special collections 
department at the UCLA li¬ 
brary. 

The novel, which Miller 
originally titled Lovely Les¬ 
bians (note the change of the 
focus from the women back 
to the protagonist — the au¬ 
thor himself), concerns a 
young writer, Tony Bring; his 
beautiful young wife Hildred; 
and her “friend” Vanya, who 
becomes a greater presence in 
their lives than Tony is com¬ 
fortable with — and who 
drives a wedge between the 
couple. 

We see a glimpse of this 
piece of Miller’s autobiogra¬ 
phy in Henry and June, as 
Miller recalls his wife’s rela¬ 
tionship with a woman artist 
who lives with them. The 
“other woman” makes wood¬ 
en puppets, and her special 
gift to the writer’s wife is the 
grotesque marionette “Count 
Bruga.” 

In Crazy Cock Miller de¬ 
scribes her creation as a 
“sunken-visaged, leering rake 
of a puppet, which grinned at 
him night and day like a 
skulking lout.” In Henry and 
June, Count Bruga is an other¬ 
worldly observer whose pres¬ 
ence is particularly felt by 
Anais Nin, as she is drawn to 



the seductive June. 

This early work of Miller’s 
(about 1927) is often awkward 
in form and obviously autobi¬ 
ographical, although present¬ 
ed in the third person (which 
he would later alter to first 
person narration). It is also 
surprisingly chaste compared 
to his later work and consid¬ 
ering the protagonist’s preoc¬ 
cupation with perversion. 
Evident is the self-censorship 
of simply being an American 
writing in America, but the 
first, vague, seminal (so to 
speak) images that distinguish 
his later masterpieces take 
shape here. 

Nature of Blood 

The poetry of Miller’s 
work, even here in its early 
stages, cannot be denied, no 
matter how one reacts to this

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Fulfillment of a 
Radiant Dream 

Keith Haring: The Authorized Biography 
by John Gruen; Prentice-Hall, $30

K eith Haring faced a 
lot of criticism during 
his lifetime: his art¬ 
work was “too 
trendy,” “not serious enough,” 
“merely graffiti.’’ Yet I 
wouldn’t trade Haring’s liveli¬ 
ness and positive radiance for 
any of the inert snapshots — 
unblinking, unthinking, un¬ 
feeling — that have received 
official stamps of approval as 
the pop art of our time. 

Fortunately, John Gruen’s 
new book Keith Haring: The 
Authorized Biography re¬ 
flects the artist’s life with the 
spirit and novelty that were 
Haring hallmarks. 

Haring, who died from 
AIDS two months into the 
’90s, brought a populist, gay 
vision to pop art and revolu¬ 
tionized the graphics game. 
Now, after collaborating with 
venerable biographer Gruen, 
he brings a fresh stance to bi¬ 


ography. The entire book is a 
patchwork of first person 
quotes, many of them from 
Haring himself, with his par¬ 
ents, teachers, fellow artists, 
exhibitors and friends elabo¬ 
rating in a tapestry woven to¬ 
gether with energetic spirit 
(and in chronological order) 
by Gruen. 

With Madonna, Timothy 
Leary, Roy Lichtenstein and 
William Burroughs, among 
many others, supplying their 
(mostly, but not always, flat¬ 
tering) reminiscences, the 
reading is lively and to the 
point. And the point is Har¬ 
ing’s passionate gay spirit, his 
healthy sexuality, artistry and 
vision. 

Gruen’s sometimes exces¬ 
sive tooting of Haring’s horn 
is more than outweighed by 
Haring’s recollections of his 
guerrilla artistry, colorful 
nightlife and efforts at creat¬ 
ing gay art. His Radiant Boy,

embraced and seen through¬ 
out the world, is testimony to 
the fulfillment of that dream. 

This lively celebration of 
Haring’s life and work is 
printed on heavy gloss paper 
and lavishly illustrated with 
photographs and lots of full 
color reproductions of Har¬ 
ing’s works. His radiant spir¬ 
it shines in this book. ▼

Dinner Theatre 
With a Twist

B ill Talen has given 
the concept of “din¬ 
ner theatre” new 
meaning in Dinner 
With George and Jane, his se¬ 
quel to Political Wife. It’s an 
interactive event, where ev¬ 
eryone is cast in a role to be 
played for 90 minutes. 

I was a member of the 
“Wives of the Foreign Wars” 
and discovered that my hus¬ 
band — who was able to join 
me at dinner — and I had two 
children. Campaign staff and 
photographers circulated, han¬ 
dlers hovered, and the wom¬ 
an sitting next to me, a mem¬ 
ber of “Buddhists Against 
Taxes,” asked how long I had 
been a supporter of George 
Cudahay. 

Finally, George (Bill Talen) 
and Jane (Anne Darragh) en¬ 
tered amidst taped fanfare, 
bright lights and heavy secu¬ 
rity. They went from table to 
table shaking hands. George 
was prompted by an aide as 
to whom he was speaking. He 
asked me how the children 
were; my “husband” had to 
remind me how many there 
were and their ages. 

Jane followed, a smile 
frozen on her face. She was a 
fusion of Jackie and Kitty — 
attractive, elegant but some¬ 
what removed. She gazed 
wistfully at my glass of wine 
and asked me how I was en¬ 
joying it, then caught herself 
with “But I don’t drink.” 

After introductions by sev¬ 
eral supporters, Congressman 
George Cudahay, a “conserva¬ 
tive Democrat” with the looks 
of Kennedy and the sincerity 
of Reagan, complete with red 
power tie, launched into a 
stock campaign address. He 
stopped suddenly, blaming 
his “spin doctors” for his arti¬ 
ficial speech, and substituted 
the political ploy of seeming 
to talk from the heart rather 
than the script in an emotion¬ 
al admission of the reasons he 
wants to be president (“arro¬ 
gance, ego and power”). 

His confession of living a 
lie was, of course, part of the 
sham. He asked for forgive¬ 
ness a la Jimmy Swaggart 
and was touched that “You 
like me” a la Sally Field. His 
vision of the future was of an 
America with more lawyers 
in a culture of suit/counter¬ 
suit. He answered questions 
about the U.S.S.R. (a “child 
who needs tough love”), 
Clarence Thomas (“organ size 
should not be a top consider¬ 
ation” for a Supreme Colirt 


appointment), inner city 
youth and the “panic” about 
national health care, with the 
glib evasiveness that charac-

Erasure 

Chorus 

(Sire) 

The darlings of techno-pop 
return after a two-year ab¬ 
sence with another foray into 
the electronic dance world. 
Musically, Chorus doesn’t 
stray far from the group’s 
four previous albums, but 
then why alter a winning for¬ 
mula? The lyrics, as always, 
are dark and pessimistic in 
their outlook on life and love, 
though they’re certainly 
more intelligently structured 
than what most pop artists 
churn out these days. 

Erasure’s music continues 
to bear the recognizable sig¬ 
nature of keyboard prodigy 
Vince Clarke, and the vocals 
are delivered up by Andy 
Bell with his usual passion.

More than ever before, 
Kenny Loggins wears his 
heart on his sleeve in this 
highly personal musical diary.

Comparisons to recent 
work by Paul Simon will be 
unavoidable as Loggins mesh¬ 
es African rhythms with con¬ 
temporary modern instru¬ 
ments on many of these 
songs.

Laughs and More With Reno 

A Catalyst to Connection

T here ought to be 
words to convey the 
experience, indeed the 
stunning impact, of 
Reno in performance. A hur¬ 
ricane on speed? No, that 
doesn’t quite capture the con¬ 
centration, but it does give a 
sense of the human whirl¬ 
wind that is Reno, as she 
moves, runs, hops, drives and 
rolls around the stage. 

A room full of two-year- 
olds, hell-bent on getting into 
a bottle with a child-proof 
cap? That gives me the focus 
and the energy, but not the 
wit, the bawdy humor, the as¬ 
tute political observations, the 
wonderfully twisted way of 
looking at the world. 

OK, maybe there aren’t 
words that can ever recreate 
the experience of Reno, but 
at least I can try to hint at the 
wonders in store for you 
when you see her new show, 
as long as we all recognize 
that never has the expression 
“words fail me” had more 
meaning. 

Reno Once Removed is a 
brilliant blend of comedy 
cerebral and physical, of per¬ 
sonal and political history, 
with observations, among oth¬ 
ers, on the Reagan-Bush- 
Casey triumvirate, adoption, 
the politics of breast cancer, 
Jesse Helms, the parental 
units and their continuing ef¬ 
fect on their adult children, 
censorship, mammography 


and bonsai trees. But Reno’s 
performance is much more 
than stand-up comedy, much 
more than a series of sharp 
one-liners. Reno stories are il¬ 
lustrated by an astonishing 
physicality, and whether ex¬ 
ploring the difficulty of relax¬ 
ing under the shade of a bon¬ 
sai tree or illustrating the 
fears of the right concerning 
our continuing presence on 
the planet, Reno’s physical 
expression deflates pomposity 
while it enhances, illuminates 
and magnifies her commen¬ 
tary. 

“What do these people 
think?” Reno asks us. “Do 
they think dicks are going to 
come flying through the air 
and poke them in the ass?” 
Her physical expression of 
that simple question is a de¬ 
light (and no, you cannot 
imagine it — you have to see 
it) and points up (pun intend¬ 
ed) the absurdity. And when 
she tops that moment with 
the wry comment that, even 
if that did happen, it would 
be no different from what 
women have to put up with ev¬ 
ery day (“You cannot walk 
past a construction site with¬ 
out being harassed. It’s a won¬ 
der to me that anything gets 
built in this country”), we are 
brought to a clearer under¬ 
standing of the inextricable 
interconnectedness of the po¬ 
litical and personal. 

The Real Reno 

I spoke with Reno briefly 


and was astounded to discov¬ 
er that the concentration, the 
energy and the political 
awareness that is Reno’s on¬ 
stage persona is, in a slightly 
scaled-down version, Reno’s 
offstage persona as well. In 
the course of our conversa¬ 
tion, we talked about class 
consciousness, pets and their 
owners (we were accompa¬ 
nied by Lucy, a dog who 
gives new meaning to the 
term dervish), the Democrats 
(“Why don’t they tell the 
truth? If they’re going to lose 
anyway, why not tell the 
truth? The truth spreads”) 
and what she hopes to do 
with her show. 

“I can’t hit people over the 
head with this stuff,” she said. 
But she is concerned that her 
audience realize that every¬ 
thing connects: the performer 
to the audience, the politics of 
health care to the class sys¬ 
tem in America, the way we 
interact with one another to 
the way we treat the environ¬ 
ment. 

But this goal of connection 
is not presented from some 
Olympian heights, nor does 
Reno see herself as some su¬ 
per persuader, pronouncing 
THE TRUTH and expecting 
it to be believed. People 
seem to be trapped in a web 
of “prepackaged feelings,” 
Reno observed. Her goal in 
performance, through the ex¬ 
perience of shared, communal 
laughter, “is to break through 
those prepackaged feelings, to

be a catalyst to connection.” 

“Laughter is built into the 
design,” she told me. “Laugh¬ 
ter wasn’t discovered in 1592 
by some scientist. Laughter 
comes with the creature.” 

There is something beyond 
words, indeed, beyond ratio¬ 
nal explanation, that occurs 
when people gather and share 
an experience — that’s one of 
the things that gives ritual its 
power, after all. When that 
experience includes laughter 
— prolonged, outright belly 
laughs, in fact — the connec¬ 
tions between us are pro¬ 
found and palpable. 

Reno Once Removed is 
more than the laughs, al¬ 
though laughs there are 
aplenty; more than the poli¬ 
tics, although you may never 
be able to think of Jesse 
Helms without laughing 
again; more than the personal 


history, although that person¬ 
al history is transformed into 
a theatrical comment on all of 
our lives that is moving and 
hugely entertaining. Reno 
Once Removed is finally 
about the experience of con¬ 
nection and the absolute ne¬ 
cessity of our making connec¬ 
tions to one another, to our 
planet, to those who are not 
us. 

I am still thinking about 
(and laughing about) what I 
heard and saw and felt on 
Saturday night. I went to the 
theatre to be entertained and 
amused. The connections that 
I experienced, with the audi¬ 
ence, with the performer, are 
an extra gift. ▼

Book Brief 


Short on Substance 

Old Houses 

by Steve Gross, Susan Daley and Henry Wiencek; Stewart, Tabori and 
Chang, $50 

Old Houses is a glossy, coffee-table decoration, long on style 
but a little short on substance. Steve 
Gross and Susan Daley have lovingly 
photographed 18 historic homes 
around the United States, amplifying 
their photojournalism with an ex¬ 
planatory text by Henry Wiencek. 

Their combined efforts result in a 
rather self-conscious production that 
has the look and feel of Home or 
HG magazine. 

The exteriors of the homes pre¬ 
sented are sometimes omitted entire¬ 
ly. In places where a photograph of 
the entire building does appear, its 
postage-stamp size is completely 
dwarfed by full-page spreads devoted to end tables or aging 
kitchen cupboards. These editorial choices lend a capriciousness 
to the work which, while aspiring to “artsy,” only delivers on 
“quirky.” 

Three of the homes in the section entitled “The West” can be 
found in California, and one of them is Frank Lloyd Wright’s En¬ 
nis House in Los Angeles. Since this is the only featured home 
I know personally, it was impossible not to compare what I know 
about this residence with what is presented in the book. The ul¬ 
timate outcome of this comparison was a rather frustrating, “Yes, 
but ... .” In both prose and photography, the authors reduce this 
modern masterpiece to a curiosity. 

For interior decorators in search of Americana, Old Houses 
may provide some rare glimpses into styles of the past. And for 
those who languish in doctor’s waiting rooms, it will no doubt 
serve as a briefly entertaining distraction. But serious students 
of architecture, history or design might wish to search elsewhere 
for a Christmas stocking-stuffer. — Patrick McGrew

Symphony Premiere Is Gold-Plated 

All That Glitters

T he most eagerly await¬ 
ed San Francisco 
Symphony premiere 
of the season, John 
Adams’ specially commis¬ 
sioned El Dorado, received 
what must be called definitive 
performances last week with 
the composer himself con¬ 
ducting. The results were 
mixed; audience response was 
positive, but it was hardly the 
runaway success we have 
come to expect from the gold¬ 
en boy of West Coast mini¬ 
malism. 

In fairness, Adams has dis¬ 
tanced himself pretty conclu¬ 
sively from the minimalist 
school with a wonderful vari¬ 
ety of orchestral, choral/vocal 
and operatic scores. His writ¬ 
ing has always been too com¬ 
plex and richly textured to 
conform to the stripped-down 
ethos of the poorly named 
genre, though he does contin¬ 
ue to employ cyclic or addi¬ 
tive structures, and for lack of 
a better term, he is temporar¬ 
ily stuck with the label. 

First Mistake 

El Dorado is certainly not 
minimalist music. Adams has 
supplied a very clear program 
for the work (his first mis¬ 
take, in my opinion) and craft¬ 
ed a glib, undeniably exciting 
two-part showpiece for large 
orchestra. The hallmark glit¬ 
ter of his expert orchestration 
lends a surface appeal that al¬ 


most hides the essential 
emptiness of the piece. 

Accessibility and immedi¬ 
ate impact are no crimes for a 
contemporary composer — 
rather a refreshing break 
from the usual academic fare 
— still one has the distinct 
feeling that El Dorado will 
not bear repeated hearings or 
too close scrutiny. Adams is 
an unusually articulate and 
opinionated speaker, but his 
eloquent description of the 
score is deeper than the actu¬ 
al music. 

Beginning quietly with his 
trademark pulse of quick 
notes and mysterious strings, 
Adams rapidly escalates to a 
long and ferocious crescendo. 
A battery of flavorful Latin 
percussion instruments add 
considerable interest and tex¬ 
ture to the first movement, 
subtitled “A Dream of Gold.” 
We are meant to share his 
anger and frustration at the 
rape of the environment and 
his appropriate, if obsessive, 
disgust with “man’s desire to 
befoul his own nest.” There is 
rage, but it is predictable and 
curiously attractive. The 
movement ends abruptly — 
loud and strong, midphrase. 

Merely Sensational 

John Adams has not lost 
his grasp of the grand theatri¬ 
cal gesture. It has informed 
some of his best work: Grand 
Pianola Music, Harmonium 
and, of course, the wildly suc¬ 
cessful opera Nixon in China. 


The startling break off of “A 
Dream of Gold” is effective 
and, if the composer had left 
us to our own imaginings, po¬ 
tentially disturbing. With the 
“program” in mind, however, 
what might have seemed pro¬ 
found was merely sensational. 

The second movement, 
“Soledades,” is something of a 
complete opposite — serene, 
gentle and meditative. If Part 
One is concerned with man 
and violence, Part Two is a 
lyrically wistful landscape, al¬ 
most “prehuman,” in the com¬ 
poser’s words. Here is anoth¬ 
er example of the intrusive 
program, for what one really 
hears borders perilously close 
to the banal prettiness of New 


Age music. Ironically, this 
pure nature scene makes 
prominent use of a particular¬ 
ly 20th-century synthesizer. 

It was at this point that I 
lost sympathy for Mr. Adams’ 
concept and became more in¬ 
terested in his, perhaps, sub¬ 
conscious subtext. 

Electronic instruments 
have remained more novelty 
than innovation in symphonic 
writing until now. Composers 
like Philip Glass and Steve 
Reich have sometimes used 
them to good effect in creat¬ 
ing a contemporary sound, 
but they often seem to be 
simply attempting a surefire 
way of getting their respec¬ 
tive shows on the road. One 



synthesizer or electric organ 
is a lot easier to transport 
than a collection of grand pi¬ 
anos and strings. 

Dutchman Louis An- 
driessen is one of the few 
writers unafraid to storm the 
concert hall with blatantly ag¬ 
gressive amplified scores. He 
is jarring and sometimes un¬ 
pleasant, but never timid or 
apologetic. 

Andriessen’s DieStadt has 
created audience unrest on a 
less radical scale than, say, 
Stravinsky’s The Rite of 
Spring, but he has purpose¬ 
fully shaken the foundations 
of modern institutionalized 
music. Could John Adams be 
longing for some of the furor 
he created with Har- 
monielehre or the New York 
premiere of Grand Pianola 
Music? If that is so, El Dora¬ 
do and its mild synthesizer 
are too polite by half. 

John Adams is a major 
composer, second-generation 
rebel from minimalism and 
rightly admired as an original 
and potent voice. I prefer to 
charitably think of his new 
score as a transitional piece. It 
may be revised, and there are 
many tantalizing glimpses of 
what could emerge, though 
he would be well-advised to 
follow in the tradition of an¬ 
other great iconoclast, Gustav 
Mahler, and dump the tedious 
programmatic explanations. 

The latest Adams opus is 
anticipated with the same 
pleasure associated with fa¬ 
vorite novelists or Sondheim 
shows. We know it will be 
new, yet somehow unmistak¬ 
ably characteristic. El Dorado 
is dust from a still rich vein of 
gold. ▼ 
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Opera

R evenge, for some, is 
sweet. Two new pro¬ 
ductions at the San 
Francisco Opera fo¬ 
cus in on the energy of re¬ 
venge in most surprising 
ways. Although a brutal, 
vengeful death ends each 
opera, the ultimate message is 
that when vengeance rears its 
ugly head, no one really wins. 

Hans Werner Henze’s new 
opera, Das Verratene Meer, 
depicts a group of adolescent 
boys, who, unable to channel 
their pent-up sexual frustra¬ 
tions, exact their revenge by 
killing an innocent sailor 
whose rejection of life at sea 
symbolizes the laziest and 
most corrupt values of adult¬ 
hood. Although the heroine in 
Richard Strauss’ Elektra 
(whose father was murdered 
by her mother and the moth¬ 
er’s lover) clings to life just 
long enough to see her fa¬ 
ther’s death avenged, the 
sheer exhaustion of waiting 
for it all to happen — com¬ 
bined with the bloodthirsty 
ecstasy of the long-awaited 
event — ultimately kills her. 

Like Strauss’ composing 
skills, Elektra’s thirst for 
vengeance is as well-focused 


as the urge to kill will ever 
get. By contrast, Yukio Mishi- 
ma’s gawky teenagers (who 
lack any significant way of ex¬ 
pressing their increasingly 
self-conscious manhood) find 
themselves clumsily searching 
for a victim without under¬ 
standing very much about 
their motives. Both operas 
make their strongest musical 
points in moments when their 
composers capture the tor¬ 
tured lyricism of the 
avenger’s soul. And, although 
the orchestral sounds created 
by Henze and Strauss reflect 
markedly different styles of 
composition, the music they 
have created glows with the 
richly orchestrated but mis- 
guidedly perverse lust of an 
obsessed love which knows 
no reason. 

Das Verratene Meer is 
less a piece for solo voices 
than an ensemble work which 
slowly weaves a dramatic 
mesh as Noburo (Craig Estep) 
and his teenage pals search 
for new ways of rebelling 
against their parents. Hans 
Werner Henze’s piece (which 
received its world premiere 
last year in Berlin) is strongly 
enhanced by Paul Steinberg’s 
set and costume designs, 
Christopher Alden’s stage di¬

rection and, most important¬ 
ly, conductor Markus Stenz’s 
work in the pit. 

Adolescent Infatuation 

Starting with Noburo’s 
adolescent fetish for ships and 
the sea, Alden does a remark¬ 
able job of capturing the tor¬ 
tured energy of pubescent in¬ 
fatuation with a dramatic 
clarity that is rarely seen on 
the operatic stage. As a result, 
tenor Craig Estep did not 
need to fondle his ship model 
for the audience to know that 
Noburo was aroused. Even 
though Noburo later spies on 
his mother as she and her 
boyfriend make love, in the 
eyes of the horny, self-cen¬ 
tered teenager, their adult 
passion is unworthy of his 
validation. 

Noburo’s poorly disguised 
sexual frustration offers a 
strong foil to the measured 
behavior of Friend No. 1 
(LeRoy Villanueva), who, as 
the most cynical of Noburo’s 
comrades, manipulates his 
gang with a sour and icono¬ 
clastic determination. Vil¬ 
lanueva’s big solo captured 
the energy of a young man 
whose life has already over¬ 
ritualized acts of destruction 
to the point where his soul is 
nearly devoid of humanity. 

As the opera progresses, 
Noburo’s mother Fusako 
Kuroda (Ashley Putnam) and 
Ryuji Tsukazaki (Tom Fox), 
the sailor she weds, become 
as one-dimensional to the 
teenage gang as the man¬ 
nequins which stand in 
Fusako’s boutique. And, be¬ 
cause Henze’s score is so lack¬ 
ing in genuine passion, it of¬ 
ten fails to hit the mark. 

Thus, Das Verratene Meer 
unravels to the sound of a 
rather clinically created score. 
Strauss’ Elektra, however, 
embraces that bizarre, over- 
the-top level of emotion that 
embodies the full force of 
opera as lyric theatre. 

For Elektra, the sheer 
knowledge that her father’s 
murderers (her mother and 
stepfather) are now making 
love in her father’s bed and 
ruling over Agamemnon’s 
kingdom is enough to make 
her skin crawl with rage. 
Driven to the brink of mad¬ 
ness by the venal sacrifices 
her mother has kept demand¬ 
ing, Elektra can barely hold 
on to life. Her weak-willed 
sister, Crysothemis, is of little 
help. Her brother, Orestes, 
who could exact the needed 
revenge, is nowhere to be 
found. 

What’s a girl with a buried 
hatchet to do? 

Dame Peels Paint 

If you’re Dame Gwyneth 
Jones, you take the sacrificial 
bull by the horns and make 
the most of the situation. A 
woman with a reputation as 
an obsessive, over-the-top 
artist, Dame Gwyneth let her 


huge voice peel the paint off 
the ceiling of the War Memo¬ 
rial Opera House on opening 
night while giving full vent to 
Elektra’s wrath. There are 
few major talents left these 
days who boast such remark¬ 
able dramatic depth in their 
characterizations, such inten¬ 
sity in their performances, 
such power in their voices 
and who can still give 150 
percent of themselves in per¬ 
formance. The end result? 
Even an old pro like Helga 
Dernesch ended up getting 
blown off the stage by the 
sheer forcefulness of Dame 
Gwyneth’s performance. 

Mixing traditional cos¬ 
tumes with the latest in punk, 
bondage and leather fashions, 
Andrei Serban’s production 
took Sophocles’ classic be¬ 
yond any one. time and/or 
place. I loved Yannis 
Kokkos’ sharply angled unit 
set, which, by virtue of being 
placed on a turntable, was 
able to transform Elektra into 
a surprisingly mobile piece. 
Both Elektra and Puccini’s 
Madama Butterfly (which 
was placed on a turntable in 
the production Harold Prince 
staged for the Lyric Opera of 
Chicago several years ago) 
benefit immensely from the 
use of a revolving stage’s abil¬ 
ity to alter moods and aug¬ 
ment background motion 
while enhancing important 
dramatic moments. Thomas J. 
Munn’s spectacular lighting 
job (combined with a variety 
of sound and stage effects) 
also helped to heighten the 
perversity of the opera. 

When push comes to 
shove, Elektra is an opera 
about voice which cannot be 
performed without solid 
singers and strong orchestral 
work. On opening night, 
Christian Thielemann’s con¬ 
ducting drew some wonder¬ 
fully lyrical moments from 


Baritone Leroy Villanueva as 
Number One in Das Ver¬ 
ratene Meer. 


Strauss’ score. With Dame 
Gwyneth in the title role, the 
San Francisco Opera boasted 
one of the finest Elektras to 
be heard in years. Jones re¬ 
ceived strong support from 
Nadine Secunde’s frightened 
Crysothemis, Monte Peder¬ 
son’s imposing Orestes and 
Helga Dernesch’s anguished 
Klytemnestra. But the 
evening belonged to Dame 
Gwyneth, who knew it and 
ran with the energy. 

While this production of 
Elektra can stand strongly on 
its own merits, it is worth 
one’s while to catch Dame 
Gwyneth’s performance for 
no other reason than to bask 
in the presence of a truly in¬ 
credible artist. Her Elektra 
was easily the highlight of 
this fall’s opera season. ▼

Action 

Precedes 

Playoffs 

The SF Pool Association’s 
elite players converged on the 
Q-Club last Saturday morning 
determined to survive a con¬ 
test which would send its final 
four to West Coast Challenge 
action in Long Beach. It was 
the 25th edition of the All-Star, 
the tournament which only 
allows entry to the 16 best of 
this season’s 175 rated players. 

No one in this season’s field 
had won more games than 
league newcomer, Jun Valiao, 
who posted a 43-9 season rec¬ 
ord, good for the field’s No. 3 
seed. He rode his smooth 
stroke and home-table advan¬ 
tage to an undefeated romp 
through the field, with con¬ 
secutive victories over Bernard 
Bayaca, E.Z. and Mark Sharpe, 
and finished with two con¬ 
secutive wins over Ching Ng to 
claim the title. 

Ching Ng posted a 42-10 rec¬ 
ord for Park Bowl Predators, 
the league’s top playoff seed, 
and began the contest with 
successes vs. Luby Pelletier, 
Mark Cauthier and Mark 
Miller before losing his first 
match with Jun. He then end¬ 
ed Mark Sharpe’s afternoon 
before once again being 
denied by Valiao. 

Sharpe is an LA transplant 
who posted a 30-10 record this 
season for Reflections Killer 
Beezzz. He won his first two 
matches vs. Wally Sutherland 
and David Ranch before en¬ 
countering Valiao. A losers 
bracket win over Mark Miller 
and a subsequent loss to Ng 
cemented a third-place entry 
into the league record book. 

Due to the absence of top- 
rated Rex Norman, Mark Mil¬ 
ler’s personal best season rec¬ 
ord of 38-7 was good for the 
contest’s top seeding. He won 
consecutive matches vs. Tom 
Williamson and Tony Phao be¬ 
fore his losing encounter with 
Ng. A 3-2 win in his next match 
with Sutherland landed him in 
the final four. 

Playoff action leading up to 
the city championship final 
began Tuesday, Nov. 19. Trans¬ 
fer Ballbusters played at Park 
Bowl Predators, Team Interna¬ 
tional at Q-Cumbers, Badlands

The First U.S. Visit 
(MPI Home Video) 

You would think that the 
last thing we need is yet an¬ 
other documentary about the 
Beatles. What could there 
possibly be left to know that 
we haven’t already heard a 
million times? What could 
there possibly be left to see 
that we haven’t seen a million 
times? 

Well, here it is. The best 
part of this video is no narra¬ 
tor! No annoying voiceovers 
retelling the same old facts. 
This entire video is like a 
home movie in that it follows 
the Beatles for six days from 
the minute they step foot on 
American soil for the first 
time. 

From limo rides to hotel 
rooms, to backstage before 
concert appearances, to train 
rides and radio interviews, 


you follow along every step of 
the way and hear things as 
they happen. 

There are over a dozen 
numbers here, including the 
entire legendary appearance 
on The Ed Sullivan Show, 


not the edited clips that are 
usually shown. 

The performances have 
been digitally remastered, 
which adds a heightened di¬ 
mension to these classics. ▼

Clearly influenced by Jack 
Smith’s Flaming Creatures, 
in her hell-bent quest for sex¬ 
ual liberation Rubin deploys 
black-and-white exposed and 
shaken genitalia against a 
stylized studio background. 
Like Smith, too, every screen¬ 
ing varies as the two-screen 
superimpositions depend 
upon the whims of either the 
filmmaker in attendance or 
the creative urges of that 
evening’s projectionist as to 
synching up the images, the 
fluctuating indentation be¬ 
tween the two screens and 
the options for gels or sound 
via chance bands of AM rock. 

At the critic’s screening, I 
thankfully saw it silent — to¬ 
day’s rap music could hardly 


do justice to the work’s vi¬ 
brant and raucous tone: this is 
for Jimi Hendrix, not Ice T. 

Various vaginas and ori¬ 
fices are exposed and filled in 
a plethora of ingenious ways 
by tribal youths in delimited 
body paint like the tykes in 
Lord of the Flies. I glimpsed 
Warhol superstar and my old 
pal Gerard Malanga among 
the players — I’d recognize 
that asshole anywhere! 

In any case, Christmas on 
Earth is a celebratory time 
capsule that seems endearing¬ 
ly innocent yet still coura¬ 
geous upon a re-encounter to- 
day. 

Atlas' 'Sam and Delilah' 

Charles Atlas’ Son of Sam 
and Delilah (1991) was pulled 
at the last minute from PBS’ 
‘‘New Television” series. 
(KQED refused to air the 


piece, though the braver 
KTEH in San Jose did.) This 
is the first public theatrical 
showing in SF. Be sure to 
take advantage of what the 
Washington-based TV net¬ 
work will, with no doubt in¬ 
creasing frequency, not allow 
you to see. 

Son of Sam is a breathtak- 
ingly bravura investigation of 
the AIDS crisis and homo¬ 
phobia in American society. 
After the title “A KILLER IS 
ON THE LOOSE,” Atlas 
segues into a long, hideous 
monologue in prisonlike sur¬ 
roundings, delivered by a ra¬ 
bid homo-hater — but who in 
the course of his diatribe re¬ 
veals that he has let guys 
come on to him. He is then 
shot by an offscreen assassin, 
and the work’s most extreme 
and realistic torrent of vio¬ 
lence is unleashed.

Atlas then cuts to a pair of 
merry drag queens — appro¬ 
priately monickered “Happy 
Phace” and “Loretta,” hilari¬ 
ously endeavoring to cook 
breakfast amid burning toast¬ 
ers and generously replen¬ 
ished screwdrivers. The scene 
of the two is intercut with a 
mean macho guy and his 
enormous dog, two butch gals 
practicing karate and a group 
of young, hip disco fre¬ 
quenters frugging away. The 
macho guy invades and de¬ 
molishes these secure gay 
worlds in a serialized spew of 
destruction. 

It’s never made quite clear 
if he’s a metaphor for AIDS, 
or for homophobia, or for the 
bulk of society’s indifference 
to either. Son of Sam is not 
so much an attack on govern¬ 
ment neglect or the reac¬ 
tionary right but on the gay 
community’s insularity, self- 


coddling and lack of activism. 

Though energized by a 
frenzy of chaos and anarchy, 
the work is also intriguing 
with its fair share of guffaws. 
Once attuned to the video’s 
extreme (but obviously artifi¬ 
cial) strategies of violence, 
one cannot help but feel 
Brechtian distance from any 
kind of realism, and one set¬ 
tles into a display of symbol 
and metaphor. 

Because the video keeps 
the viewer poised between 
humor and suspense is not a 
reason to ban or censor it. Ap¬ 
parently the funded-by-you 
(via tax dollars and contribu¬ 
tions) PBS stations think oth¬ 
erwise. ▼

terized Reagan’s non-answers 
to hard questions. 

He invoked Mt. Rushmore 
and Michael Landon, and his 
obsession with TV and adver¬ 
tising, especially those Vir¬ 
ginia Slims models, escalated 
into a conflation of sexual fan¬ 
tasy with entry into the Oval 
Office. He quite literally got 
carried away with the idea 
(sex has always been the 
downfall of the Democrats) 
and left his “Valium-informed” 
wife to speak to the crowd. 

Jane’d been forgotten be¬ 
fore, and now was her oppor¬ 
tunity to tell the truth of her 
silent suffering. She called 
her husband’s mind “a series 
of bumper stickers,” his 
speeches “fables and sound 
bites,” and veered off into her 
own eerie metaphoric tale of 
Crater Lake. She recomposed 
herself after a confrontation 
with “Jeremy,” a security 
staffer, then George re- 
emerged for a triumphant 
exit that categorically denied 
that anything out of the ordi¬ 
nary had just happened. 
Ever-Changing Material 

Talen is working on keep¬ 


ing the material fresh, with 
references literally up to date, 
and the topics of his speech 
and the questions will contin¬ 
ue to change in this ’90s ver¬ 
sion of “environmental” per¬ 
formance. The play’s fascinat¬ 
ing as an event in which one 
must create one’s own reality 
through interactions with oth¬ 
er participants, and as a way 
to experience the double edge 
of the political process — in its 
fabrication of the monster 
Howdy Doody Democrat that 
is George Cudahay and in its 
denunciation by a woman 
who’s been its victim too 
long. 

And it’s not a bad meal for 
hotel banquet fare: two herbal 
chicken breasts with veggies 
and rice, salad, dessert — what 
would be at least $12 or $15 
at any restaurant. Here, with 
the theatrical event (“dinner 
plus drama”), it’s more than 
worth the $20 price.

Miller’s work, of course, 
reflects his own — and his 
era’s — misogyny, anti- 
Semitism and homophobia, 
although many who knew 
him contend that he personal¬ 
ly never possessed all of the 
racial and sexual fears of his 
protagonists and his early 
prejudice against Jews trans¬ 
formed after World War II. 
These things, however, may 
have contributed to a lack of 
acknowledgment — at least in 
this country — of Miller’s gifts 
as a writer. It would be in 
Europe where his work 


would be the most popular, 
and Paris in particular pre¬ 
sented the sexual and literary 
freedom Miller needed to 
work. The label of pornogra¬ 
phy has hurt Miller’s reputa¬ 
tion in the United States as 
well — just as the threatened 
“X” rating of the film Henry 
and June and the subsequent 
empty “NC-17” compromise 
damaged potential Oscar con¬ 
sideration. 

Coinciding with the recent 
release of Crazy Cock and 
the centenary of Miller’s birth 
(Dec. 26) is a new biography 
of Miller, The Happiest Man 
Alive by Mary V. Dearborn. 
Dearborn, who also edited 
Crazy Cock, cites the novel’s 
anticipation of Miller’s later 
work in that “it navigates a 
fine line between acceptance 
and rebellion, rejoicing and 
disgust; it represents a consid¬ 
erable artistic achievement 
from one of the most compli¬ 
cated men of the 20th centu¬ 
ry.” ▼
